9. Upon receipt of such petition with the Stamp Reporter’s report, tho Registrar shall, 
in case the petition is not in proper form or is not accompanied by the requisite Court- 
fee stamps, fix a period within which tlie additional fees may be paid or within which tho 
petition may he amendod or lay tho same before the Court for orlers. If such petition is 
sufficiently stamped and complies with the provisions of tho rules, ho shall, upon receipt 
of such petition, direct notice to be served on the ojiposite party to show canse why the 
certificate should not he granted. 

10. Where more than one such application is made by the same party at tho same 
time relating to decrees or final orders made in pursuance of the same judgment &nd only 
one record is required to be printed, the Registrar may order tli'.it only one Court-foe of 
Rs. 16 be paid, or may refer the matter to tho Court for orders. 
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11. As soon as ths Registrar has direotea notice to be served under rule 9 of this 
Chapter, the lilerk-in-oharge of Privy Council Appeals shall forthwith proceed to issue 
notice of the application for leave to appeal to all the respondents who did not appear at 
the hearing of the Appeal before the High Court.

Notices under the proviso to this rule may be issued in the manner prescribed to 
the legal representatives of the deceased respondent or opposite party in question without 
spocifying such legal representatives by name. 

14. (/) With the foe for the issue of the notice the applicant shall also file printed 
forms of such notice duly filled up in the pre.scribod form (see page 46, post), the date of 
appearance and the date of the notice being left blank. 

(2) The information entered in the forms must be filled up in the vernacular (or in 
English if the party to be served is a European British subject or a resident of Calcutta) 
in a bold, clear and easily legible handwriting.

words “ Hubjcict to the provisions of Chapter XIII A" with efloct from tho 12th day 
of November 1923:— 

jCHAPTER XIII A. 

Summary prockdurk in suits to recover debts or uiquidated demands oh 

FOR IMMOVKABIiE PROrKRTY. 

1. Tho provisions of this Chapter shall not bo applicable save to suits— 

(A) in which the plaintiff seeks to recover a delil or liquidated demand in 
money payable by the defendant with or without interest arising— 

(f) on a eontract express or implied ; or 

(n) on an enactment where tho MJin sought to be recovered is a iixed 
sum of money or in the nature of a debt other than a jietiulty ; 
or 

(wt) on a guarantee where tho claim against tho principal is in respect 
of avlebt or a liquidated demand only ; or 
(tn) on a trust; or 

(H) for the recovery of immoveable. proj)erty. with or without a claim for rent 
or mesne profits by a landlord against a tenant whose term has expired 
or has been duly dolermined by notice to quit or has become liable to 
forfeiture for non-payment of rent or agaiust persons claiming under 
such tenant. 

. 2. A plaintiff shall not bo precluded from proceeding under this Chapter by reason 
of the fact that the suit might have been brought under the provisions of Order 37 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, but this Ctiapter shall not ho applicable to suits which have been 
instituted under the said Order, 

3. Where the defendant in any suit which is within the terms of rule 1 has entered 
appearance, the plalnlilf may, as regards any claim which is within tho terms of rule 1, on 
affidavit made by himself or by any other person who can swear positively to tho 
facts verifying the cause of action and the amount claimed, if any, and stating that in his 
belief there is no defence to the claim, apply to the Judge for final judgment for tho 
amount claimed together with interest, if any, or for tho recovery of tho land (with or 
without rent or mesne profits) as the case may be and costs ; 

Provided that as against any defendant who has filed a Written Statement such 
application shall not be permissible unless the summons is taken out us in rule 4 
mentioned within ton days after the entering of appearance. 
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4. The application by the plaintiff for judgment under rale 3 shall be made by 
summons returnable not loss than seTen clear days after service accompanied by a copy 
of the plaint and afSdavit. 

5. (a) The defendant may show cause against such application by affidavit. 

(6) The affidavit shall state whether the defence alleged goes to the whole or to part 
only and (if so) to what part of the plaintiff’s claim and shall deal specifically with all 
matters of fact. 

fc) The Judge may, if he thinks fit, order the defendant, or in the case of Corporation 
any Officer thereof, to attend and he examined upon oath or to produce any lease, deed, 
book or document or copy of or extract therefrom. 

6. Upon such application the Judge may, unless the defendant by affidavit or other¬ 
wise as the Judge may direct shall satisfy him that he has a good deietice to the claim 
on its merits or disclose such facts ns may be deemed sufficient to entitle him to defend, 
make an order refusing leave to defend and forthwith pronounce judgment in favour of 
the plaintiff. 

7. If it appears to the Judge that any defendant hks a good defence to or ought to 
he permitted to defend the claim and that any other defendant has not such defence and 
ought not to bo permitted to defend, the former may be permitted to defend and the 
plaintiff shall be entitled to judgment against the latter, and may issue execution upon a 
decree to ho drawn up pursuant to such judgment without prejudice to his right to proceed 
with his claim against the former. 

S. If it appears that the defence set up by the defendant applies only to a part of 
ilio plaiutitt’s claim, or that any part of his claim is admitted, the plaintiff may have 
judgimnt forthwith for such part of his claim as tho defence does not apply to or is 
admitted, subject to such terms, if any, as to suspending execution or payment into Court 
or costs or otherwi.se as tho Judge may think tit and the defendant may be allowed to 
defend as to the residue of the plaintiff’s claim. 

It. l.eave to defend may be given unconditionally or subject to such terms as to 
giving security, or time, or mode of trial or otherwise as the Judge may think fit. 

1(1. In all cases the Judge shall have power to give directions as to the further 
conduct of the suit. 

II. The costs of and incidental to all applications made under this Chapter shall be 
dealt with by the Judge on the hearing of the application, who shall order by and to 
whom and when tho same shall ho paid or may reserve them to the Court at the trial: 
Provided that in the latter case, if no trial afterwards takes place or no order as to costs is 
made, the costs arc to be costs in the cause. 

la. Upon the hearing of an application under this chapter the suit may, with the 
consent of the parties, he finally disposed of in a summary manner without right of 
iqtpoal or referred to such officer and ujion such terms as the Judge shall approve. 

III. For the purposes of procedure under this Chapter any right to relief against 
forfeiture shall be deemed to be matter of defence, and upon the hearing of the applica¬ 
tion for judgment under rule 3 the Judge may, if he shall think fit, determine|whother and 
upon what terms such relief shall Ik? granted. 

A judgment for recovery of land given under this Chapter on tho ground of forfei¬ 
ture for non-p)ayment of rent shall have the same effect upon any right to such relief 
as if tho judgment bad been given after trial. 

14. A special list shall be kept for the trial of causes in which leave to defend has 
been given under this Chapter, and in which the Judge is of opinion that a prolonged 
trial will not be requisite; arul tho Judge may at any time if he thinks it advisable order 
any such suit ’to he put into such list. All suits on such list shall be treated as Short 
Causes. 

15. Unless the Judge otherwise directs tho costs of one Advocate will on taxation 
between party and party, or as between attorney and client, be allowed to the plaintiff and 
to each set of defendapta having divergent interests.

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The following resolution issued by the povernment of India in the Department of 
Industries and Labour, published in the Qnztttt of /ndia, dated the 25th August 1928, is 
republished for general information.

Dated Simla, the SOth August 1923, 

In their memorHinlum No. 188.')-R.-S., dated the 4th August 1913, the Railway Board 
referred to the organiKations, namely, the office of the Superintendent of Local Munu* 
factures and (irovernmout Tost House and the Metallurgical Inspectorate, which had 
been constituted at Calcutta and Sakchi (renamed Jamshedpur), respectively, for the 
testing and inspection of various descriptions of materials, and published two schedules 
of the charges which it had been decided to levy for the carrying out of test and inspec¬ 
tions by those organizations. 

2. During the past nine years the position has undergone marked cnauges. The 
office of the Superintendent of Local Manufactures and Governineut Test House has 
recently been entirely reconstituted. Inspection as distinct from testing work has been 
withdrawn from that organization and is now undertaken by a separate agency, styled 
the Inspection Circle, Calcutta, in charge of a Controller of Inspection. The testing 
work continues to be carried out at the Government Test House, which is now under 
the control of an officer designated the Superintendent of the Government Test House, 
Alipore. The Test House has, moreover, been considerably enlarged and equipped 
with a strong staff of experts and with a varied assortment of machinery and plant. 
The Metallurgical Inspectorate has also been developed in respect of expert personnel, 
equipment and testing accommodation and like the other two organizations named, is in 
a position to carry out various descriptions of tests and inspections covering a wide 
range of materials. All three organizations'form part of the Indian Stores Department. 
The experience acquired during recent years has indicated that the existing scales of 
charges are not sufficiently comprehensive and are in other respects unsuited to the 
present conditions, and after a careful examination of the matter the Governrnoni of 
India have decided to substitute for the existing schedules the two revised schedules 
appended hereto, namely :— 

(t) A schedule of charges for testing and inspection of the local manufactures of 
articles of iron and steel, metals and other materials including cement, oils, 
paints, coal, minerals, etc., fur all central and local Government Depart¬ 
ments and local Administrations, State and Company-worked Railways, 
Indian States, Port Trusts, Municipalities and all other public bodies. 

(it) A schedule of charges for the testing and inspection of local manufactures of 
articles of iron and steel, metals and other materials iucluding cement, oils, 
paints, coal, minerals, etc., for private firms and individuals. 

The revised scales will come into force with effect from the 1st September 1923, from * 
which date all work which is not definitely covered by existing contracts will he charged 
for at the revised rates. 

3. The new charges, as explained in the notes to the schedules, are for work done 
in the areas where the testing and inspection staff is located and for tests and analyses 
made on Government owned machines or with Government apparatus. Other rates, which 
will be determined by the circumstances of each case, will be chargeable for tests or 
inspections carried out elsewhere than at the places where a testing or hispection staff is 
located and also for tests carried out on machines not belonging to Government. The 
list of tests and analyses given is not exhaustive. Other mechanical tests and analyses 
can be made as required within the limits of the capacity of the machines and apparatus 
installed at rates which may be ascertained on application to the Superintendent of the 
Government Test House or the Metallurgical Inspector as the case may be, 

4. Until further notice, all requisitions or requests for inspections should be forwarded 
to the Chief Controller of Stores, who will arrange for the performance of the work by such 
of the organizations under his oontroi as appears to him most suited to carry out the 
work. Requisitions and requests for tests, analyses, examination of materials and 
expression of opinion on result of such examination should as hitherto be forwarded 
direct to the Superintendent of the Government Test House or the Metallurgical Inspector 
as the case may be. 

5. For the accounting and recovery of the charges specified in the accompanying 
schedules, the following procedure will be observed. In the case of work done for 
Government Departments in respect of stores purchased through the agency of the Indian

In the ease of rrork done for private firms 
and indi vidnals, the cost of the work done shoald be realised in cash by the officer in 
charge of the inspection or teeting organization and paid into the nearest Government 
Treasnry to the account of the Audit Officer, Indian Stores Department, If the parties 
60 desire, they may be asked to pay the amounts into the nearest Oovemanenf Treasnry 
to the/acconnt of the Audit Offioer, Indian Stores Department, and to forward the 
Treasnry Receipts to the officer in charge- of the inspection or testing organization, 
These receipts should be transmitted by these officers to the Audit Offioer, Indian Stores 
Department, at the end of the month for necessary adjustment, 

Obohs,—O rdered that the above Resointion be communicated to ail Local Oovem- 
meuta and Administrations,* the severai Departments of the Government of ]ndia,t the 
Heads of Departments subordinate to this Department,{ and the Audit Officer, Indian 
Stores Departments, and that it be published in the Supplement to the OaiMe 0/India 
for general information,

The following rules for the guidance of private candidates for the Macrioulation 
Examination are published for general iqformatlon. 

2. Private students are those who have not attended sny recognised or unrecognized 
school for at least one year previous to the examination. The term ” private atudents ” 
includes bond fide school masters. 

3. Private students must appear at the Test Examination of one of the following 
institutions on the dates mentioned against it

7. The head masters of the institutions named in paragraph 3 above should direct 
private students who satisfy the teat to appear before them in due time with their appli¬ 
cations for admission to the Matriculation Examination and to sign them in theiz 
presence. They will then grant the neoeaaary certificates and forward the applications to 
the Inspector for countersignature, after which they will be sent by the Inspector direct 
to the candidates. 

8. In no cironmatancos should the fee for the Matriculation Examination be 
sent to the Inspector's offioa. It should be sent to the Controller of Examinations, 
Calcutta University, by the candidates themselves, together with the countersigned 
applioaliona. 

9. Private students must nnderstand that the Test Examination of any school other 
than those named above will not be accepted by the Inspector.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tt has been the long felt desire of the legal profes-sion in India in all its branches to 
reorganize the legal jirofession of the country to secure a self-contained and unified 
indei>endcnt Indian Bar functioning in the same manner a.s the sister organizations of 
Great Britain and the Duiied States. With tliis object Mnu.sbi Iswar Saran brought a 
Kasolution in the Legisliitive Assembly on the ~4th February, 1921, requesting the 
Government to undertake legislation to remove all disiinetioas enforced by Statute or 
by practice between tbe several branches of the legal profession and the Honourable the 
Law Member on behaif of the Government was prepared to he guided by definite public 
opinion in the matter and accordingly undertook to make reference to the Local Govern¬ 
ments, High Courts and local bodies in India, and a motion to tliat effect was accepted by 
the Asseinbly, Sufficient time has since elapsed and it is therefore necessary to focus 
legal public opinion in the matter. The object of the Bill is to create one Indian Bar, 
and only ■where the circumstances of a jirovince require it, but not otherwise,, another for 
the mofussil districts and at the same time to secure for the profession one single self- 
contained representative body with powers of enroiment !ind diseijiline and rcgnlation of 
professional conduct and other matters connected therewith.

CHAPTER I. 

ItilroduDliiry. 

68 . Tbo ])rovi»ii)iiH of tiiis Piii't wliich are net out in 
ScLeflulo III Hliall, aniijoct tu the reatrictiuiiH anil inotlificationH 
Bpeuitletl therein, ajipiy— 

(tf) to all willH and coJioilH made, by any Hindu, Buddhist, 
Sikh or Jaiiia, on or uftor the first day of September, 
1S70, within the territories wliich at the saifl date 
were subject to the Lieutenant-dovernor of Benjfal 
or within the local limits of the ordinary original

(ti) The will may be written wholly by the testator, with 
his own hand. In such case it need not be signed 
or allesled, 

{b) It may be written wholly or in part by anolbor person, 
and signed by the testator. In such case it need not 
be attested. 

(f) If the instrument purporting to bo a will is written 
wholly or in part by another person and is not 
signed by the testator, it shall ho doomed to ho his 
will, if it is shown that it was written by the 
testator's directions or that he recognised it as his 
will.

(/) If ^he soldier or mariner has, in the presence of two 
witnesses, given verbal instrucliuns fur the prepara¬ 
tion of his will, and they have Ifeun reduced into 
writing in his lifulime, but he has died before the 
instrument could be prepared and executed, such 
instriioliouB shall be considered to constitute his will, 
although they may not have been reduced into 
writing in his presence, nor read over to him. 
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(>/) The soldier or martuer may make a will by word of 
mouth by declaring his intentions before two wit* 
nesses present at the same time. 

(ft) A will made by word of mouth shall be null at the 
expiration of one mouth after the testator, being stiii 
alive, has ceased to be entitled to make a privileged 
will. 


CHAPTER V. 

Of the Attestation, Revocation, Alteration and 
Revival ok Wills. 

A will shall not be deemed to be insuthcieiitly attested 
sttoBiiiiK witnoKB. ijy reason of any benefit thereby given either by way of bequest 
or by way of appointment to any person attesting it, or to his 
or her wife or husband ; but the bequest or appointment shall 
be void so far us concerns the person so attesting, or the wife or 
husband of suoh person, or any person claiming under either 
of them. 

Explanation. —A legatee under a will does not lose his 
legacy by attesting a oodicil which confirms the will.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this lUil is to oonsolidato the Indian law relatinj? to succossion. The 
separate existence on the Statute-book of a number of large and important enactments 
renders the present law difficult of ascertainment and there is, therefore, every justiiica- 
tion for an attempt to consolidate it. 

The Bill has been prepared by the Statute Law Revision Committee as a purely 
consolidating measure. No intentional change of the law has, therefore,^been made. The 
details of the Bill are more particularly discussed in the attached Notes on Clauses.

NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

Cliiusr 2 .—The Oeueral Clauses Act, 1K97 (X of 1897), will ajiply to the Bill. The 
didiiiitions thereforo of “person”, “ year month imiiiovtoible property move¬ 
able jiroperty ”, “Local Government” and “High (Jourt” are unnecessary and are 
omitted. The definitions of “British India” and “District Judge” have also been 
omitted as the definitions in the General Clauses Act appear more suitable and do not 
change the substance of the law. The definition of “province” has been omitted, as, 
notwithstanding tho ruling in 12 W. It., 424, it does not appear that the omission will 
lead to any administrative inconvenience. The definition of “minor” and “minority” 
is adopted from section 3 of tho Probate and Administration Act, 1S81 (V of 1881), and 
seems appropriate to the consolidated Hill. No change has been made in the other 
definitions which are taken from Act X of 186^, though one or two could porhai»J have 
b(um more suitably wordeil. Tlu^ definition of “Indian Christian” is taken from the 
Native ('hristian Administration of Estates Act, iDOl (VII of IDOl), e.vcept that tho phrase 
“ Indian Christian ” has been used instead of “Native Christian” following tho modern 
practice in this respect. 

Clause 3. —This is based on section 332 of the Indian Succession Act, 1835 (X of 1865), 
hut in the consolidated Bill it is necessary to confine its operation to those provisions 
which are derived from that Act. Tho use of the term “exempted person ” is a drafiing 
device which enables the language of the Bill to bo shortened. 

Clause 4. —The second iiroviso to this edause is taken from tlie last paragraph of sec¬ 
tion 2 of tho Married Woman’s Property Act, 1874 (111 of 1874). This provision conux in 
appropriately hero, and it is proposed to repeal the corresiiouding provision in the Act in 
tinestion. 

Claiisu 5 .—It is well settled that the word “ Hindu ” in section 331 of the Indian 
Buccession Aot, 186.'), and in section 2 of the Probate, and Adniinislr.-ition Act,,1881, 
includes .laiuas and Hikhs (r/. I. L. W. 31 t!nl. 11, etc.) and us the Hindu Wills Act, 1871)] 
which thi) Bill consolidates makes special mention of Bikhsand .laiuas, they are sepHralely 
mentioned throughout the Bill. 'I'his and other similar sections may need to be (|UBlified if 
and when the .Special Marriage (Amendment) Bill, which has just been passed by the 
Indian Legislature, becomes law. 

Ctiiiisrs fi till’ll deal with domicile and are reproiluctions of llie corresponding sections 
of the Act of BSti;). They are for tho most part general rules which might well be ap))!!- 
eable to all chtsses, but danse reproducing si'ction 331 of the Act of 186.') cxclndes I heir 
application in tJie, case of Hindus, Muliummaduns, Biiddiiisls, Sikhs and Jainas. 

Part III deals with ijitosuito succession aud is basisl on tho Hpj)roprialo ])roviHii)n8 of 
the IndiaJi Succession Act, 1865 (X of 1865), and the Pars! Succession Act, 1865 (XXI of 
1865). 

Clauses 16 to 52 and ScJuidulc 11 contain special rules as to intestab) succession amoin' 
I’arsis. “ 

Clause 53. —'I’he proviso to this clause gives etTect to one of the pi'ovisions of section 8 
of the Pursi Succession Act and taken together with the preceding clauses reproduces the 
whole cf that Act, which it is therefore proposod to repeal. 

Part IV deals with ti stamontary successioa. 

fVou.'ic 5tf, read with Schedule 111, reproduces those provisions of the Hindu Wills 
Act, 187(1 (XXI of 1870), which relate to tcstamenbiry succession. .SoclionLSTofLhe 
Indian Succession Act, 186.') (X of 1865), as applie<l by the Hindu Wilis Act has been 
dealt with in another part of the Bill aud will be dealt with under the appropriate clause 
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Part V doalB with pretention of the property of the deceased. It is largely based on 
the SucoeHsion (Property Protection) Act, 1841 (XIX of 1841). This Act was framed under 
the old syelom of drafting, and certain slight verbal changes of language have had neoes- 
sarily been made in introducing its provisions in the consolidated Bill, but reference will 
be miy^le under the appropriate clauses to all changes which are other than purely verbal. 

Clause 196. —This clause is taken from section 23 of the Succession Certificate Act, 
1889 (VII of 1889^, but which, as it limits the power of the curator, appropriately falls in 
this Part of the consolidated Bill. 

Clause 197. —The words “ moveable ” and “ immoveable ” have been substituted for 
the words “ personal ” and “ real 

Clause 198. —The words "High Court ” have been substituted here and in other places 
in this Part whore they occur for the words “ Court of Sadar Diwani Adalat • 

Clauses 204, 205 and 206. —These clauses have been recast as they are drawn in a 
form which is no longer employed in modern Acts. 

Part VI. —This is an important portion of the Mill which deals with title to the 
property of the deceased. It is only by sejiarating these provisions of the law that a clear 
view cun be obtained of the requirements of the Indian law as to grants by the Coutt in 
the case of the estate of a deceased jierson. By separating the law in this manner, the 
consolidation of those provisions of the law relating to probate and grant of administra¬ 
tion, which are now contained in the Indian Succession Act, 186.') (X of 186.^), and the 
Probate and Administration Act, 1881 (V of 1881), are rendered possible. 

Clause 210. —This reproiluces the important section 190 of Act X of 186.*), which 
requires that no right to any part of the property of a person who has died intestate can 
be established in any Court without letters of admijiistration. The very important 
qualification which excludes the operation of this section in the case of the intestacy of 
Hindus, Muhammadans, Buddhists, Sikhs, .Jainas and Indian Christians is based on 
section 331 of Act X of 1865 and section 3 of Act VII of 1901. 

Clause 211 reproduces the corresponding important |)rovislon in the case of te.siate 
succession contained in section 187 of Act V of 186.5 with the important (jualification 
provided for by section 3.31 of Act X of 186.5 rt'.id with the application of section 187 of 
Act X of 1,865 read with section 2 of the Hindu Wills Act, 1870 (XXI of 1870). 

212 reproduces the provisions of section 1 of the Succession Certificate Act, 
ISV.) (VII of 1889). 

Clause 218. —This clause is intended to reproduce the effect of section 1.52 of the 
Probate and Administration Act and section 21 of the Succession Certificate Act, 
and appears to come in appropriately under this Part of the Bill since it deals with the 
substitution of the title of the grantee for that of the certificate holder. 

With reference to this Part of the Bill it will be observed that the arrangement of 
the clauses brings out very clearly the anomalous position in the Indian law with regard 
to the requirements of j)rof)f of representative title to the property of a deceased person. 

Part V/I. —The provisions of the Indian law regarding the grant of probate and 
adgiinistration of the assets of a deceased person are to be found in the Indian Succession 
Act, 186.5 (X of 186.5), and the Probata and Administration Act, 1881 (V of 1881). Those 
sections ot tim Sueccssiou Act which deal with representative title have already been 
disposed of by the preceding Part of the Bill ami with those excoption^i the provisions of 
the two Acts on the subject are, with comparatively small differoncos, identical. This 
Pai t of tho Bill, therefore, provides in general terms for the administration of the assosts 
of d(‘ceascd persons of all classes covered by the two Acts in question and provides in its 
separate clauses such special exceptions which are necessitated in order that tho existing 
law may bo rej)roduced. 

Clause 215 reproduces section 179 of Act X of 1865 subject to the proviso in the case 
of survivorship for those classes of persons who are provided for by section 4 of Act V of 
1881. 

Clause 218. —As in the case of Hindus, Muhammadans, Buddhists, Sikhs, Jainas and 
exempted persons, probate can be granted to a married woman without the consent of 
her husband, the provisions of section 8 of Act V of 1881 are here incorporated with those 
of section 183 of Act X of 1865. 

Clause 223. —Here, again, section 13 of Act V of 1881 is incorporated with sec¬ 
tion 189 of Act X of 1865 for the same reason. 

Clauses 255 and 254. —‘The right to the grant of administration is dealt with by 
section 23 of Act V of 1881 and by sections 200 to 207 of Act X of 1865. Clause 233 
reproduces the former rule and clause 234 the tatter. 

ClaU’Se 239. —Section 212 of the Act of 1865 uses the word “ attorney Section 28 
of the Act of 1881 uses the word " agent Both words are used in the consolidated Bill.

Otau$e Buotion 217 uf the Act of 1865 doea not deal with the oase of minora. 
Section 33 of the Act of 1881 doea. Aa it appeara to be merely casus omissus and the 
provielon ia in accordance with actual practice, the language of aectiou 33 of the Act of 
1881 haa been adopted. ^ 

Clause 246. —Tho aame romarka apply aa in the caae of clauaee 240 and 241. 

Clause 247, —Curioualy enough both aeotion 36 of the Act of 1881 and aeotion 226 of 
he Act of 1865 uae tho word “ attorney". It would appear a drafting alip in the* Aut uf 
L881 and tho worda “ or agent ’’ have been added. 

Clause 248. —The language uf section 37 uf the Act of 1881 haa been adopted, but 
here is no change in the aubatanuo. 

Clause 262. —Tho proviso incorporates the provisions of section 2 of the Act uf 1881. 

Clause 267. —Bub-section (2) incorporates the provision of section 3 of Act VII of 
901 and as the provision is not incorporated in the Act of 1881, it excludes the persons 
o whom that Act relates frum tho purview uf the clause. 

Clause 274. —The law to be reproduced is contained in section 244 of the Act of 1865 
,nd section 62 of tho Act of 1881. The latter Act, however, contains the additional words 
' or fur letters of udministration with will unnexod ” and also the words " or in the casts 
uuntioned in sections 24, 2.'> and 26 a copy, draft or stuteiuent uf the contents thereof ", 
^he provisions of the Act uf 1881 seem necessary to complete the law, and they have been 
doptod mutalis inufandis in tho clause. 

Clause 275, —Himilarly the words “ copy of draft ", which only occcur in section 63 of 
ho Act of 1881, have been adopted. 

Clause 27C, —This clause is based on section 246 of the Act of 1865 and section 64, Act 
^ of 1881. Hero again tintre is a (liscrepancy iiet ween the two sections. Utuler section 246 
petition must state that the deceased left some property within tlie jurisdiction of the 
listrict Judge or Uistrict-Deiegate to wliuin tho ap]>Iicutiun is made. Under suction 64 in 
he case uf an applieatiuu to a District Judge tho petition must state either that the deceased 
t the time uf his death had a hxed place uf abode or had some proi>orty situate within the 
ii’isdictiou uf the Judge. The Itill folluws the language of section 246. As a uliglit 
hangu in the law is involved attention is drawn to tlie point, and similarly to the fact that 
!ie wonls " a hxod place of abmle " arn used in tho ilill in this clause also in wrder that 
le wording of tho clause may bo consistent with the wording of clause 274. Furthermore, 
Ithuugh section 244 reitniros in tho ease of an application to a District Judge thiit the 
etition should stato that the docoasod had “his fixed place of abode " within the jurisdic- 
on of the .Judge, that section in tho ca.so of an application to a District Delegate requires that 
le petition shall stato that the deceased " resided ” within tho jurisdiction of the Delegate, 
his discrepancy is apparently explained by the fact that the paragraph was insortoti py 
le District Delegates Act, 1881 (VJ uf 188J). Section ti2 on tlie contrary uses tho phrase 
fixed place of abode” in both places. It soonis doubtful whether it is nocossary to 
laintain the diseropaucy in the language of section 214 and the Uill uses “ fixed place of 
)odc” in both places, but it seems that attention should be drawn to the point.

Clause 289. —The proviso embodies tho dilTcrcnt rules iirovided by section 78 of the 
ct of 1881. . 

Clause 295. —This reproduces section 333 of Act X ot 18fi,’) and section 157 of Act V 
: 1881 which are in identical terms. These sections were added in their respective Acts 
f section 17 of Act VI of 188'J and are obviously out of position in tiiose xVets. 

Clause 299. —The proviso embodies the provisions in that behalf in section 2 of Act 
of 1881. 

Clause 302. —Thi- elauso is necessary as the provisioiio of the Act of 1865 relating to 
executors of their own wrong " wore not included iu the Act of 1881. 

Clause 505. —Tho wording of section 88 of tho Act of 1881 has been aiiopied. It is 
ore iu consonance with the language of the Indian draftsman and involves no change 
! substance. 

Clause 307. —Sub-section (2) reproduces the previaioiw of section 90 of the Act of 
t81 which were inscrteil in that Act by section 14 of Act’VI of 1890. 

Clause 311. —The words “ in the absence of any dirocUons to the contrary in tho will 
• grant of latters of administration ’’ which occur In section 93 of tho Act of 1881 have 
ten adopted in the clause as they appear to state the law more accurately. 
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Clause 316 .—Tho wording oE section 97 of the Act of ih81 has bran followed as it is 
more snitable to the wider scope of the consolidated>BiU and involves no ohaAge of 
snbstanoe. 

Clause 324, —This reprodnces aeotiou 983 of the Act of 1865. Neither this section nor 
section 284 has a corresponding provision in the Act of 1881.'< Sab^Iaose (3), therefore 
excludes from the operation of the danse those to whom the Act of 1881 applies. 

JJlause 327.—Here, again, the wording of aeotiou 107 of the Act of 1881 has been 
adopted as it stat'ds the law more accurately. 

Clause 832. —This oorrospouds to section 292 of the Act of 1865 which is the first 
section in Part XXXV of that Act which is headed “Of the Executor's Assent to a 
Legacy “. This at once raises the question of suction 148 of the Act of 1881. That section 
rnns as follows: “ In Chapters VIII, IX, X and XII of this Act the provisions as td an 
executor shall apply also to an administrator with the will annexed.” These Chapters 
deal with (1) the executor’s assent to a legacy, (2) the jiaymcut and apportionment of 
annuities, (3; the investment of funds to provide for legacies and (4) the refunding of 
legacies. They correspond to Parts XXXV, XXXVl, XXXVIl and XXXIX of the Act 
of 1865, but that Act contains no specific provision of the kind contained in section 148. 
To take the first question, the executor's assent to a legacy, it would seem that the 
executor and the administrator with the will annexed are in exactly the same position. 
The reason the assent of the executor is necessary is that the estate of the deceased is 
vested in the oxeentor and the legatee’^ title to the legacies is only inchoate, Equaliy this 
is true of the administrator with the will annexed. It would seem, therefore, that under 
the Indian Succession Act the assent of an administrator with the will annexed to a 
legacy is probably necessary though no specific provision exists. It is well settled law in 
England that this is so, see Doe versus Mobborley, (> C. and P. 120', Broker versus Charter, 
Cro, Elie. 92. Similarly the other previsions speciticuily mentioned in suction 118 ap|K>ur 
to Ito applicable to cases under the Indian Succession Act, The Bill has been drafted to 
give effect to this view by specific amendments. 

Clause 34S. —This reproduces section 305 of the Act of 186.'), but as the provision 
does not occur in the Act of 1881, the proviso inserted is necessary. 

Clause 360. —This clause reproduces section 320 of the Act of 1865 and section 139 of 
the Act of 1881. It would be preferable if the wording of section 139 had been adopted, 
but this would involve a slight change in the law. 

Clause 370 is based on section 1 (4) of the Succession Certificute Aci, 1889 (VII of 1889), 
with the exception in the proviso which is based on section 5 of Act VII of 1901. Thu elfect 
of the section here reproduced is apparently th-it succession certificate cannot be granted 
in a oasiT where the law requires probate or letters of administration tu establish a 
representative title before tlie Court. In cases where letters of a>)ministration or 
probate are not essential, {.«., cases falling within the Act of 1881, a curtitioatu can 
apparently be granted. The clause is based on this view of the law. 

Clause 371. —In this clause and the rust of this Pari, the words “District Judge” 
have been used in order to assimilate this Part to the rest of the Bill.

4. The shorthand writer shall, as he may be directed by any general or special 
orders, furnish to the Clerk of the Crown a transcript of tho whole or any part of tho 
shorthand note taken by him. 

." 1 . In the case of any transcript which shall be re;)uired for tho use of the Court in 
any appeal proceeding or application the same shall be type-written and verified by the 
person or persons making the same by a signed statement that the same is a correct and 
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complete tranecript of the shorthand noie taken by- himself or of the shotthand note 
purporting to^ have been taken, signed and certified by the shorthand writer or writers 
who took the same. 

6 . The following shall, upon the condusion of a trial, be entitled, on payment of

course or part thereof subject to any idj^litH which tiio 
owiuir may rehiiii with the consent of the (Commis¬ 
sioners for any of the following purposes, namely,— 

(a) for the suiiply of water for drinking or 
for culinary purposes or for both, or 

(h) for the jmrpose of bathing, or 

(c) for washing animals or clothes, or 

(cl) for any other purpose connected with the 
health, cleanliness or comfort of the 
inhabitants, 

and may liy like order jii-ohibit bathing or the wash¬ 
ing of animals or clothes or other things at any 
public place not set apart for that piir[)ose, or at any 
time or by a sex other than that specified in the order 
and may in like manner jirohibit any other act by 
which water in public Jilaces may be rendered foul or 
unlit for use or which causes or is likely to cause 
inconveniouee or annoyance to persons lawfully using 
such places.

CHAPTER XVlIi. 

Weights and Measures. 

399. (/) Where the Commissioners of any 
iminicii)ality, to which this section has been extend¬ 
ed by the Local Government, have made by-laws

Provided that, where there is a public street 
whicb is less than six feet wide by the side of the site, 
the owner may, by giving to the Commissioners free 
of charge such land as will make the street six feet 
wide, be exi'mpted from leaving further side space 
under this rub'.

46. Every such site-plan shall show— 

(a) the boundaries of the site and of any conti- 
guou.s land belonging to the owner thereof, 

ib) the position of the site in relation to neigh - 
bouring streets, 
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(c) the name of the street in which it is proposed 

to erect the building, 

(d) the position of tlio building, and of all other 

buildings (if any), wliicli the applicant 
intends to erect uj)on bis contiguous land 
rebn-red to in Clause {a), iu relation to— 

(t) the boundaries of the site, and in a case 
where tiie site Ijus been partiiioeed the 
boundaries of the portion owned by tlie 
applicant and also the ])ortion8 owned by the 
Ollier owners, and 

(ii) all adjacent streets, buildings and premises 
witliin a distance of forty feet of the site 
and of the contiguous laud (if any), referred 
to in clause (a), 

(e) the moans of access from the street to the 

building, and to all other buildings (if any), 
which the applicant irilends to erect upon 
his contiguous land refin’ivd to in clause (a), 

(/) the position and ajiproxiinate height and the 
number of stories of all other buildings 
within forty fi'ct of the site, 

(/y) the position and dimensions of ])roj)OHed 
kitchens, staircases, uiinals, drains, cess¬ 
pools, stables, cattlo-sheils, cow-lioiisos 
wells and other ap[>urtoiiances of the build- 
iJig, 

(/<) the free passage or way iu front of the 
building, 

(f) the space to be left about tlie building to 

semire a free circulalion of air, admission of 
light, and access for scavenging purjioses, 

(/) the width of the street (if any) in front, and of 
^ the street (if any) at the rear of the building, 

and 

(fc) such other particulars as may be required by 
the Oommiasiouers. 

46. Every ajiiilication to constriu^t or re-construct 
a building shall also be accom|tani(Ml by a plan in 
dupliiaite of the ju-oposed building showing both 
elevations and sections properly coloured and neatly 
and accurately drawn to a scale of not less than one- 
eighth of an inch to a foot. 

47. Every sucli jdan shall show— 

(a) the depth and width of the foundations of the 
building, 

(h) the level of the lowest floor of the building,

(c) the level of all courtyards and open spaces iu 
the building or promises and the plinth 
level of buildings with reference to the 
level of the ceiitu' of the nearest street. 

48. Every such afiplication ahall further be 
accompanied by a specification giving the following

(c) the majiner, if any, in whicli it is proposed to 

pave tiio courtyard and open spaces in tiie 
huiiding or premises and the Hio])e to wiiicii 
the surface is to bo made in eacii case ; 

(d) the means of access tliat will he available to 

scavengers for the cleansing of privies ; 

(e) tlie jmrpose for which it is intended to use tlie 

huiiding ; 

(/■) the means of ingress and egress, if the huililiiig 
is intended to be used as a dwelling-lioiise 
for two or more families or as a jilace for 
carrying on any trade or busini'SH in which 
more than twenty people may he employed 
or as a jilace of iiulilic resort; and 

(g) siicli otlier particnlars as may he required by 
the Commissioners.

49. Tlie plans sliail he signed by tiie applicant. 

50. All inf( irmation and documents wliiidi it may 
he, found necessary to require, and all ohjeertions 
wiiieh it may lie found necessary to make, before, 
deciding wliether a site sliould he approved for a 
building, or whether permission to construct or 
re-conHlrnet a building should he given, shall Iks 
required and made in one re(|uisition and thelippliisant 
sirall be apprised thereof at the earliest possible dale. 

51. Within fifteen working ilays from the, dale, (»f 
receipt of an application uiuler section .HU3, the Chair* 
man may require the apiilicant— 

(ti) to fnrnisli him with any information on

53. If any reijnisition made under rules51 and 52 
is not complied with within three months, tlie appli¬ 
cation under section 303 shall he refused. 

54. When the Chairman has approved any site- 
plan or given permission to execute any work, he 
shall sign such site-plan of the work, as the case may 
be.

69. If any requisition made under rule 67 or rule

Part I.—Revetments, Retalning-walis 
and Toe-walls.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

INTRODUCTORY. 

Tlio Boiigal Municipal Act (III of ISK4) haa been in force for nearly 
40 years, and tlioiifib still wide* enonf,di in its scope to meet the needs of 
many towns in Bengal, the Act naturally fails to reflect or provide for 
si^veral new duv(;[o|)ments in mnnicipal administration which merit the 
attention of even pcstty mnnicipalitic^s. It is true that tlnn’o is a wide f^iilf 
between the needs and still more the rosonrees of small communities, such 
as Kajpur, Taki or Baduria and of urban areas such as Howrah, Darjeeling 
or Dacca and the (dalau’ate provisions, which the latter require, may appear* 
incongruous witli the realities of many semi-rural municipalities. The 
Decentralization Oommission indeed jn-oposed that “a number of petty 
nninicipalities which will not be lit to exercis(( the large powers ” suggested 
for municipalities in general might lie pla(;ed under local committees styled- 
town pauchayets (as distinguished from village bfiards or unions) and be 
administerial as eud)ryonic municipalities, subject to sucli ])ortions of the 
provincial Municipal Acts as the Local (Jovernment may, in oacli case, .see 
lit to extend to them”. 

There is, however, in Beng.d a wides|)read reluctance to snrrond(>r the 
form of mnnicipal government wlierc it already exists, and after careful 
consideration (iovernunnit are f»f opinion that no harm is likely to ensue— 
whether l)y al)u.se tjf i)oW('rs or tliroiigh inability to adapt to semi-rnral 
conditions a too elaborate machinery—if a inoile.rn Mnnicipal Act is jilaced 
in ojieratiou in all areas whicli at present enjoy a municipal constitution. 

The gi’adnal elaboration of the Village >Self-(rovernment Act will enable 
it to meet the Jieeds of growing non-municipal villages for some yeaI’s to 
come, while the present Bill restricts the operation of certain |irovisions to 
more advanced luunicipalities notified in this behalf and enables (clans(‘ I'J) 
the U)cal Government to except a municipality or a part of it from the 
operation of any other provisions which ajipear unsnit(*d to the circumstances 
of .such municipality. 

The .soniovvhat inconvenient arrangement of the pre.sent Act, whereby 
the i»rovisions regarding the constitution, procedure and various simple 
measures of sanibition and improvement apply to all innnici|)alilies, while 
other parts containing important administrative provisions ajqily when 
expressly extendcal, had its basis in the exi.steiice of the four diverse types 
or rather grades of niunicijialitii's which in I.S7(J were first brought within 
the scope of a single Act. 

Under the present Bill, the main body of the municipal law will ;iulo- 
matically apply propria vitiorr. to all inunicijialitics, and it is merely the 
elaborate provisions regarding streets and buildings which reijiiire to l>o 
expressly extended. This method of triiatment cnabh s tln^ draftsmau to deal 
in one chapter with each important phase of municipal administration. By 
the insertion of a sjiecial chapter Containing tho.sc provisions which the 
special conditions of hill inunic.i|)alitioH render neces.sary, it is po.ssible to 
rejieal the Darjeeling Act (J of IDOO) and to avoid the inconvenient inter¬ 
leaving of provisions peculiar lo Darjeeling with other clau.ses of the Bill. 


The case for amendment. 

Tl le Local Government in ISO.'i addressed the Government of India on 
the subject of the amendment of Act III of ISSl. 'I'iieir projiosals for the 
most i)art aimed at removing legal diflhmlties and ambiguities and perfecting 
the working of existing provisions by the addition of now clauses which 
experience liad shown to be nece.ssary. Other propo.sals were dosigne<l to 
improve the constitution of appellate committees, to delegate to Divisional 
Commissioners certain powers now vested in the Local Government, to 
empower riverside municipalities to regulate the traflic of bouts within 
municipal limits, to authorize the levy of a tax on dogs and rickshaws, to 
legalize an increase in the rate on holdings for the purpose of guaranteeing 
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iiitorest on capital oxpendetl on the construction of light railways or 
tramways, to justify the expenditure of municipal funds on the construction 
and maintenance of hostels and finally to introduce a trades and profes¬ 
sions tax. 

It will bo seen that these xiroposals for the most part do not raise i.ssues 
of the first importance. They received the general approval of tlie Govern¬ 
ment of India, wliicli, however, referred to the defective character of the 
Jlengiil Munieipal Act, and suggested that it was i)referabie “to re-enact the 
Aet as a wliole on more modern linos”. The Legislative Department 
(iiongalj strongly supported this suggestion, pointing out that the Act was 
loosely drawn, that it had been extensively ainejulcd by Aebs IV of 1894 and 
II of I(S9G, slightly amended by Act III of 1886 and Act V of 1897, and 
partially repealed in six other Acts. It was urged that a coiisolidatim; Bill 
instead of an amending Bill should be prepared. This contention has much 
greater weight in juesent times. 

Two forces have been at work. In the first place, the range of munici¬ 
pal activities in all parts of the world has vastly expanded ; secondly, and 
as a corollary, the more precise devolution of functions and powers from the 
SUito to local bodies has become essential. 

In Ijidia, Government, in accordance with the changing timc.s, have 
already increased tlie indejiendence of local bodies by the abolition of oflicial 
Chairmen, by giving miinicii)alities a free hand in respect of their budgets 
and generally by the relaxation of internal control. But it is only by 
lii)erally su])plenienting the present law that tlie new conception of muniei- 
])al administration—the imin-ovement of insanitary buildings and areas, tlie 
prevention of epiilemic disease, the control of the sale of food-stulfs, the 
im|troved registration of vital statistics, child-welfare, etc.,—can find a ])laec 
ill the municipal administration of mufassal Bengal. 


Main features of the Bill. 

(a) Constitution of munlolpalltloSi franohlso, eto. 

Schedules I and II of the jiresent Act, jiroviding for the appointing by 
(lovio'iunoiit of all the (’ommissionors and of the. Chairman, are abolished 
and the pro[a>rbiou of ideeted Commissioners—two-thirds of the wdiole body 
of Comiuissioiu-rs in the okl Act—is iiici’cased in the case of the average 
municipality to three-fourths, while in certain advanced niiiniciiialities, 
named in a .schedule of the Bill, the elected proportion is raised to four- 
lil'ths. 

In view of the administrative difficulties which frecjnently arise in the 
formation of a, new municipality, Goveriimeut retain power in such ca.ses to 
nominate all the Comniis'sioners for a period not exceeding one yiiar. 

To safeguard the rights of minorities under this wide extension of the 
elective system, Goviumment take power to alter the number of Coinmis- 
sionors to provitle sjiecially by rule for the represinitation of minorities, 
esjiecially Muhammadans, and in the case of industrial areas to increase the 
number of nominated Oommissioners or to provide for the proper represent¬ 
ation of the industry and of ot her inhabitants not directly connected with 
the industry by .special electoral constituencies in each case. 

Bower has bemi taken to widen the franchise by enabling the Local 
(lovermiK'iit at any time to fix and modify the minimum amount of rates 
and taxei., the payiniiM of which will qualify for a vote. 

Members of joint families who hold in severalty jiropcrty on which they 
pay rates or taxes in their own name will enjoy a per.sonal vote in addition 
to the vote which they share jointly with other members of the family and 
exercise through a selected representative. 

Brovisioii has been made against the commission of corruijt practices or 
the using of undue influence, and a special procedure is prescribed for tlie 
prompt disposal of election disputes. 

The jirovisions regulating the election of a Chairman, the tenure of his 
office an ' that of the Vico-Chairraan and ComniLssioners are more iirochso 
and detailed than those of the present Act, with the object of preventing 
such irregularities as now occur. 
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Commissioners before assuming oflQce are required to make an oatli or 
alUrmation of allcgianbe to the Crown ; tlie oath will not bar any i)erson from 
attempting by constitutional means to obtain changes in the establisheil 
order. 

Statutory recognition is given to the formation of standing cominittces. 
With an extension of tlie coinmittoe s^’stem on those linos, it has Imoii 
considered unnocossary to retain any provision for ward committees wliich 
moreover have not iiitlu'rto been formed in many municipalities. 


(A) Control by Qovernment. 

{Chapter XAVII). —13y increa.sing the elective element in municipal 
boards, (lovernnient havc^ abandoncil its old system of‘‘internal control 
The poi)ular voice is therol)y given greater freedom in the direction of ladicy 
and the d(h,ails of aduiinistratioii. At the same time, a very large exten¬ 
sion of ])owers ovc'r thci in-operty and i)eisoiial rights of the rate-jjayers is 
given to the ])opular ri'presentatives. Tlie function of the Htate is to secure 
the projicr I'xereisi of diseretion liy the Coiumissioiuo's without undue 
interferenci; with thc> principle of local autonomy, and this can only be 
eU'ccted by vesting (Jovmiiiiieiit with adeipiaie iiowers of “external control ”. 


Section til of tin' pri'seiii Act provides, in the event of sjieeilic default on 
the part of the Coininissioners, for (jo\ ernmeiit ajipoiiiting tlie Magistrate to 
perform at the cost of the municipal funil that duty in which tlefault has 
been made. 

Where there is jH'rsistent default, (iovernmenl may under .section (!.■) 
of the present Act take the extreme step of super-seiling the Coininissioners. 


These piKvers are retaiinal in the Bill (clauses and a.'!7). 


K.n perienci 

has, howevi-r, shown that it is rather in resjiect of tin 
particular dejiartment than of geiK'ral administration that the intervention 
of Government is reiiuired and power is thend'ore taken uinh’r cdiuse .a.dl lo 
jilace such a department temporarily under Government control instead of 
having re.sort to the ilrustic measure of .sujierse.ssion. 


ft has again been found that serious defects from time to time occur in 
the management and maintenance of the three primary .serviia's of an urban 
community, viz., drainage or sewerage works, lighting and watei-works. .\t 
present Government can only intervene with the bludgeon of supersession, 
and it has been considenal desirable to take powers (clause 'I'i'.l) to bring 
ini])ortant works of this hind uudc'r Government control, when the 
Commi.s.sit)nerH—after thi* fullest eiuiuiry—have been adjudged negligent or 
inelHcient in thi.s part of their duties. 

Again clause .ISO pro.vides a new and alternative method of intervemtion, 
by emiiowering the fjocal Goveriinient where (h'lault, mismaii.igement or 
abuse, of jaiwer is jiroved, to dissolve the municpal board instead of .supersed¬ 
ing or suspending its constitution. 

The electors are thereby given the opportunity of pronouncing judg¬ 
ment on the outgoing Ooinniissioners ; if tlaur verdict is unfavourable, a new 
board will come into power to rectify the errors of its iiredeces.sors; if, on the 
other hand, tlie electors desire to dissociate tlieniselves from the action of 
Government, they may by re-oloctioa pass a vote of conlideuco in the board, 
which has been dissolved. 


(o) Munlolpal flnanoe and taxation. 

As already pointed out, the scope or range of municipal action has in 
recent years been widened and clause 9(5 enumerates several objects on 
which the municipal funds may bo expondeil ami is rendered elastic by a 
provision enabling the Commissioners, with the sanction of Government, to 
add to such objects or purposes from time to time. 
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It is fii-st proposed to abolish the existing tax on persons. That tax 
is (lillicult to assess, and gives rise to widespread complaints ot unfair 
incideneo. The rate on holdings is a far more scientific and satisfactory 
form of taxation, and it is desirable that it should be adopted throughout. 


The allocation of separate funds (water or ligliting funds, etc.) to the 
sj)ocifie purposes for which they are raised, is maintained, but it is not always 
l)racticable t(j make or keep thoso funds self-supporting or exactly equal to 
the expenditure they are required to jneet. 

Jn practice, the special funds are frequently supplemented from the 
general fund. The Bill (clause 11(5) permits the levy of a consolidated rate 
and also (clause 100) permits the diversion of a surplus accruing in any fund 
to another special fund. 

The cost of capital works and their maintenance is greatly in advance of 
pre-war charges and, if municipalities ar(! to be improved or even to main¬ 
tain their existing standards, increased revenue is necessary. 

Thii percentages at which the Commissioners may levy holding, water, 
lighting and conservancy rates have accordingly been raised, while a now 
tax on trades, professions and callings—on a scale to bo lixed by the Commi.s- 
sioners and aj)prov(Hl by (lovernment—and a tax on vessels, moored at muni- 
ciiial (jluits, have been proposed. 

TJie tax on dogs is proposed with a view to check rabies rather than to 
raise revenue. 


Bower is taken also to imprtse at any timtiany other taxation, which the 
Commissioners may consider reasonable and which the Local■Covernment 
and ,vhcre mmossary, the Giivernor-Ceneral in Council may approve. 

In clause 113, power is taken to im])oH 0 a water-rate whore a supply 
is l)as(al, t‘.g„ on sub-artesian wells with a somewhat restricted distribu- 
tioji .system, or a lighting-rate, where, e.//., oil-lamps are j)rovided. 

The latrine, conservancy anil drainage .services are to be maintained by 
means of the “ conservancy-rate ” in place of the sliding scale of latrine foes 
now in force. 


The provi.so to clause IIH under which the holding-rate on that portion 
of a valuation, wliich is in e.xco.ss of one lakh is to be levied as at i)resent at 
one-fourth of the ordinary i)cr(!entage, may cease to oj)erate in advanced 
municipalities, if the Local Covernment so direct. 

The j)rovi.si(nis regarding a.s.seHsment arc in .some resj)ects elaborated 
and, it is hoped, are givmi a more orderly and logical arrangement. 


For convenience of assessment and collection it is provided in clause 120 
that the owners of holdings sh.ali be liable in the first instance for the i)ay- 
ment of the genera! rate and the three special rates (water, lighting and 
comservaney). In the case of tlie siiecial rates, however, they shall recover 
three-quarters of the amounts levied from the occupiers {vide clause 1.54). 
Even in respect of those rates it is equitable that the owner should ;,ay a 
share owing t,o the interest which he must have in the maifttenance of the 
mujnci])al service". 

A further importan'u innovation is the proposal (clause 133) to create a 
panel of municipal assos.sors. Ke-assossmcnt is undoubtedly at jire.sent a 
weak point in some municipalities, and in providing for the creation of a 
body of independent and impartial assessors. Government are merely adopt¬ 
ing a system which has always been in force in the democratic munici¬ 
palities of Great Britain. 

With the object again of securing an equitable and, satisfactory asses-s- 
ment, it is proposed (clause 137) to place appeals against the assessment before 
a committee consisting of the Chairman, a municipal Commissioner appoint¬ 
ed by his colleagues and a person nominated by tlio Local Government. 

The latter can always bo outvoted, but if he is well-selected, his views 
siiould be of value. 

Power is taken to tax motor-vehicles. 
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(if) Conservanoy, drainage and watep-supply. 

The Comminsioiiors iire given wide powers to enforce the provision for 
iniprovcinent of house-ili'uins, cess-pools, ])rivios and other such ai)pnrten- 
ances and to secure tlie i)n)por drainage of premises, 

Tliey are empowered to insist on the owners of private watcr-suitplies 
cleansing or silt-clearing a tank or well; they may themselves disinfect such 
supplies and in accordance with rules framed by Government may |)rovide 
for the regular analysis of water from any inunici|)al or private Hnpi)ly, aud 
they are required on the requisition of two qualilied medical i)ructitie'!ers 
or of ten rale-payers (subject to certain .safeguards against frivolous t)r 
vexations applications) to have the water of any sui)ply tested by the 
Public Analyst. 

Power is taken also to |)rohibit wet cultivation where it is likely to be 
injurious to health or to contaminate a water-suj)ply, and the Commissiojiers 
may take steps to .secure the eradication of thes water-hyacinth or any other 
noxious plant notilied in this l)ohalf. 

Iin[)ortant provisions (clan.se .S49, et seq.) are also introduced for dealing 
witli insanitary buildings aud ov( rcrowding. 

(0) Watef-suppiy, lighting and drainage systems. 

A statutory obligation is laiil (ui the Commi.ssionors (.elauso 2 (k)) lo 
provide a 8ulli(uent watcr-suj)ply, a sullicient di’ainagi' ajid conservancy 
.system and proper lighting. 

Apart from their more general powers of intervention in I he ca.se of 
default, the Local Government, after giving the Commissioners the fullest 
hearing, are emj)owered to enforce the provision of the.se primary needs (chiu.se 
2(!S) and for this purpose to direct that any rate or rates an the ri/.ed under 
the Act shall be levied'or increased but not so as to e.xceed any nuixitnuni 
prc.scribed in that beindf. Important provisions are id.so introiluccnl n'gniat- 
ing in some detail the regulations of the Conunissiouers, vis-a-vis the indivi¬ 
dual, as regards— 

{i) the laying of pi|)es, etc., through private juvniises ; 

(ii) connecting such prmuises with ninnici|)!d si'wers or mains ; 

(fit) the metering of ])remises; 

(in) the free or excess snj)j)ly of water; and 

(V) |)owcr to cut oil' the supply of Wider. 

(f) Streets, buildings and bustooa. 

The elidiorate provisions, which are. reejuired to .secure the jn-oper 
ileveloiiinent of ii town by means of wide and well-plajuied streets, woidd be 
inappropriate for many existing inunicipidities, and the provisions of the 
greater portion of Clnipter VI will apply only to those! towns to which they 
are expressly extended. This chapter gives the Commissioners wide powers 
in respect of town-j)lanuing aud adopts the well-tried Ciilcutta princii)le 
of recoupment by means of the acquisition iind re-sale, after development, 
of surplus lands. 

The liberty of the individuid to develop his property by moans of 
narrow inadequate lanes is brought under control. 

The more drastic provisions of Chapter IX (BnildiJigs) and the building 
rules, which as ScIkhIuIo VI ferm a part of the Bill, apply to those 
mujiicipidities to which they are expressly extended. 

The rules, based on those of Madras mufassal municipalities, are by no 
means too severe or rigorous for important towns, while for other muni¬ 
cipalities rules of a more simple type can be framed under clauses 314 
and 315. 

The improvement of Insanitary bustees has hitherto—partly owing 
to defects in the present law—received little attention in mufassal towns. 

Sections 24.5, et seq., of the Bengal Municipal Act are hardly loss wide in 
their general import than the corresponding provisions of the Calcutta 
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Municipal Act, but if these provisions are to become efifective, it is necessary 
to lay down in much greater detail the procedure which is to be adopted. 

The Calcutta Municipal Act, 192.3, has therefore been freely drawn on 
with the object of making more explicit and i)rociso the steps which should 
be taken for the improvemeut of insanitary buslees. 


(g) ReBtpaInt of Infeotlon, ohlld-weifape and aohool hygiene. 

The compulsory notification of certain Hijccified infectious diseases 
{vide the dclinition of “ dangerous disease ”) is }iroj)o.sod. Tlie Commissioners 
are made responsible for the disinfection of infected buil-lings, conveyances, 
clothing, bedding and other articles, while isn-sons snlfering from certain 
diseases to bo notified in tliis behalf are forbidden to deal in food-staffs 
or wash clothes for tiie public. It may bo assumed tliat leprosy would in the 
first instance be so notified. 

The Commissioners are given power—subject to an appeal to the Magis¬ 
trate or Commissioner—to direct tliat a school sliall be closed or any scholars 
temporarily excluded therefrom, with a view to preventing the spread 
C)f disease. 

It is proposed to give a similar power in respect of markets. 

The Ooinmissioners are expr(!ssly given pow(;r to provide midwiveg and 
to employ liealth visitors for the promotion of child-welfare, wliile the 
iin])ortaiice of tlio sanitary inspection of scliools and of school hygiene 
g(“.neral!y is definitely recognized. 


(it) Mapkote and siaughtep-housos, sale of food and dpugs and 

milk-supply. 

'I’he present Act ])rovidos inaderpiately for the regnlatum of private 
markets, and it is tliorefore ])ropo.se(J tliat the Oommissioiiers should be given 
wider powers to enforce the iiuprovemenl of siicli markets in respect of such 
matters as paving, drainage, passages and sanitary convcnience.s. 

Provisions are introduced in the Pill for securing the u.se of standai-d 
weiglits and measures iu muiiieipalities to which such provisious have lieen 
expro.ssly extended. 

The liettor regulation of food-stiifTs is ch'siralilo and power is taken 
for licensing certain trades, sneli as tlioso of a sweetmeat vendor, baker, 
dairyman, etc. 

Tlic provisions for the iiisi)eeti(m and seizure of uuwhoiesome food,s and 
drugs are amplified. 

A safeguard isprovided by reriuiring a Magistrate’s order for the destruc¬ 
tion of such articles. 

Many municipalities are anxious to take measures for the improvemein, 
of the milk-supply. At tlio same time, few mimicipalilies are at jirescnt in a 
position to onforce adequate cojitrol, and it has therefore been decided 
that insteaci of enacting ehiliorate substantive provisions on this behalf tlio 
Coinmissionets shouid be (^iven wide powers to frame by-laws for the regis¬ 
tration of dairymen and dairies, for tlie inspection and regulation of dairies 
and generally for securing and maintaining the purify of tlie milk-supply 
(clause 417). 


(I) ReRletratlon of births and deaths. 

The registration of vital statistics, which ('ualilcs tlie public health 
expert to lay his finger on the weak spots of municipal administration, has 
hitherto not received suflieiont attention. Il i.s jiroposcd to make the local 
registrar of births and deaths to somi', extent Indejiendenl of the Commis¬ 
sioners by safeguarding him from ])unishment by th« Ooinmissioners except 
with tilt' consent of tlie Local fJovenimcnt iind also to empower him to 
institute proceedings against defaulters. Tlie Ooinmissioners will, however, 
be responsible for his salary. 
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(/) Nulsanoes (olause 432). 

It lias boen coiisiclorocl necessary to stato in great detail what is to be 
deemed a “nuisance”. The inspection and abatement of nuisances is the 
key-stone of a sound and elUcient public health department and for the 
education of public opinion, the guidance of the Commissioners and as a 
clear direction to the courts, it appears desirable to adoiit the custom of 
English draftsmen by incorporating in the Bill an exhaustive or at least a 
comprehensive description of “ nuisance ”, and by providing a moia; detailed 
form of procedure for the remedy of the same. 

(Ir) Eduoatlon. 

The constitution of an Education Committee is made statutory. It 
could bo appointed as one. of the standing committees, but the subject is of 
sullicicnt imjiortanco to demaiul iiruminence in a comprehensive statute of 
this kind. 

Wliere no education ce.ss is levied under Act JV of 1919, the Local 
Government is empow'red (clause' 111) by general or special onbu’ to 
jinmo'ibe a percentage ()l tli(! municipal inemne ii'xclu.sive however of the 
three chief special rates) to be applied to the promotion of prim.iry educa¬ 
tion in any municipality. 


General Remarks. 

Every change of imjiortance which it is [iroposed to imikci in the 
(ixisting law is explained in detail in the subjoined Notes on Chuises. since 
it is desired in a measure of this imignitude to give tluf Council tin', fullest 
po.ssible assistance in its consideration. A t:d)le Inis also biu'ii prepared and 
annexed to ihe Bill showing which iirovisions of the. existing Act are 
omitted from the Bill, and indie,ating where those provisions of the presi'iil 
Act, which hiive been retidned, iire rejiroduced in the Bill. 

Jt Ciin hiirdly be denied tlnit the division of lln^ Bill into chaiiters 
dciding with distinct subjects will prove more conv('nient tlnin tlni arrange¬ 
ment of the present Act, and it is believ(u| that the insertion in each chaptco’ 
of clauses empowering the Local Government or the Commissioners in 
meeting to make ruh-is or by-laws will enai)l('the Commissioners readily to 
realize the exact e.xtent to which the Bill, iis occiisi.in deiminds, can be 
suiiplemented and amplified by the sub-legislation of rule and by-law. 

It may bo urged that Iniving regard to the limited re.sources of many 
municijialities, the Bill is overloii(lod iind unduly elidjonited. 

It doids, however, with no jihase of municnpal activity which is not 
already a commonphice of imitdciiial.administration in Kngland, and, where 
any clmpter is at presemt beyond the .scope of a particular town, it still, 
though it nmy remain for some years a dead letko', possesses educative value 
and marks a goal, at which the body corporate, at a later stage, may'e.-isily 
a.spire. 
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NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

Chapter I. 

Clause 2 1ms been revised in view of the provisions of the ]ieu;^al 
Generiil Clauses Act. 

Clause 3. —The definitions have been generally revised on tlie lines of the 
Calcutta Municiiml Act, 1923, where applicable to mufassil conditions, and 
new definitions have been inserted whore necessary. TJie definitions 
ajjpUcablo to hill districts have been removed to Chapter XXIII so .as to 
make the general portion of the Bill self-contained. Points in regard to 
the definitions are as follows :— 

(i) “ The Board of Public Health ” for Bengal is substituted in clause 444 
for the old Sanitary Board as the advisory body in matter.^ of municii)al 
administration affecting tbe public health. 

(.3) “ Building.” A definition of the term “ building ” h.as been inserted, 
jis the absence of a suitable definition hiis given rise to nincli difliculty in the 
])art in interiireting the law. The definition is basi-d on s(Jction 3(.9) of the 
Cilv of Bombay Municiiml Act, 18H8, and section 3(7') of the Calcutta Muiiici- 
pafAct, 1923. 

(4) “Building-line.” This definition has been inserted for the purposes 
of Chapter VI of the Bill. The wording of section 20(5 of the existing Act is 
defective and not in any way precise. 

( 6 ) The definition of “carriage” luis been made, clearer, the words 
“ ordinarily drawn by animals” in the existing definition having given ri.se 
to complications. 

(9) “Conservancy.” It is desirable for the purpo.ses of the conservancy 
rate to bring together under cuie term the various services in connection with 
latrines, scavenging and se.w'ago. 

ilG) & (IS) “Framed building.” The term .apjdios to buildings in hill 
municipalities. With the existing definilion, most huts might ix^ regiirded 
as “framed buildings” to wJjich the jirovisions for the improveiiKmf of 
huslres could not be applicni. An attempt is nnule to remove this dillicully 
by the new definition. 

(22) “ Holding.” The reference to the tax on pt'rsons contained in the 
definition, as set forth in tlui existing Act, has been omitted, as it is not 
l)ropo.scd to continue the tax on persojis. 

(25) The definition of “ hot” has been made more general owing to the 
varying conditions prevailing in mnfa,s.sal municipalities. 

(26) “ lulmbitant ”. A definition of “inhabitant” has been inserted 
esj)ecially for the purposes of the clauses relating to public health. 

(2.9) “ Living thing.” A definition of “living thing” has been inserted 
for conci30ne.sH. The English Acts which relate to food and marktus e,<mt:dn 
a succession of-reho-ences to tininials, fish, game, poultry, etc., which a<!d 
materially to tin' length of the Statute Book. 

(30) “ Lodging-house ”. A definition has been inserted in order to ensure 
the better regulation of lodgMiig-homses for the poorer cla.sse.s. Clause'. 41o 
m:iy be compared in this ia)unection. 

The definition is made more restricted than in the ctise of the Puri 
Lodging-houses Act. 

(3S) “Occupier.” The Calcutta definition is adopted. 

(38) “Owner.” The definition contained in the Calcutta Municipal Act, 
1923, is adopted in preference to flie definitit)n contained in scvdion (l,(//) of the 
existing Act. The position and liability f)f truslee.s are provided for in the 
body of the Act (vide clau.se oil). Pi-twision is made for the inclusion in tho 
term of persons who have rent-free tenants. 

(40) “Premi.ses.” A wide definition is desirable, specially for the pur¬ 
poses of the clauses relating to jaiblic health. 

(43) “Private street.” As thi.s Bill deals with municipalities, it has 
been considered advi,sable to oliminate the word “road” w’liich occurs 
together with tho word “stivet” in the present Act. The woi-d “ road ” is 
now used in the present Bill only in connection with bill municipalities. 
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(50) “Street alignment.” The definition contained in the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 192.'i, is inserted for the purposes of Chapter VI. The present 
Act is entirely defective in its provisions relating to projected public streets. 

(54) “ Water for domestic purposes.” The provisions of the existing 
section 288 are incorporated in the definition and amplified in view of 
municipal progress. 

(55) “Water-works.” A comprehensive definition of “water-works’ 
has been introduced on the lines of the United Provinces Act owing to the 
more detailed provisions of the present Act in relation to water-supply. 

Clause 4 in‘dn interpretation clause based partly on the United Prov¬ 
inces Act, and framed with a view to securing all reasonable latitude to the 
Commissioners in making requisitioJis iji the exercise of their powers under 
this Act. 

Clause 5 has been inserted to prevent unnecessary litigation. 

Chapter II. 

Clause 6 .—A special power luis been taken to include railway aresas 
within municipal areas, a safeguard to railway administrations being pro¬ 
vided in clause 17 so as to .a'cure their proper representation on the muni¬ 
cipality and to enable the Local (lovernmec.t whim necessary, of their own 
motion to alter the number of Commissioners of a uiuniei])ality. 

Clauses 10 and 11 have been inserted to fill a gap in the (existing law, 
the point having been raised as to whether new notiliciitions, rules and 
by-laws are necessary wh(Mi changes are made in the niunicij)al area. 

Chapter III. 

Clauses 14 lo 17 .—The principles underlying these clauses are explaiiuid 
in the Statement of Objects and Keasojis. 

Clauses IS and /S.-rTheso clauses embody in the law certain basic 
principles ns to the preparation of the electoral roll. 

Clause 20 .—The provisions of this clause relating to disqualillcalion are 
sul)stantially based on thos('. cojitained in the Calcutta Munlcl])al Act, 1923, 
T1 u 5 existing Act only provides for removal after election or appointment, 
which means a fresh election and more expense. 

Clause 21 .—The i)rlncli)lea underlying this clause, are dealt with in tin*. 
Statement of Objects and Ttea.sons. 

Clauses 22 to 41 set forth in much greater detail than was formerly the 
case the procedure in regard to the ehictions of n)unicij)al Commissioners. 
'J'liese matters were formerly kdt to rules under .section 1.^). 'I'he new 
clauses relating to election ollences, ajid in particular the c^au.ses relating 
to corrupt practice's, are based in the main on the Madras Act. Urovision 
has been made in clause 24 for all elections t(, beheld by ballot, and the 
definition of corrupt practices in clause 28 has becui am])lified so as to cover 
cases of unfair prc.ssur& on electors, such as has occurred of late at certain 
elections. Cfa?t.sc.s 55/o 40 deal with the decision of election disputes and 
follow in the main the provisions at present in force in Bombay. 

Clause 40 has been inserted to minimise the pre-.sent somewhat frequent 
inte.rference by the courts with the working of municipalities by means of 
temporary injunctions obtained by disap])oiut(>d candidates. 

Clause 41 confers a wide rule-making power in regard to the details of 
elections. This power is not however so wuh^ as at pre.sent, the most salient 
lirovisions iji regard to the electoral roll and votijjg by ballot having been 
embodied in the text of the Bill. 

Clause 42 .—The provisions as to the election of the Chairman contained 
in sections 23 and .59 of the existing Act have been gathered together, the 
new draft having been taken partly from the Bihar and Orissa Act. This 
draft has however been amplified so as to avoid a lacuna between the 
election of a Chairman and the approval of the appointment by the Govern¬ 
ment. All the provisions contained in this and the subsequent clauses as to 
the election or appointment of Chairman are modified to meet the new 
constitution provided in the Bill. 

Clause 46 provides for the decision by the Local Government of disputes 
relating to the elections of Chairman and Vice-Chairman, which disputes at 
present cause dislocatioji of work when under reference to the law courts. 
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Clause 48 .—The general powers of the Chairraan to act on behalf of the 
Oommissioners have been more specifically deBiied, so as to cover cases under 
other Acts wliere powers, allied to those conferred by this Act, are vested in 
the local authority, t.e., the Commissioners. 

Clause 49.—The princii)leH of delegation of powers by the Chairman to 
the Vice-Chairman ani applicul also to the delegation of powers by the 
Chairman to certain expert oilicora of the municipality, a general control at 
the same time being maintained. 

Clause 60.—The duties of the Vice-Chairman have been defined on the 
lines of the United Provinces Act. 

Clatise 51 while dealing with the leave of the (ihairman and Vice- 
Chairman enables the Lo(;ul (lovernmeiit to declare th*' office of either the 
Chairman or Vice-Chairman vacant in the event of evc.rstayal of !(i!i\{e. The 
existing Act is silent on this point. 

52 combines provisions contained in existing sections 14, 21, 24, 
2.5 and 20, and brings together the law as to tenure of office. 

Clause 53 .—It is propo.st!tl that the Commissioners shall make an oath or 
affirmation of allegiance to the King-Umpen-or . The proposed form of oath 
or alfirination is partly based on the form of oath or allirmation made by 
the M(!ml)era of the local Legislatun^. Attention is invited to the explana¬ 
tion appended to this danse. 

Clause 54 \s based on section 27 of tlte existing Act. An omission is 
supplied by a detailed provision as to the treatment of vacancies caii.sed by 
elections being declared void. 

Clause 55 has been inserksl to avoid a difficulty which has Iuumi 
experienee.l in I'ogard to the conduct of the first meeting after a geniiral 
election, and to avoid a hnnina that might otherwise oc(;ur if the Com- 
inissioners r(!(|uesl the Lock'll (fovc'rnmenl to appoint a Chairman. 

Clause 56 .—The pro(t(‘dure for the resignation of a Chairman contained 
in H(‘ction 27A has heim modified. An ehu^tcMl Chairman may resign under 
i.he Mill by Informing the (knnmissioners in writing. An appointed Chair¬ 
man must notify the ijo(^al (iovernment, which apjxunts him, instead of the 
Commissioner of Ihe Division as formerly. 

Clause 57 .—The jtower of r(mioval is taken away from the Commissioner 
of the Division and given to the liocal (jovc'rnnnmt. 

The wording of ehin.se (a) has been modified from that of the pre.sent 
clause (a) of section 20 (1) to fall in with accepted modern standards. 

Suh-rlau.se (2) (b) is comsequcmtial on clause ,53. 

Suh-cluu.'<e (2) (d) \s ins(!rted to |u’event Commissioners acting in their 
privak? (rai)acity against the muni(upality in the law court.s. 

This clause has Ixien gem^rally jiinplified, and has Ix'en made to cover 
part of the existing .section 57. 

C7ait.se 5.'> has Ixxm am|)lified to make the provisions of clause .5S more 

stife. 

Clauses 62 to 70 confer on the Commi.ssioners powers in reganl 
to the Hi)i)ointment of tlu'ir establishments considt'rably hirger than tho.s»' 
conferred by the present A(rt. 1’he control of the Divisiomd Commi.ssioner 
in r' giird to this matter is practically eliminated except in regard to the 
decision of the question as to whether an officer of the municipidity has 
l)ecome seriously indel)ted. At the same time the tenure of office of 
superior expert officers is made more .socur(» in the same manner as in the 
Madras Act. The Local Covtirumt'iit is given i>ower to insist, where 
neces.sary, on the appointment of an exj)eit officer for saidkir^' or other 
purposes even in the case c)f a small municipality. Power has been kiken to 
enable the innnicii)alit 3 ' to arrang<f for a ])rovident fund combined with 
a system of bonuses on the princiiilos which are in for<!e in certain railway 
administrations, this being a strong inducement to emplo^mes to continue 
in .service for a long period. 

In the case of Health Officers and Sanitary Inspectors, the Local (Tovorn- 
mont has been empowered to fix certain essential qualifications. 
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Clause 76, sub-clause (3), li;i.s l)ooii made a little more stringent in order 
to insure greater punctuality. 

Clause 77. —While ])rovi(ling for the in.speetion of the minutes of 
proceedings by the bix-payers, ii, has been providcul that a small fee for 
inspe(!tion may l)e levicul by the. Coininissioners in «)rder to avoid frivoloms 
ai>plications. 

Clause 80. —'I'lie llnib'd Provinces A(!t lias been followed in regard to 
the provisions for the setLhnnent pf disputes without reference to the law 
courts. 

Clauses 81 and 82. —Provision has been made in these claii.S(*s for the 
api>ointuient of special (!oimnittees, the. nienilsM's of whicth iumkI not be all 
Conunissiom^rs. IMiis is particularly dcisirable in regard to such in at tens as 
chi Id-wftlfare, school hygieiu!. etc;. 

Clause 8,3. —The rule-making powiM’ has been somewhat amplilieii to 
secure sotiiti latitude in regard to changes of proccalure which may be found 
to be neces.s.iry in the light of (experience. 

Clause 83. — Provision lias Ixaen made for the prcjiaration and jniblication 
of the annual iniinicijial reiiort. 

Chapter IV. 

Clauses 86 to 02 bring togelher the various provisions of the law in 
regard to municipal projierly. Tlie main (diang('s in the (existing law are in 
the direction of making it clear that the munici|»alily may lake* np land for 
purposes of recoupment, a neces.sary provision, in order to enable them to 
carry out any (annpnihensive improvement scheme. 

With refermice to the ownership of streets, sahignards have been 
provid(i(.l in cases of industrial (roneerns which maintain wati'i-works, etc;., 
which pass under inunicip.‘tl streets. 

Clause, 9.3. —The ])rovisions of clauses !).‘i to 100 bring togiMlu'r the law in 
regard to the municipal fnmi in tin* same manner as that in which lh<‘funds 
of the Oorporation are dealt with in the (Calcutta Municipal A(!t, l!i:2‘{. 

Clause 91. —As in the (iase of the (lalcntta Muni(nj»a.l Act, I92.‘5. power has 
been tak(^n to enable municipaliti(is to maintain current and deposit accounts 
with approved banks. 

Clause 98 provides for the usual first charg(\s on the municipal fund. 

CfaM-se .W .sets oiiL in detail the various objeads on whi<di a municipality 
may reasonably lu'. (iailect upon to s|)(md its money. (Ircatcr latitude 
has been given to the mnni(n]>ality than is at present the case under the 
existing law. New provisions include the following:— 

Item (inii) (the construction and maintenance of model dwelling- 
housesj, itehi (.r??i) ftfn> jircvention of the spread of epidemic 
diseases), item (xr) (the |»ayment of the ex|)e'ns(*s of indigent 
inhabitants who have to be .sent away for treatment for 
rabies, etc.), item (./vri) (the m.iintenance and inijirovement of 
munieijiar ;dairy-farms and provi-Sion of niilk-snpply), item 
(./■.rrii) (the jiropm' maintenance and jireparation of maps and 
plans), item (.rrriii) (i\H' |)rovision (jf relief in time of famine or 
scarcity or internal commotion), item (.r.xi,r) (th(( power to con¬ 
tribute to charitable .societiiis aiding in tlu! disposal of unclaimed 
dead bodies and the dead bodies of paupers) and item (.7;.'rg:ib (the 
power to eompen.satc an emjiloyee for lo.ss incurriMl in execution 
of l)is duty). 

Clause 97 materially enlarges the jiowers of the Comml.ssionors in 
regard to areas outside the mnnicipality for the jiurpose of lighting and 
water-Hup])ly schemes and other (Essential services, in connection with which 
it is necessary to carry on work in Llie non-munici])al area A provision is 
also made for municijial sidiolarsliips to deserving riisidents of the muni- 
cijiality. 

Clause 98 enables the Oommissioners to take over any iustitutiou the 
affairs <tf which may most .suitably be conducted by them. 
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Clatise 99 .—Except in the case of a salaried Chairman or Vice-Chairman, 
the Commissioners ordinarilj^ sliull not receive salaries. If they do so, they 
will he dealt with under the first item in the table in clause 485. 

Clause 100 sots out tlie restrictions which sliould. be imposed on the 
cxpeiidiiuro of monies collected for the jmrposes of the essentiul services of 
the municipality. It enables the municipalities, subject to any objection 
by the rate-payors, to amalgamate, with the sanction of the Lo(!al (lovernment, 
the funds required for the thnui cliief services, viz., Ilf'htinj', water-supply 
and conservancy, and it safe<,Miards the inbn-ests of the rate-payers af^ainst 
any expenditure of such monies on objects other than these tliree essential 
services. 

Clauses lOl to lOO materially enhirge tin; powers of the Coinmi.ssioJiers 
in regard to tlje budget estiinales. The limit, of expenditure on a particular 
scheme, which thci Commissioners may incur without the previous sanction 
of the Local (fov(nMinient, has also been I'aised from Its. 5,000 to Ks. 10,000. 
The power cjf moditication of the l)udget renders it unnecessary to have a 
stq)arato procedure as to transfer from one hand to another. 

Clause 109 provides for proper audit of tlie municipal fund, the 
ap]>ointment of auditors and the payment of the. cost of audit. It is proposed 
that municipalities shall ]>ny the whole or part of this, as they would have 
lo [)ay a chartered accountant if they were a private comun ii. 

Clause 111 ).—As it is i>roposed tliat municipalities should have a much 
greater freedom than formerly in regard to tlieir expenditure and their 
balances, it is necessary to reserve to the Local Coviumineiit the power to 
prescribe the maintenance of an adispiati! closing balance. 


Chapter V. 

Clause 111. —n’l)e provisions in regard to municipal taxation are set 
forth in Chapter V. It is proj)os(‘d, as slated in the Statement of Objects and 
li(‘asons, to abolish the* tax on peusons and to have a more uniform system 
of taxtilion than al present obtains in munici[»alitics. The dog tax rtii'erred 
t(; in clause (g) of sub-clause (7), the tax on trades, professions and callings 
and the iui])ositiou of fees f(tr the grant of rn^enses are new. 

(Haase 112 .—The maximum rate on holdings has been raised as explained 
in the Statement of Cbje(U,s and Ib^isons. 

Clause //.?.— In addition to llic provisions contained in the existing Act, 
a provision has been made for tlie levy of a water-rat(? where wattu- is 
supplied l)y municipal water-carts or similar agency and a lighting-rate 
wluirc. oil and acchyline lamps aie employed. 'Phe maximum of the water- 
rate has bec'ii raised. 

Clause 114 .—'Phe old latrine-rate has been converted into a general 
(u>us(;rvancy-ral(!, it be.ing considiced desirable that all matters relating to 
conservancy-and sewage shall form part of a connected .system. 

The jirovisioiis of seertions 32.5 and 32() of the, t'.xistiug Act have been made 
more' detailed, so as to set forth the liabilities and ('xemptions of mill owners, 
etc., who ])rovid(> their own septic^ tanks or similar works. 

Clauses 110 aud 117 .— Fi'ovision is made in the.sc' clau.ses for the hwy of a 
consolidated rabi wh('.rc the Commissiomu's consider this lo be (h'.sirable. 

Clause 118 .— Provision is made in this and the succe«‘ding clauses for the 
entertainment of a more skilled agemry than is at present (‘.inployed in many 
iusbinces f(jr the assessment of tlui rate on holdings. It is prot) 0 .sed to 
maintain a panel of qnalitied municipal assessors from which nuiuiciiialities 
may sided compebmt otiicers whenevi'r the time comes for re-aB,se.ssment. 

The (,lau.se follows closely the provisions of the existing section 101, but 
the Local Covi'minent is empowtired to deidaro in (a-u-tain (xisijs that the 
provi.so to snlesection (2), which limits the rating of buildings which have 
cost more than a lakh of rupees, shall not apply. 

Clause 119 Confers power on the Commissioners to settle doubtful 
points in regard to assessments without reference to the law courts. 
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Clause 120. —An important modification is proposetl in regard to the 
sy.-item of rating. Uuder’tlie existing system the latrine tax falls mainly 
on tlie occupier. It is now projwsed to liavo a uniform system of rating under 
which the liability fur the lighting, water and conservancy-rates shall fall 
upon the owner in the first instance, he being entitled to make equitable 
recoveries from the oeenpier under the provisions of clause 1.54. The owner 
is however made liable for one-fourth of the rate in all cases, because 
the niaintenan(;e of the municipal services serves his ])ermanent interest in 
the holding. 

Clause 123. —The existing .section 102 is modified so as to prevent the 
Oommissioneis from further jeopardising the, municipal finances by lowering 
the rates at a time When the muni(U})al funds are in an uii8atisfactoi;y 
condition. 

Clause 134 follows existing se(!tion 103, but provision is made for 
including the ifSxnuis of o<;cuj>iers in the a.s.se,ssmcnt list. 

Clause 125 is ba.sed on existing st^ction 117, but ])rovides for the conti¬ 
nuance of the former assessment, until the coinniencement of a new y(>.ar after 
the Jiew a.ssessment lists have been prepared. 

Clause 120. —The |)rovL.sions for amendment of the assessment list have 
been grouped togetleir. A new j)rovision is made in this clau.se for the 
givingof notice to any rate-payer of jiny alteration which the (ioinmi.ssioners 
propo.se to make in the asse.ssnicnt list, whereby he may be affected. 

Clause 127 provides that the a.s.sessment list shall be conclusive, sub¬ 
ject to the rights, conferred by a laktr <danse, of a|)pcal to a special com¬ 
mittee. 

Clause 129. —A new i)rovision has been made to ensure tliat remissions 
made by the Commissioners shall be scu'iititii/.ed fi’om time to time. This 
provision exists in the rules of the audit department. 

Clau.se 130. —More (hdaihul provisions have be(>.n in.serted in regard to 
the remission of rales on account of vac.ancy. (ienerally spraiking, the. |)rin- 
ci])lesof the CaJ(Mitta M nnii^ipal Act, 11)23, have b(‘en followed in this malbM'. 
A moi'e generous provision as to renii.ssion or refund is inscu'ted in thisclansi', 
the former remission of om^-half being inc.reas('d to thri‘e-((ua,rters. In 
clause (t) of snb-c.lanse (4} provision is mad(^ that a person who keeps a 
pleasnre-housc oi-a second residences within a municipality is not entitled to 
a remission or refund on account of vacancy. 

Clausa 132. —A provi.sion is made for proper notice being given of tran.s- 
fers of property within a mnnicipidity. The prijiciple of Ibis danse i.s taken 
from the Cuhaitta Municipal Act, 11)23. 

Clause 133 provides for the ap])oinlment of the jianel of as.soHsor.s. 

Clause 134 enabhss the bociil (lovernment to .see that the municipa¬ 
lities ])erforiu their duties in regard to the apj)ointment of qualified men to 
prei)are the assessment lists. 

Clause 135 gives a furtluir safeguard to the. individual rate-payer by 
insisting that notice shall be givcm to him whenever his rates are rai.sed or 
a new rale is imposed, .so as to enable liim to put forward his objections, if 
any, to the appeal committee. 

(Uause 136 while following existing .section 113 lays down the time¬ 
limit for applications for review of an aH.sessiue.nt. 

Clause 137 providers for tlie apj)oiiitment of a special committee, including 
a person a|)pointed by the (roveriiment (who iietHl not lai a Commi8.sioner^ to 
decide appeals against the assessmord, list, itistead of the.se appeals being 
heard by an appeal committee composed of, and appointed entirely by, tlie 
Commis.siuuers. 

Clause 139 make.s tlie law more specific as to the powers of the Cnm- 
missioners in reg!ird to tlie realhsation of rates jieuding an ap]ieal. 

Clause 141. —The drafting of existing section 118 has l>een slightly 
revised. 
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Clause The time-limit imposc'd hy the existing Act for the issue of 
a distress warrant against a defaulter is extended to six months, as the exist¬ 
ing limit of three months has been found to be inadequate. Otherwise the 
recovery provisions in clauses 144 to 153 follow substantially the existing 
law. 

Clause 154 {vide note on clause 120). 

Clause 156 .—The list of carriages and animals which are exempted from 
tlio carriage tax has been brought up to date, and undcu’ clause 157 the Ctnn- 
missioners are given a. general power of exempting special classes of carriages 
or animals from the tax. 

Clauses 170 and 171 provide for the imposition of a dog tax. 

Clauses 17‘-1 In ISO iliiiil with the imposition of tax on cart.s. The pro¬ 
visions in regard to this tax have been changed considerably, the amount 
payable for registration l»cing raised ami special rakss being impo.sed on carts 
propelled by mechanical j)ower, e.y., jnotor-lorries. In clause 174 a specnal 
provision is made for the higher rale, where the carts are of such a 
descrijition that owing to (heir tiarrow tyres and i-ims they cause undue 
damage to the surface of the municipal streets. 

Clauses IS I to 187 repeat with minor moiUiit^ations the itrovisions of 
existing sections I4U to 15.5 in rtigard to fm'ries. Tint pre.sent section I4S is 
iKj longer necessary in view of the amenilments tdreaily made in section 36 
of the Bengal Ferries Act. 

Clauses 1S8 In 104 deal with tolls on bridges. It is projtoscd to discon¬ 
tinue the existing jtower to levy tolls oil roads, owing tt) tiie un.satisfactory 
nature ol such lolls in them.selves and Ihe dilliculty of arranging any siiti.s- 
factory system of collection. 

Clauses 195 to 20‘4 re.]iroduee with minor ilrafting amemlmojits the 
general provisions of existing sections KJI to 172 in regard to tolls on 
ferries and bridges. 


Chapter VI. 

The provisions contained in clauses 205 In 20S are m'w. They are on the 
lines of the' propo.sals made in (he UaltMiKa Muniiapal .Ael, lt)23, and it is espe¬ 
cially provided in clause 204 that they sliall only be *'nfi»re(*.d in tliose mnni- 
eipalilios where ( he stjite of (hwelopment is such that, in the opinion of the 
Local (jovernment, they can prolilably be introduced. 

It will be not('d that the provisions divide tliemselve.s iid.o (wo i)arts, 
one for the presm'iplion of thci actual width of (he street and (In^ other for the 
proper frontage, of buildings facing ui>on it, and i>rovision for either of these 
objects can be made separately by the Coinmi.ssioiu'rs according to require- 
inen t.s. 

Care has been taken to s.-d'eguard existing pro|)erty, so far as thi.'^ is 
comjiatible witli ihe, jmblic reejui remen t.s. This is secured by the general 
restrictions relating to building lines contained in the prov'so to sub-clause 
(/) and in sub-clau.«e [4) of clause 205 , 

Provision in regard to additions to buildings or boundary walls is made 
in clause 206 so that, where it is jirojiosed to open out a jiroper street align¬ 
ment within a municipality, a property owner shall not obstruct the carry¬ 
ing out of that project by iiidiscriininate building. 

Power is also taken that, where the pro.spect of comiileting the street 
alignment is not iininediate, pcrini.ssion may be given to owners to build 
within the street alignment subject to the comlition of removal, when the 
l>roject is brought to fruition. 

‘Provision is matle in c/au-se,?d7 for taking ui) vacant lands with a view 
to street improvements, and in clause 20S for setting forward a building. 

Clause 209 .—This clause, as a general clause, gives powers to the 
Commissioners in regard to public streets, squares and gardens It is self- 
explanatory. 
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The i)rovisiou of open spnce.s in a miiaicipHlil.y is irnp()rl.anl. from the 
point of view of public health and education, and special provision has 
therefore been insude for this. Attention is invited to sub-clause (c) of this 
clause, wliereby the Coiniuissioners are able to put into elfect their powers 
in rcfjfard to recoupiuout by sellin/]: oil this improved building sites acquired 
in connection with any scheme of street iuii)roveiuont. 

Clausa 210 provid(NS for tin' reliiniuislnnent or lease of public streets, 
squares and gardens which are no longer riajuired by the municipality. 

Clause 211 deals with pnqected public streets, and prescribes the mini- 
inum width for the sanm. The clause is based on the Calcutta Municipal 
Act, 1923. 

Cldusas 213 to 2tS (h'al with private streets, tin' n'gnlation of which is 
(]nite insnlliciently jirovidc'd for at prcsc'iit. These (;hinst's ((',\ccpt ('lause 1114, 
which follows the Madras Act) are also based on the Calcutta Municii'al Act, 
1923, and tln'y are designed— 

(t) to ensure that {'roperty owin'is shall not develop their |>rop«'rty in 
such a manner as to create an overcrowded and insanitary 
area; and 

(li) to cusnre that |)rivale streets, which may later he talicn over as 
public stn'cts, shall conforin to the t:»'ne.ial design of the town 
instead of being narrow ami insanitary lanes, impassable in 
rainy W(!ather and a resort for bad characters on dark night.s. 
The suitable regulation of private streets is ('ssential, as thcH(! 
streets will [lay a great part in the lati'r develoj nient of the 
town. 

Special attention is invitt'd to the piovisions of rlause 217, under which 
the ComniissioiK'i’s ('an call on the owners of tlu' land fi’onting or adjoining 
or abuttingon.a private'street to |mt it in decent I’epair, and to c/rtn.sr .‘.'/S', 
under which the I'ersons iid,crested ar(' enipowc'red to tak(f n(!(5essary 
measui’('s for putting their private' stri'('ts in order and then handing them 
over to the mujiicii'ality, tlius divesting themselves of the cost of main¬ 
tenance'. 

Clauses 219 to 232 follow mori' clo.sely the .scheme of the c.\isting 
Act, being the routine provisions for the protection of existing stretus, the 
proper fencing of excavations and the closing of streets for r('pairs, and the 
time-hoiioured provisions in regard to verandahs, |)latforiiis and such like 
projections. Clausa 227, which is based on the United I’rovinc'c's y\('t, is 
(h'signed to prevent peoj'le ca,sending water from their roofs and elsi'where 
on to the hi'ads of the passor.s-by. 

Clausa 22-1. —A di'llnite j'rovisioii is in.scirted on tin' .same' lire's as in lh(' 
United Provinces Act for tin! ru'ensing of |)latforms upon or over any public 
stt'('et, this form of encroachmi'iifc .being pai’ticaiarly liable' tooi'cur, and 
otherwise difficult to k(ie.p within bounds. M’he fee for the. Iicen,se will not 
be large', but it is hoi'cet that the' provision will ensure proper registration 
of existing platforms and prevent siib.se(|uent increase in their area. 

C/awsc 221/also deals with the re'iuoval of projections, encroae'hments 
and erections, the' .safeguards c.oiitained in the existing Act being maintained 
in regard to erections of old standing. 

Clausa 232. —Provision is made to onipower the Ooniinissioners to stoi) 
the indiscriminate use of public streets by hawkers anil other like' person.s. 

Chapter VII. 

Clause 233. —The existing law has been ainplitied so as to include outfall 
—and disj'osal—works. 

Clauses 235 and 237. —'J'he provi.sions of existing section 1S7 Imvo bi^en 
split up. HO as to make it e'le'ar tlmt whore a rate-payer })ays the conservancy- 
rate, it is for (he municijiality to remove the sewage, riibbiHh and offensive 
mutter to the places appointed for its disposal. 

Clause 239. — Bpi'cial provisions have been made' for tho eJonsorvanc.v of 
factorieB and business premises on the lines of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 
1923. 
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Clause 241. —The wordinj^ of exinfui;,' section 27U is un.siiLisfuctory. The 
municipal .sewers are the places into which sewn{j:c is to be, put and yet tlie 
existing seciioJi prohibits this. The wording Ijiis tljerefore been recast. 

Clause 2/2.—Sj)e.cial provision has been made for the disposal of 
eareasses. The time for giving notice, which is specified in the IJjiited 
Provinces Act, from which tliis clause has been taken, has been sliortened in 
Llie interests of jmblic Ijcaltli. 

C7a»/,s‘c 244 re])roduces exi.sting .seeticHi 19o. It is Jiot jjroposed to re- 
ena(d. e^xisting section JIM. Tliis work should be done tlirough direct muni- 
cijial agency. 

Clauses 245 (vud 21(>. —More delailed [irovisions (ban are. at present in 
foriM! have bemi inserted in n^gard to the provision of suitable privy accom¬ 
modation in dwelling-houses and places whore workmen are employed. The 
provisions of these clauses are based on those (contained in theCahmtta 
Municijial Aid, li)2.H, and allow for the inijiroved systems introduced by 
modern sanitary engineering. 

(7/rf'/ost’247 (re,ad with the jienalty clause) renders penal the obstruc¬ 
tion, the illicit construction and the destruction of drains, ce.sspools, etc. 

7/7oy/.s'c 24.9 clearly defines the powers of the Commissioners to inspeid; 
latrines, urinals, ce.«sp()ols, etc., and makes i( clear that they may interfere 
with the surface of the .soil of the jireiui.ses in which such latrines, urinals, 
etc., are situated, aiul cause it to be o|>ene,d [or the purpo,se of such insjiection. 

(Huiise 250. —The tiraflang of the Unilod Provinces Act in regard to 
reijuisitions relalijig to eessfiools, eti;., has been adopted as being jireferablo 
to that of till? iiresent law in liengal. 

77rr«.sr 25/enables the (kuiimissioners to open uji a way to any privy 
foi' the purpo.so of cleansing it, by re(|uiring the owner to jirovide a suitable 
hoime-gully. 

(House 254. —Provision has been made to enable tin; Commissioners to 
make special scavenging arrangements for fairs, festivals and. other large 
assemblies of jieople, wdiethcr within or in the neighbourhood of the 
municipality. 

(Hou.se 255 enables the Clomniissioners to deal with premises, where 
there are undne accumulations of tilth, etc., by means of a special staff, to be 
paid for in whole or in part by the owner or occupier of the premises. 

Clou.se 25(). —'The powers of the Commi.ssioners to make by-laws in 
ri'gard to comservancy have been am|)lilied and more clearly defined. 

C'/a/osy; 257 defines the powers of t he Oomnii.s.sioner.s in regaiil to the 
construction of ilrains, and 25.V tlclines their powers in regaiil to the 

alteration and imi»roVoment of drains. 'I’he existing section 197 and 
geneially the provisions of the exi.sting Act are quite inadequate in this 
connection. 

259 ilelines the rights of the owner or oinuipier ol a building or 
land to connei'l his private drains with the municipal drains. 

Clouse. 2G1. —The powers whiidi alnxidy exist under section 22S of the 
present Act, as conferred by sub-clanse(/) of this clause on the Commissioners 
for the carrying out of a joint drainage scheme in reg;ird to two or more 
premises, are (|ualilied by the addition of sub-clause (2) which compels the 
Commissioners to give due notice of the alterations which are about to be 
made to the owners of the j)remises atfectod thereby. 

Clause 262. —'I'he provisions of this clamse amplify the provisions of the 
existing section 227 of the liengal Municijuil Act. 

GVri'/tse 2ff5 introduces the ])ower of the Coimni.ssinners to compel 
owners to (!onstruc.t ce.sspools and lioiuse-drains in ca.ses where it is not 
possible to connect the house-drainage system with* the municipal drains. 

Clause 204 provides for by-laws relating to drainage. 
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Chapter VIII. 

TIjis oliapter brings losetlier iiiid iiiii])lifios tln^ proviaioDS of the 
existing? Act in rcffiird to Kv.stcms of (Iraiaage, .sowern^'e, lijL'Ijtiiis: und wa.t(M’- 
Bupply, and in particular the provisions regulating the con.striiction and 
nmintcnaiKai of systems which tire joint between municipalities and otlier 
local authorities. 'J'he |iri\sent provisions as to joint schemes are contained 
in sections .‘i7A to 37M of the Agt in so far as such schemes relate to water- 
supply or drainage. The new Chapter VIll extends tJie same ju’oeedure to- 
joint lighting systems. 

Clause 206. —The reference to electricity under this clause is somewhat 
more direct than that contained it) the pr('.senl section .'{1!). Sub-clause (t?) 
retains tlie j)(*wer to (Jovernment to sam^tion advanei's in suitable eases to 
mi'et the cost of preparing and ciirrying out lighting or waler-supitly 
schemes. 

Clause 26? restricts the jtower given by existing section .')7.r to the. 
liocal (Jovernment to ordiir the execution of a joint scheme by an-olliccr 
appointed by them. 

Clnu.HPS 268 mid 266 ww' hasi'd on siu-tion ,‘{7K of the existing Act and 
are applied also to lighting sidimm s. 'J'he proceduri!, however, is very mu(di 
shortened, the Local (jovernment under the present Kill being able to 
jtrejtare a scheme of drainage, seweragi^. vvatiu'-supply. lighting, etc., without 
a long preliminary negotiation with the Commissiuners. The subseipient 
shigos are also shortened and powers of obstruction are removed, a .safeguard, 
however, being provided in sub-clause (■L of clan.se 2()H, wiiieh re«|uires the Local 
(Jovernment to .satisfy themselves that the (inancial resources of the munici- 
jtality will nc»t he .suhje,e(.eil to any undue stniin by any scheme that may be 
enforced on it by the (Jovernment under this elau.s(‘. Sub-clause (/) enidiles 
the (.loveriiinont to e.onipel the defaulting Conimi.sHioners to raise ihii rates 
up to tJie m'axininm for the ciiirying out (»f any such essential seln'ine. and 
onaltles the (lovernmenl. to advance money from the publiit funds for the 
execution of sindi scheme. The iippointnumt of it per.son to carry out ii 
scheme, in connection with which tin- Commis.sioners have mad*' ilefanlt, is 
not a new power, btit is contained in section (i4 of the existing Act. 

Clause 260 applies the provisions of clause. 2(iS to joint schemes. 

Clause 270 iniables the munii-ipalitics to join in a scheme initiated 
under clause 2(18 or 2(!!). 

Clause 271 itrovides for the settlement of disi)ute.s. 

Clause 272 enables the Local (I(*vernjnent to take over any of the 
three es.seulial .services of a muniinjtality in ca.se of inellicient management. 
The necessity for this idaii.se is .set out in the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons. It deals with the. taking over tlu! management of ,ii itartic.ular 
system and is more in the nature of a provision for an engineering control 
than for the control of judepartment. 

C/ome 27.3 introduces modern provisions in regard to the laying down 
of pipes, drains, wires or sewers through private laud as in the. Runjiib Act. 

Clauses 274 and 275 iimvUW. (('V due consideration being shown to the 
])ublic in the layitig of cables, wires, etc. 

Clause 276 anijtlifies the itrovisious of the present seid.ion 2510, which 
provisions at jtresiMit reliite only to water-supjtly. 'riiis primdple of the 
existing .section 2U0 is a))|)licd to water-supply, lighting anti drainage. 

/Sw6-f;fau,ve (2) applies the principle of section 302 of tlie Act to water- 
supply, drainage and lighting connections. 

. Clause 277 is based on the Punjab Act and on the provisions contained 
in cliiuse 22S of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, the object being to secure 
that private connections within a reasonable distance of the municipal 
mains shall be connected therewith. 

Clause 278 and the following clauses introduce modern ])rovisions in 
regard to the rn'eiisurenient of gas, electricity and water by means of meters. 
The existing Act only provides specifically for meters in the case of water. 
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The uso of meters for lighting is at present governed by the regulations, 
but it is desirable to provide for it in the body of the Statute. 

Clause 280 gives the usual power of inspection for the reading of meters, 
and clause 281 introduces the same presumption as in the Calcutta Municipal 
Act, 1923, as to the correctness of the reading. 

In clause 282, however, it is provided that, if an incorrect meter has 
been found to be su])j)lied and if the fact that it is incorrect is not duo to its 
havijig been tajupered with, the Commissioners shail provide a new meter at 
their own expense. 

Clause 282 provides for tlie temporary replacement of a damaged meter 
which is under repair. 

Clause 284 provides for the testing of meters, enal)Iing owners and 
occupiers to chalienge meter readings but at their own cost, unless the meter 
is found to be incorrect by more than two per cent. 

Clause 285 i)rovides against tampeu’ing with meters and sub-clause (2) 
introduces a necessary provision for evidence in proof of fraud. 

Clause 286 provides against the injuring of meters and fittings. 

Clause 287 corresponds with section 289 of the present Act. 

Clause 288 crorrespouds with the existing soetiou 29i, but is more speci¬ 
fically drafted. It deals with the supply of water for purposes otiier than 
ilomestie ])urpuses. 

Clause 289 introduces more detailed provisions than arc contained in 
the pres(mt .section 295for the calculation of the free allowance of water 
which is to be Huj)piied for doiiK'stic i)uri)Oses, and for the calculation of 
excess consumptioi? and for the apimrtionment of the cost of such excess 
eonsmuidion between owners and occupiers of houses, with special provi¬ 
sions to cover cases where there is a trinsfer during a quarter. 

Clause 290 corresponds with the present .section 301 of tho existing 
Aet, l)Ht a sub-elause (4) has l)eeji added to enable the (/orj)oration to see that 
thii connection or fitting which ha.s been approved by them shall be main¬ 
tained in proper order after .«uch approval. 

Clause 291 gives the Coiumissioncr.s tho necessary power to supply 
water to persons outside the municipality or to other localbodies on terms 
approved by the Ijocal Government and subject to sanction by tho same. 
Tliis clause amplifies the i)reHenl section 300, and it imposes some control by 
the.Local Goverjiment in this matter in the interests of the inhabitants of 
tho municiiiality. to prevent undue preference being given to outsiders to 
the detriment of tho persons living within tho municipality. 

Clause 292 collects various sections of the existing law relating to 
ollcnces in regard to water-supply. 

Clause 293 is on the same ju’ijieiple as section 305 of tin' exi.sting Act, 
so far as tho duty of tho owner to keep the water connections of tho hou.se in 
repair is concerned, but it also provides for the occupier deducting any 
expenses meurred on rejjairs which should have l)oen carried out by the 
owner, frbm the rent payable to him. 

Clause 294 reproduces the existing section 304. 

Clause 295 enables the Commissioners to take over and maintain 
communication-pipes and fittings of private water-works connected with 
the iiiunicipal water-supply. The provision is taken from Bombay and a 
similar power is contained in the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923,

Clause 296 amplifies the provisions of the present section 297 as to 
the circumstances in which water may be cut off. Under tlie present Act 
water may be cut off if tliei'e is refusal to pay the water-rate. Following' 
the decision of the Council with reference to the coriusponding clause in the 
Calcutta Municipal Act, this power is abandoned, but there are other cases 
(which are stated in the present clau.se) unclor which it is necessary that 
water shall be cut off in the interests of the public. 

The drafting is based on the provisions of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 
1923, and special exceptions are made in regard to water required for 
privies and urinals. 

Clause 297 gives a general rule-making power in regard to water,.gas 
and electricity to the Local Govei’iiment in order to secure tliat some 
definite standard shall be maintained in tliese matters in the various muni¬ 
cipalities. The matters dealt with in this clause are largely technical and 
liable to change as progress is madi) in tlie science of engineering, ajid it is 
desirable that it sliould be possible to adapt these regulations to changing 
circum.stances without having recourse to fresh legislation. 

Attention is invited to sub-clause (/c) wherel)y the ia)cal Covernment 
are empowered to exer dse a jiroper control over the charges that may be 
exacted by the Commissioners for the supjily of water, gas and electricity. 
This is a vei-y necessary safeguard to the rale-payers. 

Chapter IX. 

This chapter supersedes the existing sections 236. ct seq. The wording 
generally follows that of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, as being more 
up to date and comprehensive than that of the existing Act. 

As in the case of the chapter relating to streets, only certain ])ortioiiH 
of this chaj)ter will apply to the less advanced municipalities. Buildings 
in such muiNcipalities wdll be regulated by model rules and by-laws. Iji the 
more sidvanced municipalities, liowever, it is necessary to conforju to the 
requirements of modern times. 

CVtmse 295 limits the application of this chapter to the moro advanced 
municipalities, except in the case of certain elastic clauses. 

Clausa 209 applies to all municipalities and provides for tlie prohibi¬ 
tion of building on insanitary and unsuitable sites, this being t)f first 
importance to the health of the town and of the inmates of the building 
cojistructed. 

Clause 300 enables the Commissioners, in the event of the extent or 
position of the site of a building being disputed, to decide the matter. 

Clause 301 provides for the means of access to a now building and the 
prevention of the erection of a building in .such a manner as to deprive 
others of access to a public road. This point is dealt with partly in section 
241 (c) of the oxi.sting.Act. 

Clause 302 provides for the exemption of certain small buildings from 
the general building regulations and aLso for the speedy erection of 
temporary buildings, such as infectious hospitals, etc. 

Sub-clause (c) of that clau.se provides against the infringement of 
private riglits, which can only be protected by action taken on behalf of the 
owner of a dominant tenement. 

Clauses 303 to 305 deal with applications for sanction. These 
clauses must be read with the details contained in Schedule VI. Provision 
is made against an arbitrary refusal by the Commissioners to accord sanction 
and also against their delaying to pass orders. If they do not pRSS orders 
within a rciisouable time iis provided by clause 304, then under clause 305 
.the person who desires to erect the building may proceed with the work 
provided that he docs not contravene this Act or any rules, etc., made there¬ 
under. 

Clause 306 introduces a provision for a completion certificate after a 
new building other than a hut has been erected to unable the Commissioners 
to inspect under clause 307 the work that has been done. The provision at 
present exists in the case of Darjeeling. 
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Under clause 307 the municipal authorities are empowered to inspect 
works in progress and after completion and to insist on their being carried 
out in conformity with the Act. This provision also was only applicable to 
Darjeeling under the existing law. 

Clause 308 gives the grounds under which the erection of a new 
building may be refused and confines the Oommissioners to certain clear and 
well defined reasons. 

Clause 309 is taken from the United Provinces Act, and is designed to 
minimise the risk of fire in urban areas. In the caiso of inflammable roofs 
and walls, which have been erected before the Oommissioners have prohibited 
the erection of such structures, compensation is to be paid to the owner if 
the structure is removed by order. 

Clause 310 provides against fraud and misrepresentation in the 
making of applications under clause 303. 

Clause 311 is based on section 239 of the existing Act, and it is made 
more specific as to the limit of time within which building oi)erations are to 
eominence after sanction has been given. This point is not provided for 
satisfactorily in the present law. 

Clause 312 is based largely on the provisions of the Calcutta Municipal 
Act, 1923, and provides for the control by the Oommissioners of material altera¬ 
tions and additions to l)iiildings. ft explains definitely the kind of repairs, 
etc., that are to be considered to be material alterations and additions. A 
provision to regulate such repairs is on the face of it as nece.sBary as a 
provision to regulate the erection of new buildings. More breaches of the 
building regulations occur in regard to such alterations and additions than 
when a building is being built owing to the difficulty of cheek. 

Clause 313 enables the Local Government to alter the building 
regulations contained in Schedule VI wliere necessary. A similar provision 
in regard to other schedules is contained in clause 541. 

Clause 314 provides for the adaptation of the provisions of this Act 
and of Schedule VI to leas advanced miuiicipalities by means of by-laws 
framed by the Commissioners either of their own motion or under orders 
of the Local Government. 

Clause 315 deals in far greater detail than the present section 241 with 
the various matters which should bo provided for by means of by-laws. 
These matters are technical and it is not neces.sary to refer to them in dehiil. 
The Jieed of proper ventilation and sanitation is made moi'o clear than in 
the existing Act. 

Clauses 316 and 317 group together the provisions for the demolition 
or alteration of any unlawful work under the orders of ii Magistrate on an 
application by the Commissioners after the owner has had an opportunity of 
complying with a retiuisition made by the Commissioners. A similar provision 
exists in sectiou 244 of the present Act in regard to Darjeeling. 

Clause 318 gives the owner a special opportunity of showing cause before 
a prosecution Is instituted against liim for failure to comply with a 
requisition made by the Commissioners in regard to matters referred to in 
clause 316 or clau.se 317. 

Clause 319 proviiles for the discontinuance and if necessary the stopping 
of unlawful building. A somewhat similar provision is in force in 
Darjeeling. This is row maile of general a])plieation. 


Chapter X. 

Buatttes. 

This chapter deals with busiees on a principle different altogether from 
the principles of the existing Act. Under the existing Act provision is made 
in sections 243 and 244 for the control of the erection of now linos of huts 
and in sections 245 el seq. there is a general power to affect sanitarv im¬ 
provements in busfees. Tlie provisions of this chapter are however based on 
those contained in the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, the problems in this 
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respect beinp similar both in Calcutta and in the mufassal and the Calcutta 
provisions being^nore detailed. 

In CUnise 320 power is taken to define the limits of a huslce, and it Ls 
irmvided that tlio jrrovisions of this eliapter slrall not apply eitlicr to small 
groups of huts in an area of less than two bighas or to certain nuisoiiry 
buildings included in a bustec. 

52/provides for a proper inquiry, whenever it is reported that 
a bustee is in an Insauitury state, by a registered medical practitioner or a 
jrersou holding the diploma of public health and an ongiiioer. A proper 
lay-out is to bo prepared by these persons. These j)erBons will bo an 
authority ind(q)en(lent of the Commissioners, and they will devise a scheme 
for altering the so as to make its condition sanitary. The Commis¬ 

sioners under clause 322 may take action on their report. 

Clause 323 deals with exi)onsos in regard to bustee improvement. Those 
expenses will ordinarily fall on the owner of the bustee and the owners of 
huts, but in special cases the Commissioners may meet the whole or a 
pf»rtion of the charges which should be borne by the owners of huts and may 
advance from the municipal fund money to defray the charges which should 
have been borne by the owner of the bustee land itself. In the lal ter case 
they will have a lien on such land for the rei)ayuient of what they have lent. 

C/ati.se 525 deals ill detail with the treatment of masonry buihlings in a 
bustee. Generally speaking, such masonry buildings are not to be iiiterferetl 
with except by acquisition and on jiayment of full comjiensation. 

Clause 326 deals with streets and passages in bustees. Tht‘.so streets and 
jiassages require special treatment owing to the way on which hut.s are taken 
up and replaced in otlier positions. 

Clauses 327 and 32S provide for the common bathing arrangements and 
eoininon privy accommodation in a biistce, and also for lighting, wator- 
suj)ply and other conveniences in a bustee. 

Clause 329 gives power to the owner to remove huts and cause the bustee 
to cease to be treated as such. Necessary safeguards are however included 
as in t ho C ilcutta Municipal Act. 1923, to .see that huts are not temporarily 
removed merely in order to gain time and then put them up again, rrovisioii 
is also made in sub-clause {8) for comiiensation in cases of hardship, owing to 
bustee laud, on which there are roads, ceasing to be included within the 
bustee. 

Clause 330 jirovides for street alignments of huts in those bustees for 
which it is considered inexjiedient to jirovide a regular standard plan and 
for the leaving of suitable open spaci s. 'This is the milder form of procedure 
for the improvement of a bustee and under clause 331 adequate time is 
allowed for the hut-owners to set back their huts to the jjrescribed align¬ 
ment at the time of reiuiir or rebuilding of the same. Seycn j’cars is 
considered a suitable time for this purpose. Gompensation may also be paid 
in ca.ses where, after the expiry of five years, the Commi.ssioners decide to 
comi)ol the hut-owner who has not sot back his hut to do so. It is not 
desirable that such compensation should be greater than the value of the hut 
le.ss the value of the materials. 

In clarise 332 provision is made for the alignment of masonry buildings 
erected in a bustee, in respect of which a standard plan has been prepared or 
a street alignment prescribed. 


Chapter XI. 

Clause 333 .—The drafting of section 199 of the existing Act has been 
adopted with slight formal alterations. 

Clause 334 defines more specifically the powers of the Commissioners to 
make owners and persons having control over sources of water-supply which 
are u.sed for drinking or culinary purpo.ses liable to protect the same from 
pollution. 

Clause 335 is largely ii corollary of clause 3.34 and, in addition to the 
powers contained in the present section 199A of the Bengal Municipal Act, 
provkhss for the filling up sf insanitary wells, etc. 
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Clause 336 provides a necessary power of inspection^nd clauses 337, 
338 and 339 introduce detailed provisions on the lines of uCjEa^lish Public 
Health Act for the proper analysis of drinking water anff^ater used for 
culinary purposes, whether supplied by the muiiicipalitiy or taken from 
the sources under the control of private i^arties. Bxtensjv'e powers of nimly- 
sis of food exist already under the Bengal Food Adulteration Act, but that 
Act does not cover the analysis of water-sup})ly. Provision is made 
against harassment of parties by frivolous requests for analysis. 


Chapter Xli. 

Clause 341 is a new clause based on the Calcutta Municipal .Vet, 192.S, to 
j)rovide for the proper control of places where water accninniates to the 
detriment of the public health. This is a particularly important clause for 
the eradication of malaria and the promotion of public heultli. The provi¬ 
sions are not, however, made as stringent as is the case in Calcutta. 

Clause 342 gives the Commissioners more detailed jmwers than they 
have at present in regard to the control over excavations. 

Clause 343 provides for a farther safeguard to TiKunbers of the public in 
regaixl to excavations, being framed in order to prevent them from falling 
into the same. The provision exists in the pre.sent Act, t)ut the limit of 
time within which the excavation is to be protected has been removed in 
the interests of safety. 

Clause 344 is new and provides for the control of noxious plants and 
wator-hyscinth. 

Clause 345 gives a specific power to the Commissioners to inspect build¬ 
ings on sanitary grounds, and clause 346 provides for the cleansing and 
wliite-washing of buildings on such grounds. 

3^7 reproduces section 195 of the existing Act, but is worded 
somewhat more widely than tlnit section. In particular, the danger of 
jungle in municipalities as a bar to ventilation is more clearly recogni.sed 
than in the existing law, as are also the evils arising from thick vegetation 
even though such vegetation is not in itself noxious. 

Clause 348 amplifies the provisions contained in^the present section 210, 
the wording of which has been found to be defective, the drafting of the 
clause, therefore, being made more general. 

Clause 349 Introduces the provisions of the Oahuitta Municipal Act, 19251, 
in regard to obstructive buildings objectionable on .sanitary g»’ound.s. This 
clause is of special importance in regard to any project for the comprehen¬ 
sive improvement of a municipal area. 

Clauses 350 and 351 make more specific the powers of the Oommis-sioners 
to cau.se the vacating of dwelling-houses which are nnfit for human habita¬ 
tion. The provisions of the.se clauses are taken from the Calcutta Municipal 
Act, 19251, and provide for a more detailed procedure for putting buildings 
of this type into proper condition than exists in the present law. 

Clause 352 provides against overcrowding, and is a necessiiry addition to 
the existing law, especially in industrial areas. It follows the law which 
obtaijis in Madras. 

Clause 353 gives an emergency power to the Oommi.ssioti ers to lake 
action themselves in regard to i)ropcrty which is in such a condition that it 
causes imminent danger to the public. This clause follows the United Pro¬ 
vinces Act. 


Chapter XIII. 

' Clause 354 .—The list of offensive and dangerous trades, occupations and 
proces.soH has been made more specific in the light of experience. The 
wording of sub-clause (.r) has been made more general in view of tlu^ recent 
decision of tiie High Court that “ kilns ” do not include “ clamps ”. Necessary 
provisions in regard to petroleum have been inserted in aub-clauso (4). 
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Clause 35^.^The drafting: of soction 310 liaa been slightly altered, the 
■word “ nuisa;ilc«^having a spoeiul technical significance in this Bill und^' 
the provisions* Chapter XXI. 

Clause 356.—Tlic drafting of tlii.s clause has been made somewhat wider 
than the present section 263, so that control over the keeping of linrses, 
ponies, cattle, etc , in any part of a niunicipality may be exercised by the 
Commissionera. 

Sub-clause {2) gives detailed powers to the Commissionera to prescribe 
that horses, ponie.s, cattle, etc., shall be kept in siinitary and well constructed 
stables or stalls. 

357 is ba.sod on th(! pre.seiit .section 264, but it also enables the 
Commia.sioner.s to license places as jniblic stables on such conditions as they 
may think to be proper. 

Clause 358 should be read witli sub-clau.se {h) of clause 3.i9 in so tar as it 
relates to the stalling of horses, camels, cattle, etc;., .-ind with sub-crliuise (c) o'" 
that clause in so far as it relates to tlui prevmition of any pfd)lic nuisance, 
from the .stalling and straying of pigs. ltepr(\senl.a,tions liave been in:ide 
from municipal autlioritiiis that iiKO’oased powers in this last direction must 
be taken owing to the ;innoyance caused. 


Chapter XIV. 

Chapter XTVRestraiul of iu feci ion" \s almost entirely new. The 
existing Act provides no scientific machinery for idiecking the spread of 
infectious or contagious diseases. The provisions of this chapter an* taken 
from the Public Ilealih Acts r)f various countries and from the i’lihlie. 
Health sections adopted by ])rovi4i(!es who.se municipal legislation is more 
advanced than is the case in Bengal. 

360 imposes a definite dut}'on the Commissioners to take aeJion 
in tlie event of the outbreak of any dang(!rou.s disease and defines the 
duties which they are to carry out in this coniuudion. 

Clause 361 provides for the preliminary step of notifying the f)ecurrenee 
of any infectioms case in a private house. 

Clause 362 provides for tlie removal of jjatients to an isolation liospital, 
due provision being made for securing the privacy of women aecrording to 
cu.stoni and for the pre.stmce of an attendant with female patients, ll also 
provides for the. maintenance of an ade.quate nursing staff to deal with 
infectious cases. 

Clause 363 provides for tlie di.sinfeclibn of jn’emi.ses where infectious 
ca.ses have occuried, or which nre kepi in such a condition that Uiey are 
likely to foster dangerfui.s diseiuses. Jh-ovision is made that, ■where the 
occujiier of the ])remise.s which are cleansed is indigent, the iniinieipality 
may bear the cost of such disinfection. Provision is also madi* for the 
vacation by the inmates of prcmi.ses which are being disinfected, tem¬ 
porary accommodation being provided by the authorities during the period 
of such vacation. 

C7a?/.se .36'i gives a neces.sary jiower to the Commissioners to destroy a 
hut or shed to iirevent the spread of infectitin, suitable compensation being 
given to the owner thereof. 

Clatise 365 provides against the letting out of infected houses until the 
work of disinfection has been properly carried our.. 

Claitse 366 provide.s for the suiiply of places and materials for disinfec¬ 
tion, and for the disinfection of clothing or conveyances or any article 
which has been infected, and for the destruction of, and grant of compensa¬ 
tion for, any article which is likely to retain infection or cannot be 
preservefl. 

Clause 367 \n a corollary providing for the washing of jconveyances, 
clothing, etc., oxpo.sed to infection. 
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Clause 96S renders poiml the doing of certain aets by inhictod persons 
wliich are likely to canso risk of infection to others. 

Clause 369 applies the same principle to the dispo.sal of infected articles 
by private persons at the risk of their neighbours. 

Clause 370 inipose.s certain elementary safeguards in regard to the 
sogn'gation of the infected, and enables persons (Iriving, or in charge of, a 
public conveyance which is used for the carrying of an infeetcal i)erson to a 
hospital, or for the carrying of a dead body for disj)Osal or ofinfeetcul clothing, 
etc,, for disiid'ection or destructioji, to charge an ndiainate fare for the 
expemse and trouble to which he will snb.seqnently be put in getting his 
cotiveyance disinfected. 

Clause 371 provides for the disinfection of public conveyances after 
tlic.se are expo.<?ed to contamination. 

Clause 372 provides for tin* mainlenance by the Gominission<>rs of 
ambulances for the rcnnoval of infectious cases. 

Clause 373 provides for tlie inspection of infi'cted premises. 

67a/6.s« provides for tlic closing of a. market with a view to prevent 
the sprtiad of any dangerous di.sciisci, subject to an ajijteal by liu! occupier 
or farmer or any pijrson interested to the Magistnite or the Commissioner 
of the Division. 

Clause 375 makes a like provision in regard to the closing of a school 
owing to tlu^ appearance of a dangerous disease amongst tint .scholars or 
owing to the state of the stdiool. This clause is ba.sod on the Scotch law. 

57^ gives detailed pow(>rs in regard to by-hiws relating to the 
prev(>,ntion or the sjiread of dangerous diseaso.s, more parlicnlurly in regard 
to the sanitation of places where a number of persons ate emplo^'ed, aiul to 
the safeguarding of tin* iniblic from infection from carcasses of animals. 
A sj)e(!ial provision is taken to enabhi municii)alitics to coml)at malaria. 

Chrusi' 377 introduces a power to the Health Olliccu- to see to vaccination 
within a mnnici])aiily. 


Chapter XV. 

Chapter is also a new chapter, dealing with hospitals, dispen.saric.w, 
(;hild-welfare and .school hygiene. The ])re.sont ])ower of llni Oomniissioners 
to contribnti* to tlu* niaintcmance. of hospitals, dispensarii^s, etc., has been 
earric'd forward in the Hill to the chajiter on Municripal property and 
:inance[yn/e item (.rti of snb-clau.se (/) of clause IHi]. 

Clause 373 gives detaihul powers to the Commissioners to establish their 
own hospitals and di.sj)ensaiae.s. 

Clause 370 provides for the maintenanci'- of mid wives and health- 
visitors. In the case of mid wives, it is made h'gal to impose a fee, but it is 
not intemded ‘that fees shtdl be impo-seef for tln^ servic<M)f health-visitois 
whoso dntic'^ will be advisory, though their ([iialilittations vvill l)e proscriltcd. 
'file municipalify niiiy tlK'.inselves olfer a sahiry to ti health-visitor if they 
think fit to do so. 

Clause 3S0 gives to the Local Goyn'riiment the power of inakiug rules 
for child-welfare and for tlu^ proiuir care of maternity cases. It is nece.s.sary 
that mtftiicipalities shoidd take, stt'ps to pr(!vcnl i.o a greater e.xti'Pt, than is 
at pre.s(nit the case, the Imavy infai'f mortality tlnu takes [dace in nri)an 
areas in this province. ‘Provision has l)een takam for the proper sanitary 
inspection of schools and colleges in the interests of the peoples. 

Chapter XVI. 

Clauses 331 and 33 ->.—These clause.s reproduce the i)rovisions of the 
(nxisting Part XTA of tic' present Act in regard to iIk; e.xtinction and prevlll- 
tion of fire. /■ 

Clause 3S3 introtluces provisions for the safeguarding of urban areas 
by the power of inspeediou and s('izure and conlLscation of dangerous and 
inllauimable materials impro|KU’ly stored within a municipality. 
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Clause 384 also provides for the regulation of the stacking or collect¬ 
ing of hay, straw, wood, thatching grass, jute or other inflammable materials. 

Clause 385 i^rovides for tlio making of by-laws not only in regard to 
municipal firo-brigades but also in regal'd to any volunteer fire-brigades 
which the Commissioners may recognise. 


Chapter XVII. 

Markets and alaughter-houses. 

Clause 386, which is based on the Calcutta Municiiml Act, 1923, 
ampliflea section 33.') of the existing Act. Attention is invited to sub- 
clause (5) whereby the Commissioners may, in the ijiterests of the i)ublic, 
cancel the license of any person who closes his shop to the ijiconvenience 
of the public. A similar power in regard to private licensed markets has 
been taken under sub-clause (2) of clause 389. 

Clause 387 gives definite power to the Commissioners to close any 
muuicii)al market. 

Clause 388 is based on the Madras law, ami gives power for the 
removal of unauthorised persons selling their wares in a municipal market. 

• Clause 389 deals with the regulation of, and grant of licenses for, 
private markets. 

enables the Commissioners to api)ly to the Magistrate in 
Older to close any iinliceiKsed place which is used as a market. 

Clause 391 brings into the municipal law the provisions formerly 
contained in the IJengal Municipal (Slaughter-lioiises and Meat-markets) Act, 
186.'), following the form adopted by the United Provinces in their legislation. 

Clause 392 is also based on the provisions of the liengal Municipal 
(Slaughter-houses and Meat-markets) Act, 1865. 

Clause 393 brings together the various provisions in regard to the 
proper construction and care of jirivate markets or jirivatii slaughter-bonses, 
particularly in regard to the draining and cleansing of such places. The 
fixed period of 3(1 days before a jienalty can be imjiosed is removed, the 
matter being dealt with on the gonend lines of failure to comjdy witli a 
reciuisition. 

Clause 394 provides for the construction of projicr approaches and 
streets to or in private markets, and for the defining of the limits of .such 
marke-ts. 

Clause 395 gives detailed powers for the ejectment of ponsons who havc^ 
been convicted of contravening any by-law madi; unde;* section 396 fr.nn 
markets or slaughter-hou.ses, and.for the prevention of such ))ersonscarrying 
on their business there in future and for the removal by owners of private 
markets of tenants convicted of contravening such by-laws. 

Clauses 396 and 397 correspond to sections 339, 311, 342 and 343 of the 
existing Act. 

Clause 398 gives detailed powers ef making by-laws in regard to markets 
and shiUghter-liouses, j)!irticularly in regard to tin' proper cleai^ing and 
sanitary condition of the same and the care of aniimds, ;ind the pi*vention 
of cruelty, nuisances and ob.struction. 


Chapter XVlll. 

Chapter XVIII is also new and provides for the regulation by the 
Ooinmissioners of weights and measures to bo in use in the municipality. 
This chaiiter is only to be in forci^ in municipalities to which it has been 
specially extended. The provisions of this chapter are the result of con¬ 
sultation with various local bodies as to simjile regulations which may bo 
enforced in a mufassal municipality.. 
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Clause 401. —Tlx; standiinl wuiglitH which lire to bo {uJo|)Um1 when th'iH 
chuptor is onfoi'cod aro tlio GovoriiiuouL sliiiidard weij^bts wliioh are 
(loHcribed in this clause, and under clause 400 power is taken for the 
desti’uction oi' false weights and measures. 

Chapter XIX. 

The provisions of Cliapter XfX are to some extent supplementary to the 
])rovisions of the Bengal Food Adnih'.ration Act, wliieli has fairly recently 
been passed by the Coiuieii. Tliey are mainly taken from the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, lU2.‘i. Tlie provisions of s(;ctions 249 to 257 of the existing 
Act have been found by tlie municipalities to be wholly inadequate for the 
purpose of preventing the sale of unwholesoine food. Tiie main ];rinciple of 
lids chapter, however, remains as in the existing Act, a,nd is that, although 
the executive of the muiiicip.-ility may take the initiative in tlie preve.ntion 
of the sale of unsound or unwholesome food, final orders in the matter are 
to be passed by an independent magisterial anthority. 

Clause 402 jirovides for the licensing of persons who carry on the trade 
of butcher or who sell meat, game, poultry, lisli, etc. 

Clause 403 prowidoH for the establishment of municipal bakeiies and 
Mwoetineat shops. 

Clause 404 is bas(;d on the Calcutta Municipal Act, 192.^. but is extended 
to the .sale of confeidaonery, ice and aerated-waters. Tlie liceinsing of dairy- 
imni, bakers, confectione-rs, sweeinicat makers ajid ice or aerated-water 
manufacturors is a most necessary addition to the law as a safeguard to the 
publie health. 

CTansc 405 is based on tlie Calcutta Municipal Act, 192.S, and prohibits 
the sale of diseaseti, unsound or unwholesome food or drugs. 

('lause 406 introduces a salutary provision, taken from the Public 
Health Acts of Fiji and Trinidad, for the keeping of bread-stulls, cake, 
jia.stry, sweetmeats and confectionery in proiierly covered utensils or recep¬ 
tacles when e.xposed for sale, as a jirotection against tlirt, ilust and.Hies. 

Clauses 407 and 408 provide for the proper regulation of the com- 
Itoundiug and sale of drugs recognised by the British Pharmacopcoa, and 
for the proper qualilication of compounders to compound such drugs. 

Clause 400, as in the ca.si; of the existing law, exempts indigenous 
medicines from any such control, jirovided they are not sold in places where 
drugs recognised by the British Phanuacopiea are sold upon prescription. 
Some control over such drugs can, however, be exercised under the pro¬ 
visions of clau.se 405. 

t Clause 470.—The provisions of clause 410 are taken partly from the 
Oalcutla Municipal Act, 1923, and tlx' Punjab Law, and provide for the 
inspection of places where unlawful slaughter of animals or sale of flesh is 
sus])ected. Thi>y arc nor, however, so severe as those of the Calcutta Mnni- 
cipid Act, 1923, or the Punjab Law, in that it is necessary for the searching 
olliccr to obtain a warrant before he can make an entry. 

Clause 411 gives powers of inspection of food and drugs on the same 
lines as .seidions 251B and 253 of the existing Act. The provisions, however, 
are more detailed, and the burden of proof is thrown on the J)arty charged 
where unsound article.s of fo(xi and drugs are found in places where articles 
of food and drugs are ordinarily k('pt or exposed for sale. 

Clause 412 provides for the seizure of utensils. The provisions of this 
clause in regard to tea are made stringent (vide the Exphniation). 

Clause 413 provides for the destruction of articles of a perishable nature 
if they are found to be diseased, unsound, unwholesome, or unfit for human 
food. 

('lause 41A introduces provisions in regard to iiuwhohjsoine food or 
drugs on the same lines as tlu)se contained in clause 410 in regard to the sale 
of flesh,

Cliiuse 415 providc.s for tho production before the Muf»isti’!ite of living,' 
thing's, articles of food, drugs, utensils or vessels which have boen seized, 
but which have not been de.stroyed according to law, and for the deci.sion of 
the Magistrate as to whether the.so things shail be destroyed or not, and 
also for compensation in the ease of unjustiilod seizure. 

Clause 41G vests in the Commissioners tho property in any living thing, 
fo(Ml or drug condemned under this chapter. 

Clause 417 enables tlie municii)alities to lake measures to ensiin! ])nrity 
of the milk-supply. It must be read with clauses 404 and 40(! and also witli 
item {xxi) of sub-clause (/) of eiau.se Dti under which tlie Commissioiici-.s are 
entitled to maintain their own dairy-farms, grazing-grounds and uiilk-depbls 
for the benefit of the inhabitants. The provisions which are detailed are 
based on the Public Health Acts of Fiji ami South Africa, sj)eeial care l)eing 
enjoined in regal’d to the receptacles in which milk is kept, and to veiilLla- 
tion 'and the proper care of cattle. 


Chapter XX. 

Clauses 4hS to 423 reproduce tlie existing I;iw in n'gard lo burial or 
burning grounds witli a lew minor alterations and aniplilic.-itions. 

The provisions contained in existing sectioii rl.'iG .is to taking over 
buildings attached to elofsed burning or burial grounds are omitted. 

Clause 424, (2), introduces an importani provision in regard 

to the safeguarding of the jiublic from infection and coidagion from the 
bodies of persons who have dietl from infectious and contagious diseases and 
for the rapid dispo.sal of such bodies. 

No imiiortant changes have been introduced in clauses 425 to 427. They 
follow substantially the existing law. 

Clause 428 .—The a])pointmont of a liugistrar and siib-ltcgistrars for the 
purjiose of the correct coinjiihifion of vital statistics is explained in tin' 
Statement of Objects and Koasons. 

Clause 431 provides more, fully for tjio iiroci’dtirc' in regard io the regi.s- 
tration of birtlis and notices of deaths. 'I'he objtsu of this clan,sc is noi only 
to ensure correct returns but also to enable the Public Health Oejiartment lo 
put its machinery in motion where this is nece.ssary. 


Chapter XXI. 


Chapter XAT deals with the more summary measures to be adopted in 
dealing with nuisances which are a cause of annoyance to the inhabitants of 
a municipality or the public in gmicral or injurious or dangerous to lieaKli. 
It reproduces in clause 432 a slateinent of many of the <•< ndilions which are 
enumerated in earlier ciau.ses in the J5ill, and it provides a procedure whicli 
in most cases is alternative fro the proex'dure laid down in the earlici' 
chapters. The definition of “a*itJiior of a nuisance” in this connection is 
important as it enables the municijiality to proceed under this cha])ter 
against any iierson by whose act, default or sulferailce the nuisance is 
caused. 


Clause 433, sub-clause il). imposes on the Commi.ssioners the duty of 
inspecting the municipality from time to time to .see that nuisances do not 
exist, and sub-clause (2) enables them to eider any premises for the ])urposes 
of such inspection whenever they have reasonable grounds to bidieve that a 
nuisance exists therein and to open the subsoil and test the drains in cases 
where this is necessary. 

Clause 434 enables any person to give information to the Commissioners 
of the existence of a nuisance and lays on municipal olliecrs and police 
ollicers the duty of doing so. 

Clause 435 enables the Commi.s.«ioners to serve a summary notice on 
the author of a nui.sauce or the owner or occupier of the dwidling or 
premises calling on him to take action for its removal. In the event of his 
failing to ilo so, action is to bo taken under clause 436 ihrough tho 
Magistrate who may eilher reyuiro him to remove tlie nuisance, or order the 
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OoinmisHionors to romovo it aud to realisu the costs from tlie author of the 
nuisance or the (jwihu’ or occupier of the premises. Action under this clause 
may also bo taken where the nuisance has been rcimoved but is likely to 
recur. 

Clause 437 provides for tlie recovery of costs from tlie auilior of the 
nuisance, wliere the owner or .occupier of the ])remises is not known or 
cannot be fount). 

Clause 43S (;nal)les tlie Magistrate to award compensation to a person 
on wlioni a notice lias lieen served for tlie removal of a nuisance or to any 
otlim- pm’soii if. in lii.s opinion that person would hav,- been entitled to com- 
pmisatioii if the procei'din^^s had been taken a”aih.-,t him ornerwise than 
under thi.s chapter and that the case is a lit one for the f'rant of comiJcusation. 


Chapter XXII. 


Clause 43y. —T'he i^xistin^t Act makes no proper jirovision for 8U})ervision 
by till! OommiHsioners of ('ducation in municipalities. 'I'his clanstN therefore, 
provides for the appointment of an Kducatiou Committee somewhat on the 
lines laid down in section 05B of the Ben^nd Local Soif-CJovernment Act of 1S8.5. 
Power has also been taken under items J^ix) aud (.r) of sub-clause (/) of 
clause Dfj to enable municipalities to contribute towards the eflieient manage¬ 
ment of schools within their jurisdiction and also to grant scholarships. 

Clause IK) delines generally the powers of the municipalities in regard to 
schools maintained by them or to which they make grants-in-aid, 

Cl'iHse 441 enables the Locul (Tovernraent to regulate the percentage of 
the income of the municipality which is to be applied to jiriniary education 
in cases where a special education cess is not levied under the Bengal Primary 
Education Act of li>]9 It will be noted that ii is not propo.sed that that part 
of the. inconu' of the )nunici|)ality, which is derived from the lighting, water 
and conservancy rates and is applicable only to those essential services, 
should be diverted to this propose. 


Clause 442 enables the Local (lovernmont to assist the Commissioners 
with funds for educational purposes and j»rovides for the proper allocation 
of such funds when such grants are made by (fovernment. 


Clause 443 gives the Local CTOvormnent a rule-making power with a 
view to the maintenance of standard methods of educational management in 
the various municipalities. 


Clause 444 provides for the duties of the Board of Public llc'.alth in 
regard to matters of nii.inicipal adiuiiiistration alfecting the public health. 


Clause 445 introduces a necessary provision for the regulation of samt.v, 
lUiaramsalas and lodging-houses. This should be read with the definition of 
'• h)dgiug-hous(‘ ” contained in item (30) of clause 3. The provisions of this 
clause cover generally the proper lodging of pilgrims aud traveller.s of the 
poorer classes. 


Clause 446 enables the Oommissioners to deal with hackney-carriage 
drivers if thev refuse to {)ly for hire and there!)y deprive the luiblic of tlie 
necessary miauis of conV(>yancc for which licens(;s have been granted to the 
hackney-carri:ige drivers. The nece.ssary power has also been taken k) deal 
with the owners. 


Clauses 447 and 44S amplify the present general provisions contained in 
.section 223 of the existing Act. It has been found in praeddee that a survey 
of municipal land shouhl include a proper survey of buildings ahso. 

Detailed provisions are made for the entertainment of profi'.ssional 
aurveyor.s aud ahso for the maintenance by the Commi.ssionors of the survey 
record by means of by-laws uuder which changes in the map, eau.sod by 
property-owners, are to be notilied by them in order that the map may be 
corrected. Suitable boundary-marks shall also be set up to define the limits 
of luddiugs. 

Clause 449 amplifies the provisions of the present .section 213 relating to 
the destruction of .stray dogs. 
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Clause 460 cnjibl«!S Husj)tH‘ted iJojjs to bo properly sogrojjratod so jus 
to avoid destruction of aniuutls wliich may be found uot to have boeu 
infected. 

Clause 451 inciely reproduces section 214 of the existing Act. 

Clause 452 reproduces section 359 of the existing Act. 

Clause 153 apjilies the princi])le which is contained in section 278 of tlie 
present Aet in regard to the Jicensing of premises for particular jnirposes to 
the canceJIation of siich-Jiccnses when the ijrcmises are used otherwii.se tlian 
for tlioso purpo.ses. 


Chapter XXIII. 

Clause 451. —Tl)e provisions relating to liill munieipalities liavo been 
cjollected from tlie body of the Act and brought together in Cliapter XXIIl. 
The main portion of the Act will, of course, ap^ily to liill municipalities 
with certain exceptions. The main exceptions are those enumerated in 
clau.se 454. 

A ueco.ssary extension of the definition of ‘•drain” is iutrodiiced in 
ctUKSe 455 when applying that definition to hill mnoicipalitic's. 

Clause 456 collects together the delinitions ai>plicable to hill luunieipa- 
litie.s which are at jn'csont scattered over section (i of the existing Act. 

Clauses 157 to 463 reproduce the provisions of .sections 2U] A to 201(1 of 
tlie existing Act, aiul clauses 431 and 435 reproduce the provisions of the 
existing sections 207 and 207A. 

Clause 4fi6.~Tlus clau.se should be read with section 201 of tlni existing 
Act and witii clause. 219 of the, Bill. The latter clause will apply to jiublic 
roads generally, including roads in hill municipalities. 

Clauses 407 and 16S reproduce the provisions of sections 22113, 224C ami 
241Z of the existing Act. 

Clauses 469 and 470 ri'produce the provisions of sectiouw 227 and 22tS of 
the existing Act. 

Clauses 171 and 472 reproduce the provisions of .soctious 21()B and 210C 
of the exi.sting Act. 

Clauses 473 to 477 reproduce the provisiojis of sections 24l)A to 210E of 
the existing Act. 

Clause 478 re.produces existing .section 214V’ anil 479 to 183 the 

jirovisions of existing sections 35ID to 35111. 

Clame 184 is based on tlie existing .section 3.')0A, but it is grouped more 
homogenously. 

Sub’clause (a) regulates the actual control of the hillsides. 

Sub-clause (b) corre.spon(I.s to the tirst words of sub-clause (a) of .section 

350. 

Suh-clau.ses (c), (d) («) iJi troduce the trallic provisions noces.sary in 

a hill municipality. 

Sub-cl(iuses (f) and (. 7 )are reproduced from section 3.')0A of the exist¬ 
ing Act. 

Sub-clause (/<) is conse(|Uential on the main clau,ses relating to kill 
muuicipalitie.s. 


Chapter XXIV. 

Clause 485. —The jicnalty sections of the existing Act, which arc scattered 
throughout the Act, have been grouj)ed together on the same ])rinciple 
as in the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923. Where, however, there is a power to 
impose imprisonment as well as fine, the point has becji ein[dmsisud by the 
jjonalty being i«itered in a separate clause of the Bill {vide, for example, tho 
clauses in regard to election olleiieesj. 
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Clause 486 deals with the penalties in regard to tlio erection of new 
buildings and additions and alterations to existing buildings. These matters 
cannot suitably bo dealt with in a general penalty clause whch merely 
enumerates tlie subject-matter. 

Clause .487 appears as a separate clause in virtue of the .sentence of 
imprisonment which a Magistrate is empowered to impose on persons falling 
within its scope. 

Clause gives the usual power in regard to the attachment of a penalty 
to a breach of by-laws. 

Clause 489 reproduces existing .section 306. 

Chapter XXV. 

Clause 490 should bo road witli clause 492. 

>/rhc existing section 351 deals with the procedure for pul)lishing l)y-laws, 
etc." It is desirable to liavo a uniform sy.st(!m in regard to tlic publication of 
l)y-laws, orders and public notices, etc. 

Clause 491 .—The main provisions of tluj existing Act in regard to the 
making of rules and by-laws are brought up to date by recognising the 
practice of issuing model rules and by-laws ami the fact that, where a stand¬ 
ard form of rule or by-law is adopted, it is not ncoo.ssary to go through a 
leiigtljy iM-ocodure, It also provides for the rescinding of model rules and 
by-laws by tlie Local Government. 

Cfat/Sfi 455 provides for facsimile signatures being used in notices, etc., 
in order to save work to the municipal staff. 

Clause 491 provides in detail for the persons who arc empowered to issue 
notices, by-laws, summonses, etc. 

Clauses 495 and 496 set out the procedure for the service of notices, 
by-law's, summonses, etc. This procedure is practically tlie same as in the 
existing Act, thougli tlie clauses have been re-arrauged for the purpose of 
greater clearness. 

Clauses 497 and 49S collect together the provisions in regard to th(} 
power of entry. Tlie wording is based on tlie existing Madras Act and on 
the existing section 351C. Similarly powers have been taken in the Calcutta 
Municipal-Act, 11)23. 

Clause 499 provides against the ob.struction of the Commissioners or 
any of their officers and servants in carrying out their duties under this Act. 
It has been drafted so as also to cover the cases of officers wlio may be called 
upon to assist the Commissioners in clfecting an entry. ' 

Clause 500 .—The existing provisions of section 17.5 arc extended to 
requisitions made under any part of the Act, and sucli requisitions may lie 
cjd'orced against,the owners and occupiers of lands and buildings and not 
only of lands which is the case under the pre.sent Act. 

Clause SOI reproduces the provisions of section 176 of the existing 
Act. It is not, of course, applicable to proceedings for the removal of 
nuisances which are of aii urgent nature. (In such ca.ses the party ha.s his 
oiiportunity of defending the case in the Magistrate’s Court.) 

Clauses 502 and 503 reproduce the provisions of sections 177 and 178 
of the existing Act. 

Clause 504 reproduces the provisions of section 179 of the existing Act 
with a small consequential amendment. 

Clause 505 reproduces the provisions of section 18U of the existing Act 
with the addition of sub-clause (2) to make it clear that punishment for 
failure to obey a reejuisition does not close the matter. It might pay a 
defaulter to pay the penalty on each occasion rather than carry out a 
necessary work. 

Clause 506 reproduces the provisions of section 181 of the existing Act 
with an amendment made consequentially to the enlargement of the 6coj)e 
of clause 500.

Clauses 507 and SOS reprociucc tho proviaiona of sections 182 and 183 of 
U)e existing Act with amendments on the same principle. 

Clauses 509 and 510 reproduce the provisions of sections 3G0 and 361 of 
tho present Act. 

Clause 511 reproduces tho provisions of section 212 of the present Act, 
except that it undergoes consequential enlargement on tlio same principle 
as cdiuise 300. 

Clause 512 reproduces tlie provisions of .section 211 of the existing Act 
with a minor drafting aniendment. 

Clause 513 has boon taken from tlio Jlonibay Act so as to avoid a lacuna 
in the existing law iji regard to persons who damage municipal ])rop(‘rty. 
There is no corresponding section in the Bengal Act. 

Clause 514 makes clear tlio position of agents and trustees in regard to 
])roperty witliin a nmiucijiality of which they are agmits or trustees. A 
similar provision has bimn inserted in tho Calcutta Munioipfd Act, 1923. 

Clause 515 .—Tho primople of section 242A in regard to appeals in 
respect of buildings, etc., lias been extended to appeals in regard to various 
other matters dealt with under the Bill. Wlieris howoyor, tho Commissioners 
under tlio Bill must only oxoroisoat a mcoling powers, which could formerly 
bo exercised otherwi.so than at a meeting, it is not necessary to provide for 
an a])peal. 

Clause 516 follows section 3.32 of the existing Act, but also covers 
prosecutions for broaches of rules and by-laws. 

Clause 517 roprodueos the provisions of .section 352 of the existing Act, 
except that it also covers prosecutions for brtiach of a rule. 

Clause 518 reproduces* the provisions of sootion 365 of the existing Act, 
with minor drafting amendments. 

Cfausc 5/5 follow's in the main tho provisions of section 3(i3 of tho 
existing Act, but is enlarged on tho same iirinciplos as have already been 
approved iii tho Village Solf-Coverument Act {vide soction (M of that Act). 

Clause 520 reproduces tho provisions of sections 184 and 185 of the 
existing Act with a minor drafting modifhiation. 

Clause 521 reproduces the provisions of .sections 316 and 3,58 of the. exist¬ 
ing Act, but it is made fuller, and the drafting of tho United Provinces Act 
ui this connection has been adopted. 

Clause 522 is based on section 128 of the existing Act. 

C'/oitstf 52.3 gives tho Coiuiiii.ssionors a discretion in deciding as to the 
persons who are bound to perform municipal diitie.s, etc.,or who have various 
rights in conncctiou with'municipal alfairs. It is based on the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 1923. 

Clause 524 makes clear tho position of municipal ollicers, servants, 
contractors and agents as public servants. A similar provision exists in the 
Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923. 

Clause 525 provides for tho prohibition of obstruction to munieiital 
contractors and is ahso based on tho Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923. 

Clause 526 provides against the removal of boundary marks without 
the permission of tho Commissionors. 

CZ(tM.se 52S gives the .same power of delegation as exists in tho i)rosont 
Act betwoon the Local Government and the Commissioners of divisions, 
excoi)t that tho delegation is more general, only tho constitutional 
provisions being exchrded from tho power of delegation. 

Clause 529 is based on the existing section 64, but has been enlarged on 
the same principle as is aciopted in tlu! United Provinces Act, to enable the 
Commissioner, District Magistrate or SulKlivisional OOicor to call for reports 
and returns and copies of documents and to place lieforo tlie Commissioners 
in writing his views on any matter concerning the municipality. 
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Clause 530 reinovoH the lacutiii m the existing Act in regard to the 
power of certain ofTicers of Governiuent to inspect innnicipal iustitutioiiii, 
registers, accounts, etc. 

Clause 631 oiuibles tlic public health authorities to place their views on 
any matter of public hea!tlil)eforotlieCotnmissioners,andthesamepower 
is granted to Inspectors of Schools in regard to educational matters in the 
municipality. 

Clause 532 reproduces the provisions of section 63 of the existing Act. 

Clause 533 reproduces tlic provisions of the first two paragraphs of the 
existing section (54. The tliird paragrapli is dealt with under clause 535. 

Clause 534. —Tliis clause, as is explained in the .Statement of Objects and 
Reasons, ])rovides for the superse.ssion of a particular dejiartment of a muni¬ 
cipality, in connection with which there is gross Jiiisnianagcmieut or persis¬ 
tent default or an alnise of i)()wer hy the Ooinmissioners. The provisien is 
less drastic than the super.session of the whole municipality. 

Clause 535 is on the limis of the third j)aragrai)h of the existing 
section (54. 

Clause 536. —'J’his clause is (explained fully in the Stateinont of Objects 
and Reasons. 

Clause 537 rcjiroduci's the provisions of .section 65 of tlu^ existing Act. 

5J5 a‘e])rodnces the j)rovisions of sectR)n 66 of the. existing Act. 
'Phis is the extnuuo case, in which the Lpcal Ooverument is compelled to 
supersede a municipality. 

Clause 539 enables the Local (Toverninent to withdraw sections that are 
extended by thtnn to any municipality. It applies the general princiides 
whi(;h are e.ontained in the General Clauses Act. 

Clause 540 reproduces the provisions of section 66A of the existing Act. 

0/nn.sv 54/contains a jaowor to the Local Government in regaifl to the 
alteration of the sehodides, I'xcept in such mattei'S as arcf basic to the Act or 
arc i>rovidc(l for elsewhere therein.

No. y.-213-I.—ln exercise of the powers conferred by sections 04 and 129A of 
tlie Government of India Act, and in supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India in the Reforms Office No. 767-F., dated ^he 271 h July 1920, and of all notifications 
amending the rules issued therewith, the Governor General in Council, with the sanction 
of the Secretary of State in Council, is pleased to make the following rules for the 
nomination and .election of members of the Council of State :—

1 . 


(1) These rules may be called the Council of State Electoral Rules. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context,— 

(a) “ the Act” means the Government of India Act; 

(ft) “Commissioners” means the Commissioners appointed for the purpose of 
holding an election inquiry under these rules; 

(c) “corrupt practice ” means any act deemed to be a corrupt practice under the 

provisions of Schedule V ; 

(d) "election agent” means the person appointed under these rules by a 

candidate as his agent for an election ; 

(e) “ Gazette ” means the Gazette of India ; and 
(/) “Schedule” means a Schedule to these rules.

PART I. 

Composition of Council of State and Constituencies. 

.1. The Council of State shall consist of— Compmition of 

Coniicil of Stati 

(1) thirty-three elected members, and 

(2) twenty-seven raembors nominated by the Governor General, of whom not 

more than twenty may be officials, and one shall be a person nominated as 
’ the result of an election held in Berar. 

Elected Members. 

4. The elected niombers shall be elected by the constituencies specified in Schedule I Oonstituo.noiefc 
subject to the provisions of that Schedule in regard to constituencio.s entitled to elect in 
rotation, and the number of members to bo elected by each constituency shall be as stated 
therein against that cmistitneiioy ; Provided that the Governor General in Council may 
by regulation divide into two or more constituencies any of the plural-member consti¬ 
tuencies and may distribute among the new constituencies so created the seats entered 
in Schedule I against the constituency which has been so divided. 
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PART II, 

Qualifications of Elected Members. 

I 

5. (1) .4 person shall nut be eligible for election as a member of the Council of State 
if such person— 

(o) is not a British subject; or 

(6) is a female ; or 

(c) has already made the oath or attirmation as a member of the Council of 

Stale ; or 

(d) having been a legal practitioner, has been dismissed or is under suspension 

from practising as such by order of any competent court: or 

(e) has been adjudged by a competent court to be of unsound mind ; or 

(/) is under 2S years of age ; or 

is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(A) being a discharged insolvent has not obtained from the court a certificate that 
his insolvency was caused bj’ misfortune without any misconduct on his part: 

Provided that, if the Rukr of a State in India or any subject of such a State is not 
ineligible for election to the Legislative Council of a province, such Ruler or subject shall 
not by reason of not being a British subject be ineligible for election to the Council of 
State by any constituency in that province : 

Provided, further, that the disqualification mentioned in clause (d) may be removed 
by an order of the Governor General in Council in this behalf. 

(2) A person against whom a conviction by a criminal court involving a sentence of 
transportation or imprisonment for a period of more than six mouths is subsisting shall, 
unless the oHeiice of which he was convicted has been pardoned, not be eligible for 
«leoCion for five years from the date of the expiration of the sentence. 

(3) If any person is convicted of an offence under Chapter IX>A of the Indian Penal 
Code punishable with imprisonment for a term exceeding six months or is after an 
inquiry by Commissioners appointed under any rules for the time being in force regard¬ 
ing elections to a legislative body constituted under the Act, rejtorted as guilty of a corrupt 
practice as specified in Part I, or in paragraph 1, 2 or 3 of Part II, of Schedule V, such 
person shall not be eligible for election for five years from the date of such conviction 
or of the finding of the Commissioners, as the case may be ; and a person reported by any 
such Commissioners to be guilty of any other corrupt practice shall he similarly disquali¬ 
fied for three years from such date. 

(4) If in respect of an election to any legislative body constituted under the Act a 
rettim of the election eitpenses of any person who has been nominated as a candidate at 
that election is not lodged within the timp and in the manner prescribed by or under the 
ruliiB made in that behalf, or if any such return is lodged which is found, either by 
Commissioners holding an inquiry into the election or by a Magistrate in a judicial 
proceeding, to be false in any material particular, neither the candidate nr)r his election 
agent shall be eligible for election for five years from the date of such election : 

Provided that any disqualification mentioned in sub-rule (3) or sub-rule (4) of this 
rule may be removed by an order uf the Governor General iu Council in that behalf. 

6. fl) No person shall be eligible for election as a member of the Council of State 
to represent— 

(fl) a general constituency situate in the United ProvinceB or in the province of 
Assam, un less his name is entered on the electoral roll of a general consti¬ 
tuency situate within the same province ; 

(6) a general constituency situate in the province of Madras, Bombay, Bengal, the 
Punjab'or Bihar and Orissa unless his name is entered on the electoral roll 
of the constituency or of another constituency situate in the same province 
and of the same communal description' as that by which he desires tn be 
elected ; 

(c) a general constituency situate in the Central Provinces or in the province *©£ 

Burma unless his name is entered on the electoral roll of the constituency. 

(2) No person shall be eligible for election as a member of the Council of State to 
represent a special constituency unless his name is entered un the electoral roll of the 
constituency. 

(3) For the purposes of these rules— 

(1) “special constituency ” means a European Commerce ooneitituency ; 

(2) “ general constituency ” means any constituency specified in Schedule I 

other than a European Commerce constituency. 

PART III. 

The Electoral Roll, 

7. (1) Every person shall be entitled to have his name registered on the electoral 
roll of a constituency who has the qualifications prescribed for an elector of that 
constituency and who is not subject to any of the disqualifications hereinafter set out, 
namely:— 

(a) is uot a British subject; or 

(b) is a female ; or 

fc) has been adjudged by a coippoteut court to be of unsound mind ; or 

(d) is under 21 years of age : 
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Provided that, if tiie yRuler of a State io India or any aubjeot of anoh a State is not 
disqualHied for registration on the electoral roll of a constituency of the Legislative 
Council of a province, such Ruler or subject shall not by reason of not being a British 
aubjeot be disqualified fur registration on the electoral roll of any constituency of the 
Council of State in that province : 

Provided further that, if a resolution is passed by the Council of State after nut leas 
than one month’s notice has been given of an intention to move such a resolution, recom¬ 
mending that the sex disqualification for registration should be removed either in respect of 
women generally or any class of women, the Governor General in Council shall make 
regulations providing that women or a class of women, as the case may be, shall not be 
disqualified for registratiun by reason only of their'sex, if they are not.so disqualified for 
registration as electors for the Legislative Council of their province: 

Provided, further, that no person shall be entitled to have his name registered on 
the electoral roll of more than one general constituency. 

(2) If any person i.s convicted of an offence under Chapter IX-A of the Indian Penal 
Code punishable with imprisonment fur a term exceeding six months or is, after an 
inquiry by Commissioners appointed under any rules for the time being in force regarding 
elections to a legislative body constituted under the Act, reported as guilty of a corrupt 
practice as specified in Part I or in paragraph 1, 2 or 3 of Part II, of Schedule V, his 
name, if on the electoral roll, shall be removed therefrom and shall not be registered 
thereon for a period of b years from the date of the conviction or the report, as the case 
may be, or, if not on the electoral roll, shall not be so registered for a like period ; and if 
any person is reported by any such Commissioners as guilty of any other corrupt practice, 
his name, if on the electoral roll, shall be removed therefrom and shall not be registered 
thereon for a period of three years from the date of the report or, if not on the electoral 
roll, shall not bo so registered for a like period : 

Provided that the Governor General in Council may direct that the name of any 
person to whom this sub-rule applies shall be registered on the electoral roll. ‘ 

8. (1) The qualifications of an elector for a general constituency shall be such Qislificationt 

i-c u ^1 of elector*. 

qualifications based on— 

(t) residence, or residence and community, and 

(it) (a) the holding of land, or 

(6) assessment to or payment of income-tax, or 

(c) past or present membership of a legislative body, or 

(d) past nr present tenure of office on a local authority, or 

(e) past or present university distinction, or 

(/) the tenure of office in a co-operative banking society, or 

(p) the holding of a title conferred for literary merit, 
as are specified in Schedule II in the case of that constituency. 

(2) The qualifications of an elector for special constituency shall be the qualifications 
specified in Schedule II in the case of that constituency, 

9. (1) An electoral roll shall be prepared for every constituency, on which shall be Klector*! roll, 
entered the names of all persons appearing to be entitled to be registered as electors for 

that constituency. It shall be published in the constituency together with a notice 
specifying the mode in which and the time within which any person whose name is not 
entered in the roll and who claims to have it inserted therein, or any person whose name 
is on the roll and who objects to the iuclusion of his own name or of the name of any 
other person on the roll, may prefer a claim or objection to the revising authority. 

(2) The regulations for the time being in force in any province for the purpose of 
elections to the Legislative Council of that province in regard to the following matiuis, 
namely:— 

(1) the authority by whom the electoral roll shall be prepared and the particulars 

to bo contained in the roll, 

(2) the time at which the roll shall be prepared, 

(3) the publication of the roll in the constituency to which it relates, 

(4) the mode in which and the time within which claims and objections may be 

preferred, 

(.fi) the constitution and appointment of Revising Authorities to dispose of claims 

and objections, 

(6) the manner in which notices of claims or objections shall be publishea ; 

(7) the place, date, and time at which and the manner to which claims or 

objections shall be heard, 

shall apply for the purpose of the holding of elections within that province lo the Council 
of State: 

Provided that the Governor General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette 
direct that such modifications and adaptations as he may specify shall be made in the 
application of those regulations. 

(3) The orders made by the Revising Authority shall be final, and tne electoral roll 
shall be amended in accordance therewith and shall, as so amended, b« lepublistied in 
the case of each province in such manner as may be prescribed by the regulations afore¬ 
said for the republication of electoral rolls of constituencies of the Legislative Council. 
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(4) Tbo electoral roll shall come into force from the date of such repablication, and 
ehall continue in force for a period of three yean after the expiration of which period a 
fresh roll shall be prepared in accordance with these rules ; 

Provided that the Governor General in Council may, by notiiloation in the -Gazette, 
direct the preparation in accordance with these rules of a fresh roll at any time before 
the expiration of the said period. t 

(5) If a constituency is called upon to elect a member or members after an electoral 
roll hits ceased to hove force and before the completion of the new electoral roll, the old 
electoral roll shall for the purposes of that election continue to operate as the electoral roll 
for the constituency. 

(6) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, any person may apply to 
such authority as may be appointed in this behalf by the Governor General in Council 
for the amendment of any electoral roll for the tune being in force, and the Governor 
GencMHl ill Council may, at any time after any such application has been made in respect 
of an electoral roll, by notiticaticn in the Gazette, direct the preparation of a list of amend¬ 
ments thereto, and all the provisions of this rule shall apply in the case of every such 
list in like manner as they apply in the case of electoral rolls : 

Provided that, where any such application is made for the correction of an existing 
entry in the electoral roll and the said authority is satisfied after such inquiry as the 
Governor General in Council may by regulation prescribe that the entry relates to the 
applicant and is erroneous or defective in any particular, ho may amend the roll or 
cause it to be amended accordingly. 

(7) When any list of amendments has teen republished under sub-rule (6), the 
electoral roll to which it relates shall b - deemed to have been amended accordingly. 

10. (1) Every person registered on the electoral roll for the time being in force for 
any constituency shall, while so registered, be entitled to vote at an election of a member 
or members for that constituency : 

Provided that— 

(а) no person shall vote at any general election in more than one general 

constituency, and 

(б) no person shall vote at any election if he is subject to any disability stated in 

rule 7. 

(2) If any person is in the course of the hearing of an election petition nndur these 
rules proved to have voted at the election in contravention of the proviso to sub-rule (1) 
his vote shall be void. 


PART IV. 

ElectioKb. 

11. (1) Any person may bo nominated as a candidate for election in any constituency 
for which he is eligible for election under these rules. 

(2) The local Government shall appoint for each constituency— 

(а) a date, not later than the fourteenth day after the date of the notification calling 

upon the constituency to elect a member, for the nomination of candidates ; 

(б) a further date, not later than the seventh day after the first mentioned date, 

for the scrutiny of nominations ; and , 

(c) a further date or dates on which a poll shall, if necessary, be taken ; 

and the dates so appointed shall be notified in the constituency in such manner as 
the local Government thinks fit. 

(iJl On or before the date so appointed for the nomination of candidates, each 
candidate shall, either in person or by his proposer and seconder together, between the 
hours of eleven o’clock in the forenoon and three o’clock in the afternoon deliver to the 
Returning Officer or to such other person as may be authorized in this behalf hy regulation 
a nomination paper completed in the form prescribed in Schedule III and subscribed by 
the candidate himself as assenting to the nomination and by two persons as proposer and 
seconder whose names are registered on the electoral roll of the ooustitnency. 

(4) Any person whose name is registered on the electoral roll of the constituency, 
and who is not sribject to any disability stated in rule 7, may subscribe, as proposer or 
seconder, as many nomination papers as there are vacancies to be filled but no more. 

(.*5) Every noniination paper delivered under sub-rule (3) shall be accompanied by 
a declaration in writing subscribed by the candidate that the candidate has appointed or 
does thereby appoint as his election agent for the election either himself or some one 
other person who is not disqualified under these rules for the appointment and who shall 
be named in the declaration ; and no candidate shall be deemed to be duly nominated 
unless such doclaiaiiuu is delivered along with the nomination paper. 

(6) Any nomination paper which is not received before three o'clock in the afternoon 
on the date appointed by the Local Government for the nomination of candidates shall 
be rejected. 





(7) The Rot-urn ing Officer or ether pemon anthorised ehall, en reoeiring a nomioa- ' 

ticn paper ander »ab*rule <3), inform the person or persons delivering the same of the 
date, hour and place appointed for the somtiny of nominations, ami shall enter in the 
nomination paper its serial number and shall sign theVeon a certificate stating the date on 
which and the hour at which the nomination paper has been delivered to him; and 
shall, as soon as may be thereafter, cause to be affixed in some cofispicnous place in his 
office a notice of the nomination, containing descriptions, similar to those contained in the 
nomination paper, both of the candidate and of the persons who have snbsoribed the 
nomination paper as proposer and seconder. * 

(8) Any candidate may withdraw his candidature by notice in writing subscribed by 

him and delivered to the Returning Officer or other person authorized on or before three 
o’clock in the afternoon on the date sacceediBg.«tha;t appointed by the local Government 
for the scrutiny of nominations. A candidate who has withdrawn his candidature shall 
not be allowed to cancel the withdrawal or to be re-nominatod as a candidate for the 
same election. • 

(9^ The Returning Officer or other person anthonzed shall, on receiving a notice of 
withdrawal under sub^rule (8), as soon as may be, cause a notice of the withdrawal to be 
affixed in some conspicuous place in his office. 

12. (1) On or before the date appointed for the nomination of candidates, each 
candidate shall deposit or cause to be deposited with the Heturniug Officer the sum of 
five hundred rupees in cash or in Government promissory notes of equal value at the 
market rate of the day ; and no candidate shall be deemed to be duly nominated unlees 
Buob deposit has been made. 

(2) If a candidate by whom or on whose behalf the deposit referred to in sub-rule (1) 
has been made withdraws his candidature in the manner and within the time specified 
in sub-rule (8) of rule 11, or if the nomination of any such candidate is refused, the 
deposit shall be returned to the person by whom it was made; and, if any candidate 
dies before the commencement of the poll, any such deposit, if made by him, shall be 
returned to his legal representative or, if not made by the candidate, shall be returned to 
the persons by whom it was made. 

(8) If a candidate by whom or on whose behalf the deposit referred to in sub-rule fl) 
has been made is not elected and the number of votes polled liy him does not exceed in 
the case of a constituency returning one or two members, one-eighth of the total number 
of voles polled or, in the case of a constituency returning more than two members, one- , 
eighth of the number of votes polled, divided by the number of juembers to be 
elected, the deposit shall bo forfeited to the Oovcriiment, 

(4) For the purpose of sub-rule (3), the number of votes polled shall he deemed to 
be the number of ballot papers, other than spoilt ballot papers counted ; and where the 
election is hold according to the system of proportional representation by means of the 
single transferable vote, the number of votes pulled by a candidate shall be the number 
of votes polled by him as first preferences. 

(.')) If a candidate by whom or on whose behalf the deposit referred to in sub-rule (1) 
has been made is elected and thereafter his seat is declared vacant nnder these rules owing 
to his failure to make the oath or affirmation hereinafter prescribed, the deposit shall bo 
forfeited to the Government. 

(ti) The deposit made in respect of a candidate who is not elected shall, if it is not 
forfeited under siib-rnle (3), be returned to the candidate or to the person who has made 
the deposit on his behalf, as the case may be, as soon as may be after the publioation of 
the result of the election in the Gazette ; and the deposit made in respect of a candidate 
who is elected shall, if it is not forfeited under sub-rule (.')), be so returned as soon as 
may he after the candidate has made the oath or affirmation hereinafter prescribed : 

Provided that, if a candidate is duly nominated at a general election in more than 
one constituency, iiot more than one of the deposits made by him or on his behalf shall 
be returned, and the remainder shall be forfeited to the Government. 

13. If a candidate who has been duly nominated dies after the date appointed for Ueath of candii 
the Bcrut-iny of nominatioiiB and before the date appointed for the taking of a poll, the 
Returning Officer or other authorized person referred to in sub-rule (3) of rule 11 shali, 
npon'boing satisfied of the faei of the death of tho candidate, countermand tlio poll and 

report the fact to the local Government, and all proceedings with reference to the election 
shall he commenced anew in all respects as if fur a hew election : 

Provided that no ftesh nomination shall be necessary in the case of a candidate who 
stood nominated at the time of tho countermanding of the poll. 

14. (1) If the number of candidates who are duly nominated and who have not Proc^nroat 
withdrawn their candidature in the manner and within the time specified in snb-nilc (8) 

of rule 11 exceeds that of the vacancies, a poll shall be taken, 

(2) If the number of such candidates is equal to the number of vacancies, all ouch 
candidates shall be declared to be duly elected. 

(3) If the number of such candidates is less than the number of vacancies, all such 
candidates, if any, shall be declared to be elected, and the Governor General shall, by a 
notification in the Gazette, call upon the constituency to elect a person or persons, as the 
case may be, within sneh time as may be prescribed by tho notification : 

Provided that where the constitnenoy, having already been called upon under this sub- 
rale, has failed to el^ot a person or the r^nisite number of persons, as the case may be. 
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to 611 the vacancy or vacancies, the Governor General shall not be bound to call again 
upon the oonstitnency to elect apefson or persons nntil such time, it any, as he thinks &t 

(4) Votes shall be given by ballot, and no votes shall be received by proxy. 

(5) In plural-member constituencies every elector shall have as many votes as there 
are members to be elected, but no elector shall give more than one vote to any one 
candidate except in the case of the Bombay (non-Muhammadan) constituency, in which 
constituency an elector may accumulate all his votes on any one candidate or may 
distribute them among the candidates as he pleases : 

Provided that in the Madras (non-Muhammadan) constituency the election 
shall be made according to the principle of proportional representation by means of the 
single transferable vote, and votes shall be given in accordance with regulations made in 
that behalf by the Gtovernor-Geueral in Council. 

(6) Votes shall be counted by, or under the supervision of, the Returning OfBoer, 
and each candidate, liie election auenl of each candidate, and one representative of each 
candidate, uuthor'sed in writing by the candidate shall have a right to be present at the 
time of counting. 

(7) When the counting of the votes has been completed, the Returning Officer shall 
forthwith declare the candidate or candidates, as the case may be, to whom the largest 
number of votes has been given to te elected: 

Provided that in the Madras (non-Muhammadan) constituency the Returning 
Officer shall determine the candidates to whom the largest number of votes has been 
given in accordance with the regulations made in that behalf. 

(8) Where an equality of votes is found to exist between any candidates and the 
addition of one vote will entitle any of the candidates to be declared elected, the determi¬ 
nation of the person or persons to whom such one additional vote shall be deemed to have 
been given shall be made by lot to be drawn in the presence of the Returning Officer and 
in such manner as he may determine. 

(9) The Returning Officer shall without delay report the result of the election to the 
Secretary to the Government of India in the Legislative Department and the name or 
names of the candidate or candidates elected shall be published in the Gazette. 

15. The regulations for the time being in force in any province tor the purpose of 
ding the elections to the Legislative Council of that province in regard to the follewing matters, 
let uf elections, namely :_ 

(1) for the scrutiny of nominations and, in particular, for the manner in which 

such scrutiny shall be conducted and for the conditions and circumstances 
in which any person may be present or may enter objections thereat, 

(2) for the appointment in each constituency of a Returning Officer and for his 

powers and duties, and for the performance by other persons of any power 
or duty of the Returning Officer, 

(3) for the division of general constituencies into polling ureas and 'for the 

appointment of pullipg stations for these areas,— 

(4) for the appointment of officers to preside at polling stations, and for the dnties 

of such officers, 

(5) for the checking of voters by reference to the electoral roll, 

(6) for the manner in which votes are to be given, both generally and in the case 

of illiterate voters or voters under physical or other disability, 

(7) for the procedure to be followed in respect of tender of votes by persons 

representing themselves to be electors after other persons have voted as such 
electors, 

(8) for the scrutiny of votes, 

(9) for the safe onstody of ballot papers and other election papers, for the period 

for which each papers shall be preserved, and for the inspection and pro¬ 
duction of snob papers, and 

(10) for the conduct of elections generally, 

/ 

shall apply for the purpose of the holding of el4K)ttoQi within that province to the 
Council of State: 
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ProTided that the OoTeroor General in Oonneil may, by notification in the Gazette, 
direct that such modifications and adaptatione as he may specify shall be made in the 
application of those regulations. 

In particular the Governor General in Council may, if a resolution in favour of 'the 
introduction of proportional reprosectation is passed by the Council of State after not 
less than one month’s notice has been given pf an intention to move such a resolution, 
introduce for any pluraNmernber constituencies the method of election by the single 
transferable vote, and may make all necessary regulations for the purpose and may 
group together single-member cousiituencies so as to nnako new plural-member consti¬ 
tuencies. 

16. (1) If any person is elected by more than one constituency, he shall, Jjy notice 
in writing signed by him and delivered to the Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Legislative Department within seven days from the date of the publication of the result 
of such election in the Gazette, choose for which of these constituencies he shall serve, 
and the choice shall be conclusive. 

(2) When any such choice has been made, the Governor General shall call upon any 
constituency or constituencies for which such person has not chosen to serve to elect 
another person or persons. 

(3) If the candidate does not make the choice referred to in sub-rule (1) of this 
rule, the elections of such person shall bo void and the Governor General shall call 
upon the constituency or cousiituencies concerned to elect another person or persons. 

Election Agents and Return of Expenses. 

17. No person shall be appointed an election agent who is himself ineligible for 
election as being subject to any disqualification mentioned in sub-rule (3) or sub-rule (4) 
of rule 5. 

18. (1) The appointment of an election agent, whether the election agent appointed 
be the candidate himself or not, may only be revoked in a writing signed by the candidate 
and lodged with the officer receiving nominations and shall operate from the date on 
which it is so lodged. 

(2) In the event of such a revocation or of the death of any election agent, whether 
such event occurs before, during or after the election, then the candidate siiall appoint 
forthwith another election agent and declare his name in writing to the said officer. 

19. (1) Within thirty-five day-s from the date of the publication of the result of an 
election under sub-rule (9) of rule 14, there shall be lodged with the Returning Officer in 
respect of each person who has been nominated as a candidate fur the election a return, 
in such form as the Governor General in Council may by regulation prescribe of the 
election evpenses of such person containing the particulars specified in Schedule IV and 
signed both by the caiulidale and by his election agent. 

(2) Every such return shall contain a statement of all payments made by the 
candidate or by his election agent or by any persons on behalf of the candidate or in his 
interests for expenses incurred on account of, or in respect of, the conduct and manage¬ 
ment of ihe election, and further a statement of all unpaid claims in respect of such 
expenses of which he or his election agent is aware. 

(3) The return shall be accompanied by declarations by tho candidate and his elec¬ 
tion ageni which shall bo in the form contained in tho said Schedule and shall be made on 
oath or aifirmation before a .Magistrate. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, where a candidate is, owing 
to absence from India, unable to sign the return of election expenses and to make the 
declaration within the period prescribed in this rule, the return shall he signed and 
lodged by the election agent only an'i shall be accompanied by a declaration by the 
election agent under sub-rule (3), and within fourteen days after the return of the 
candidate to India he shall cause to be lodged with t^e Returning Officer a declaration 
made on oath or affirmation before a Magistrate in the special form for the purpose 
contained in the said .Schedule. 

(5) When any return and the declarations made in respect thereof have been lodged 
with the Returning Officer, tho Returning Officer shall, as soon as may be, cause a 
notice of the date on which the return and declarations in question have been lodged, 
and of the time and jilace at which they can be inspected, to be fixed in some conspicuous 
place in his office and to be published in the local official Gazette, and any person shall, 
on payment of a fee of one rupt-e, be entitled to inspect any such return or declaration 
and, on payment of such fee as the Local Government may prescribe, to obtain a copy 
or copies, thereof, or of any part thereof. 

(6) The Governor General in Council shall cause to be prepared in such manner, and 
maintained for such time, as he may direct, a record showing the names of all candidates 
at every election under these rules and the name of the election agent of each such can¬ 
didate and the date on which the return of election expenses of each candidate has been 
lodged with the Returning Officer. 

20. (1) The Governor-General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette,— 

(a) fix maximum scales of elections expenses, which shall be applicable to 
any election held after the first elections under these rules; and 

(h) prescribe the numbers and descriptions of persons who may be employed 
for payment in connexion with any election held under these rules. 
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(2) Any notification issued under this rule may make ditlerent provisions for 
dififereut constituencies. 

21. Every election agent shall, for eaoh election for which he is appointed an 
election agent, keep separate and regular books of account in which the particulars of 
all expemiitiiro of the nature referred to in rule 19 shall be entered, whether such 
cxpeiulituie is incurred by the candidate or by the election agent or by any person under 
the direction of the candidate or the election agent. 

PART V. 

Nominated Members. 

« 

22. (1) Save as expressly provided in these rules in regard to the nomination of a 
person elected in Borar, no person shall be nominated to the Council of State who— 

(а) is not a British subject; or 

(б) is u female; or 

(c) has already made the oath or affirmation as a member of the Council 

of State; or 

(d) having been u legal practitioner has been disuiisaed or is under suspension 

from practising as such by order of any competent court; or 
(«) has been adjudged by a competent court to be of unsound mind ; or 
(/) is under 2.^ years of age ; or 
(ff) is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(A) being a discharged insolvent ha.s not obtained from the court a certificate 
that his insolvency was caused by misfortune without any misconduct 
on his part; 

Provided that, if the Ruler of a State in India or any subject of such a State is not 
disqualified for nomination to the Legislative Council of a province, sucli Ruler or subject 
shall uot by reason of tioc ladng a Briti.sh subject be disqualified for nomination to the 
Council of State to roi)roHent that province ; 

Provided furtlicr that the disqualification moutioBcd in clause (e/) may be removed 
by an order of the (r.ivernor General in Council iu this bidiulf. 

(2) A person against whom a conviction by a criminal court involving a sentence 
of transportation or imprisomnent for a period of more than six months is subsisting 
shall, unless the olTence of which he was convicted has been pardoned, not be eligible fur 
numimitiou for live years from the date of the expiration of the sentence. 

(3) If any person is convicted of an offence under Chapter IX-A of tho Indian Penal 
Code punisuable with imprisunment for a term exceeding six mouths or is, ufu-r an 
inquiry by Commissioners appointed under any rules for the time being in force 
regarding elections to a legislative body constituted under the Act, reported as guilty of a 
corrupt practice as spcuitieil in Part 1, or in paragraph 1, 2 or 3 o.f Part II, of Schedule V, 
such person shall not be eligible for nomination for five years from the date of such 
conviction or of tho finding of the Commissioners, as tlie case may be ; and a person 
reported by any such Coinmissionprs to be guilty of any other corrupt practice shall bo 
similarly disqualified for thnte years from such ilate. 

(4) If in respect of an election to any legislative body constituted under this Act a 
return of the election expenses of any person who has boon nominated as a candidate at the 
election is not lodgoil within the lime and in tho manner prescribed by or under the 
rules made iu that behalf, or if any such return is lodged whioli is found either by Com¬ 
missioners holding an iininiry into the election or by a Magistrate in a judicial proceeding, 
to be false iu any mtiteriiil particnlar, neither the candidate nor his election agent sliall 
be eligible fur nomination for five years from the date of the election : 

Provided that any disquali^ation mentioned in sub-rule (3) or sub-rnle (4) of this 
rule may be removed by an order of the Governor General in Coupcil in that behalf. 

23. (1) A iiomiuated nun-official member shall hold office for tho duration of the 
Council of State to which he is nominated. 

(2) Official members shall hold office for the duration of the Council of State to 
which they are nominated or for such shorter period as the Governor General may, at the 
time of nomination, determine. 


PART VI. 

General Provisions. 

Obligation to take Oath. 

24. Every person who is elncted or nominated to be a member of the Council of 
State shall, before taking hia seat, make, at a meeting of the Council of State, an oath or 
affirmation of his allegiance to the Crown in the following form, namely ;— 

1, A. B., having been ^;[,7n»tod' ^ msmber of this Oonncil do aolemnly swear (or 
affirm) that I will be faithful and bear true allegiunoe to His Majesty the King-Emperor 
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of India, His huirs and suooessora, anS that I will faithtnlly discharge the duty upon 
which I am about to enter. 


Facalion of teat. 

25. If any person having been elected or nominated subsequently becomes subject 
to any of the disabilities stated in clauses {«), {d), (e), (g) and (A) of sub-rule (1) or 
in sub-rules (2), ^3) and (4) of rule 5 or of rule 22, as the case may bo, or fails to make 
the oath or aflirmation prescribed by rule 24 within such time as the Governor General 
considers reasonable, the Governor General shall, if the disqualification has not been 
removed under these rules by notifio.ition in the Gasette, declare his seat to be vacant. 

2ti. (1) When a vacancy occurs in the case of an elected member by reason of his 
election being declared void, or his S3at being declared vacant, or bv reason of absence 
from India, inability to attend to duty, death, acc-ptance of oliice or resignation duly 
accepted, the Governor General shall, by notification in the Gazette, call upon the 
constituency concerned to elect a person for the purpose of filling the vacancy within 
such time as may be prescribed by such notification, 

(2) If a vacancy occurs in the case of a nominated member, the Governor General 
shall nominate to the vacancy a person having the necessary qualification under these 
rules. 


General Elections. 

27. (1) On the expiration of the duration of a Council of State or on its dissolution a 
general election shall be held in order that a new Council of State may be constituted. 

(2) On such expiration or dissolution, the Governor General shall, by notification in 
the Gazi-tto, call upon the coiisiitnencies referred to in rule 4 to elect members in accor¬ 
dance with tliese rules within such time after the date of expiration or dissolution as may 
i)e prescribed by such notification: 

Provided'that, if the Governor General thinks fit, such notification may be issued at 
any time not I euig more than three months prior to the date on which the duration of the 
Council of Stale would empire in the ordinary course of events. 

(3) Before the date fixed for the first meeting of the Council of State the Governor 
Gimeral shall make such nominations as may he necessary to complete the Council of 
State, 

28. As soon as may be after the expiration of the time fixed for the election of 
members at any general election, the names of the members elected for the various cons¬ 
tituencies at such election sliali be notified in the Gazette. 

211. If any dilllculty arises as to the preparation or publication of any electoral roll 
or of any list of ameudments to any such roll or us to the holding of auy election under 
these rules, the Governor General in Council may by order do anything not inconsistent 
wiih these rules which appears to him to be necessary for the proper preparation or puoli- 
cation of the roll or for the proper holding of the election. 

PART VII. 

The Final Decision op Doubts and Disputes as to the Validity op an 

Election. 

30. In this Part and in Schedule V, unless there is anything lepugiiaut in the 
subject or context,— 

(a) “agent’* includes an election agent and any person who is held by Commis- 
siouers to have acted as an agent in connection with an election with the 
knowledge or consent of the candidate ; < 

(A) “ candidate ” means a person who has been nominated as a candidate, at any 
election or who claims that he has been so nominated or that his nomiuu- 
tioa has been improperly refused, and includes a person who, when an 
election is in contemplation, holds himself out us a piospecdvo candidate at 
such election, provided that he is sabsequently nominated as a candidate at 
such election; 

(c) “ electoral right" means the right of a person to stand or not to stand as, or to 

withdraw from being, a candidate, or to vote or refrain from voting at an 
election; and 

(d) “returned candidate" means a candidate whoso name has been published 

under these rules as duly elected. 
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3], No election shall be called in question extsept by an election petition presented 
in accordance vrith the provisipns of this Part. 

32. (i) An election petition against any returned candidate may be presented to the 
Governor General— 

(а) by any candidate or elector within fourteen days from the date on which 

the return of the election expenses of the returned candidate and the 
declarations, referred to in rule 19, are received by the Returning Officer ; or 

(б) within .'10 days from that date by an officer empowered by the Governor 

General in Council in this behalf on the ground that the election has not 
been a free elec-tion by reason of the large number of cases in which 
undue influence or bribery has been exercised or committed ; or 

(c) on the ground that the returned candidafe or his etention agent or any other 
person noting with the connivance of the candidate or of his election 
agent has been guilty of the offence of bribery, undue influence or 
personation as defined in Chapter IX-A of the Indian Penal Code in 
respect of the election, by any candidate or elector within fourteen days 
from the date on which such returned candidate, election agent or other 
person is convicted of such offence. 

(3) An election petition shall be deemed to have been presented to the Governor 
General when it is delivered to the Governor General or to any otlicer appointed bj him in 
this behalf— 

(«) by tlie person making the petition ; or 

(l>) by a person authorised in writing in this behalf by the person making the 
petition ; or 

(f) by registered post. 

(5) When the last day of the period for the presentation of an election petition 
under this rule is a public holiday within the meaning of section 2.') of the Negotiable 
Instruments Act. 1881, or has lieen notified by the Local Government of the Province 
in which the petition is pre.setited as a day to be observed as a holiday in Government 
offices, the petition shall be considered as having been received in due time if it is 
prosonted on the next succeeding day which is neither such a public holiday nor a day 
so notified. 

(4) For the purposes of clause (») of sub-rule (7), the date on which the return of 
the election expenses and the declarations referred to in rule 19 are received by the 
Returning Officer, shall, in the case of a candidate who has madtt such return and 
declaration in tlie manner provided in siili-rule (4) of that rule, be deemed to be the date 
on which the declaration of the caudidate under that sub-rule is received. 

33. (7) The petition shall contain a statement iii concise form of llie material fuctr 
on which the iictitioner relies and shall, where necessary, be divided into paragraph! 
numberml consecutively. It shall be signed by tlie petitioner and verified in the niannei 
prescribed for the verificatitin of pleadings in the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, 

(3) The petition shall be accoin])anied liy a list signed and verified in like munnei 
setting forth full partienlars of any corrupt practice which the petitioner alleges, including 
as full a statement as possible as to the names of the parties alleged to have committed 
any corrupt practice and the date and place of the commission of each such practice. 

(5) The Commissioners may, ujKm such terms as to costs and otherwise as they 
may <lireet at any time allow the jiartioulars included in the said list to be amended or 
order such farther and better jiarticulars in regard to any matter referred to therein to be 
funiislied as may in their opinion be necessary for the purpose of ensuring a fair and 
effectual trial of the petition. 

34. The petitioner may, if be so desires, in addition to calling in question the 
election of returned candidate, claim a declaration that he himself or* any other 
candidate hu.s been duly elected; in which case be shall join 'as respondents to his 
petition all other candiilates who were nominated at the election. 

35. At the time of presentation of the petition, the petitioner shall, except where 
the petition is presented under clause {/>) of sub-rule (7) of rule 32, deposit with it the 
sum of one thousand rupees in cash or in Government Promissory Notes of equal value 
at the market rate of the day as security for the costs of the same. 

36. (7) If the provisions of rule 32, rule 33 or rule 35 are not complied with 
the Governor General shall dismiss tlie petition. 

(3) If the petition is not dismissed under sub-rule (7)— 

(u) the Governor General shall appoint as Commissioners for the trial of the petition 
three persons who are or have been, or are eligible to be appointed, Judges 
of a High Court within the meaning of section 101 (3) of the Act, and shall 
appoint one of them to be the President, and thereafter all applications and 
proceedings in connection therewith shall be dealt with and held by such 
Commissioners; 

, (5) the President of the Commission shall, as soon as may be, cause a copy of the 
petition to tie served on each respondent and to be published in the Gazette, 
and may call on the petitioner to execute a bond in such amount and with 
such sureties as he may require for the payment of any farther costs. At 
any time within fourteen days after such pnbiioution, any other candidate 
shall be entitled to be joined as a respondent on giving security in'a like 
amount and proouring the execution of a like bond : 
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Provided that the execution of auoh a bond by the petitioner ahall not be required 
in any cage where the petition haa been preaented under clauae (6) of aiib-rule (;) of 
rule 3^ 

{3) When in reapeet of an election in a conatitnenoy more petitiona than one are 
presented,-the Governor General ahall refer all such petitions to the same Commissinners, 
who may at their discretion inquire into the petitions either in one or in more proceedings 
as they shrll think ht, 

( 4 ) If the services of any Commissioner are not available for the purpose of the 
inquiry, or if, during the course of the inquiry, any Commissioner is unable to continue 
to attend the same, the Governor General shall appoint another Commissioner, and the 
inquiry shall recommence before the Commission as so reconstituted : 

Provided that the Commissioners may direct that any evidence already recorded 
may remain upon the record, in which case it shall not he necessary to re-examine those 
witnesses who have already been examined and discharged. 

(5) Nothing in this rule shall be deemed to prevent the appointment of the 
President of a Commission before the other Commiasiouers are appointed and, if 
the Presidont is so appointed, all references to the Commissioners in these rules shall, in 
respect of any matter which may be or is to be done before the commencement of the 
inquiry, be deemed to bo references to the President. 

37. Subject to the other provisions of these rules every election petition shall be 
inquired into by the Commissioners, as nearly as may be, in accordance with the 
procedure applicable under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1^8, to the trial of suits : 

Provided that it shall only be necessary for the Commissioners to make a memo¬ 
randum of the substance of the evidence of any witness examined by them. 

38. The inquiry shall be held at such place as the Governor General may appoint: 

Provided that the Commissioners may in their discretion sit for any part of the 
inquiry at any other place in the province in which the constituency in question is situated 
and may depute any one of their number to take evidence at any place in that province. 

39. (/) An election petition may be withdrawn only by leave of the Commissioners, 
or if an application for withdrawal is made before any Commissioner has been appointed, 
of the Governor General. 

(2) If there are more petitioners than one, no application to withdraw a petition 
shall be made, except with the consent of all the petitioners. 

(5) When au application for withdrawal is made to the Commissioners, notice thereof 
fixing a date for the hearing of the application shall be given to all other parties to the 
petition and shall be published in the Gazette. 

(4) No application for withdrawal ahall be granted, if, in the opinion of the Governor 
General or of the Commissioners as the case may be, such application has been induced 
by any bargain or consideration which ought not to be allowed. 

(d) If the application is granted— 

(rt) the petitioner shall, where the application haa been made to the Commis¬ 
sioners, be ordered to pay the costs of the respondent theretofore incurred 
or such portion thereof as the Commissioners may think lit ; 

(i) notice of the withdrawal shall be published in the Gazette by the Governor 
GeiiiTal or by the Commissioners, as the case may be ; 

(c) any iierson who might himself have been a petitioner may, within fourteen 
days of snoh publication, apply to be substituted us petitioner in place of 
the party withdrawing, and, upon compliance with the conditions of rule 35 
as to security, shall be entitled to be so substituted and to continue the pro¬ 
ceedings upon such terms as the Commissioners may think lit. 

40. (1) An election petition shall abate §nly on the death of a sole petitioner or of 
the survivor of several petitioners : 

Provided that, where such sole petitioner was an ofiflcer empowered under clause (fj) 
of sub-rule ff) of rule 32, the proceedings may be continued by any other officer 
empowered in this behalf by the Governor General in Council. 

(2) Notice of the abatement of an election petition shall be published in the Gazette 
by the Commissioners or, if the petition abates before any Commissioner has been 
appointed, by the Governor General. 


(S) Any person who might hiinaelf have been a petitioner may, within fourteen davs 
of such publication, apply to be subatituted as petitioner, and, upon compliance with the 
conditions of rule 35 as to security, shall be entitled to be so substituted and to 
continue the prooeedinga upon such terms as the Commissioners may think fit 
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41. If before the conolasioa of the trial of an election petition the respon-ient dies 
or gives not.ic>4 that ho does not intend to oppose the petition, the Commissioners shall 
cause notice of such event to be publislied in the Gazette, and thereupon any person 
who might have been a petitioner may, within fourteen days of such publication, apply 
to be substituted for sach respondent to oppose the petition, and shall be eptitled to 
continue the proceedings upon such terms as the Commissioners may think fit. 

42. (7) Where at an inquiry into an election petitio \ any candidate, other than the 
returned candidate, claims the seat for himself, the returned candidate or any other party 
may give evidence to prove that the election of such candidate would have been void if ho 
had been the ruturned candidate and a petition had been presented complaining of his 
election : 

Provided that the returned candidate or such other party as aforesaid shall not be 
entitled to give such evidence unless he has, within fourteen days from the date of the 
publication of the election petition under clause (J) of sub-rule {2) of rule il6, given 
notice of hi.s intention to the Commissioners and made the deposit and procured the 
evcciitiou of the bond referred to in rules .‘56 and 36, respectively. 

(2) Every notice referred to in sub-rule (7) shall be accompanied by the statement 
and list of particulars required by rule 33 in the case of an election petition and shall 
be signed and verified in like manner. 

43. When at an inquiry into an 'dection petition the Commissioners so order, the 
Advocate-General or some person acting under his instructions shall attend and take such 
part therein as they may direct. 

K.rjjlnttnlion .—The expression “Advocate General” includes also a Government 
Advocate, or, where there is no Advocate General or (Tovernmeiit Advocate, such other 
ofiicer as the local Government may appoint in this behalf. 

14. (7) Sive as hereinafter provided in this rule, if in the opinion of the 
Commissiotiers— 

(n) the election of a returneci candi>late has been procured or induced, or the 
result of the election has been materially affected, by a corrupt practice, or 
any corrupt practice specified in Part I of Scbeilule V has been committed, or 

(<;) the r< sult of the election has been materially affected by the improper accejit- 
auco or refu’sal of any nomination or by the improper reception or refusal 
of a vote, or the reception of any vote which is void or by any non-com- 
])liiince with the provisions of the Act or the rules or legnlations made 
thereunder, or by any mistake in the use of any form annexed thereto, (*r 

({/) the el -ction has not been a free election by reason of the large number of cases 
in whicii nndu- influence or bribery, witliin the meining either of Part I or 
of i’art II, of 8chedu[e V has been exercised or committed, 

the election of the returned candidate shall he void. 

(2) If the Commissioners report that a returned candidate has been guilty by an 
agent (ottier tiian his election agent) of any corrupt practice specified in Part 1 of 
Sche itileV which does not amount to any form of bribery other than treating as 
hereinafter explained or to the procuring or abetment of personation, and if tlio Commis¬ 
sioners furllier report that the candidate has satisfied them that— 

[a) no corrupt practice was committed at such election by the candidate or his 

. election agent, and the corrupt practices mentioned in the report were 
committed contrary to the orders and without the sanction or connivance 
of such candidate or his .election agent, and 

( b) such candidate and bis election agent took all reasonable means for preventing 

the commission of corrupt practices at such election, and 

(f) the corrupt practices mentioned in the said report were of a trivial, unimport¬ 
ant and limited character, and 

(d) in all other respects the election was free from any corrupt practice on the 
part of such candidate or any of his agents, 

then the Commissioners may find that th# election of such candidate is not void. 

Exj)lanatiiin .—For th^-purpose of this snb-rule “ treating” means the incurring in 
whole or in part by any person of the expense of giving or providing any food, drink, 
enti-rtainmeiit or provision to any person with the object, directly or indirectly, of indne- 
ing him or any other person to “vote or refrain from voting or as a reward for having 
voted or refrained from voting. 

4.'). (7 j At tlio conclusion of the enquiry, the Commissioners shall report whether 
the returned candidate or any other parly to the petition who has under the provisions 
of these rules claimed the seat has been duly elected, and in so reporting shall have regard 
to the jirovisions of rule 44. 

(2) The report shall further include a recommendation by the Commissioners as to 
the total amount of costs which are payable and the persons by and to whom such costs 
should be paid. Such recommendation may inolnde a recommendation for the payment 
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of coats to the Advocate General or a person acting nnder his instr actions, attending in 
pursuance of an order made under rule 43. 

(j) The report shall be in writing and shall be signed by all the Commissioners. 
The Commissioners shall forthwith forward their report to the Governor General who, 
on receipt thereof, shall issue orders in accordance with the report and publish the report 
in the Gazette, and the orders of the Governor General shall be final. 

46. If either in their report or upon any other matter there is a difference of 
opinion among the Commissioners, the opinion of the majority shall prevail, and their 
report shall be expressed in the terms of the views of the majority. 

47. Where any charge is made in an election petition of any corrupt practice, the 
Commissioners shall record in their report— 

{a) a finding whether a corrupt practice bas or has not boon proved to have been 
committed by any candidate or his agent, or with the connivance of any 
candidate or his agent, and the nature of such corrupt practice, and 
(it) the names of all persons (if any) who have been proved at the inquiry to have 
been guilty of any corrupt practice and the nature of such corrupt practice 
with any such recommendations as they may desire to make for the 
exemption of any such persons from any disqualifications they may have 
incurred in this connection under these rules: 

Provided that no person shall be so named in the report unless he has been given 
a reasonable opportunity of showing cause why his name should not be so recorded.

1. F6r the purposes of this Piirt— 

(a) “previous year” iiieans the financial year preceding that in which the electoral 
roll or the list of amendments thereto, as the case may bo, for the time 
being under preparaHon is first published under these rules ; 

(li) a itersou shall be deemed to have a place of residence within the limits of 
a constituency or of India, as the case may be, if he— 

(1) ordinarily lives within those limits, or 

(2) has his family dwelling house within those Ilmtits and occasionally 

occupies it, or 

(3) maintains within those limits a dwelling house ready for occupation 

in charge of servants and occasionally occupies it.

drawal of any candidate, which statoment is reasonably calculated to prejudice the prospects 
of such candidate’s election. 

5. The incurring or authorising by a candidato or his agent of expenditiiro or tho 
employment of any person by a candidato or his .agent in contravention of the provisions 
of any notification of the Governor General in Gouncil issued under rule 20 of these rules.

No, 114. —The following is published for general information :— 

The India Treaty of Peace (Hungary) Order, 1923, to give effect to certain sections of 
the Tinsatv of Peace with Hungary was published in the Gazette of India, dated 28th July 
1923. 

In jjursiiance of section 1 (i) of this Order the Governor General in Council has 
established a Local Clearing Ofilce at the headquarters of the Government of India for the 
settlement of outstanding debts and claims between British and Hungarian nationals in 
accordance with the terms of the Treaty of Trianon and has appointed Mr. B. S. Kisch, 
I.C.S., Controller, Local Clearing Office (Enemy Debts), and Administrator of Austrian 
Property in India for Germany, as Administrator thereof. 

Attention is invited to the following matters provided for in the Treaty and Order :— 

It is unlawful for any person to pay or accept payment of any (^nomy debt except 
where recovery thereof in a Court of Law is allowed by the Order otherwise than through 
or by the leave of the Local Clearing Odice or the Clearing Office established in the United 
Kingdom, and no person Interested in such debt as debtor or creditor sliall have any 
communications with any other person interested therein as creditor or debtor except 
through or by the leave of such Offices, [.'.ection 1 (ft) of the Order.] 

All creditors of Hungarian nationals must give notice to the Local Clearing Office of 
debts due to them before the 31st January 1924. (Paragraph 5 of the Annex to article 
231 of the Treaty.) 

All property, rights and interest within India belonging to nationals of the former 
Hungarian Empire on 2f)th July 1921 and tho net proceeds of their sale, liquidation or 
other dealing therewith are charged with the payment of certain claims of British nation¬ 
als, including claims in respect of dedits due to them by Hungarian nationals. [Section 1 
(ix) of the Order.] 

No person shall without the. consent of the Administrator, acting under the general 
directions of the Gover^iior General in Council, transfer, part with or otherwise deal in any 
properly, rights or interests subject to the charge ; any person who contravenes this pro¬ 
vision shall, on conviction before a Magistrate, In; punishable with iinprisoniuent which 
may extemi to three months, or with fine, or with both.

the Administrator with such particulars in relation thereto as the Adininistratur may 
require, and if any person fails to do so or furnishes any false inform ilioii, he shall on 
conviction before a Magistrate be liable to line. [Section 1 (.r) (*) of the Order.] 

If any person called upon to pay any money or to transfer or otherwise to deal with 
any property, right or interest lias reason to suspect that the same is subject to such charge 
as aforesaid he ehall before paying, transferring or dealing with the same n'port the matter 
to the Administrator and shall comply with any directions ihut the Administrator may 
give with respect thereto, [Seption 1 (ar) (/>) of the Order.]

2. The returning officers for the constituencies mentioned in the first column of the 
Schedule hereto annexed shall be the persons respectively specified in the corresponding 
entry in the second column thereof. 

3. (1) The persons specified in the third column of the said schedule may, subject to 
the control of the returning officer, perform all or any of the functions of the returning 
officer in the constituencies respectively specified in tho corresponding entry in the first 
column thereof: 

Provided that no s'ich person shall perform any of the functions of a returning 
officer which relate to the acceptance of a nomination paper or to the scrutiny of n.mii- 
nations or to the counting of votes, unless the returning officer is unavoidably prevented 
from performing the same, in which case the said functions may be performed in any 
constituency by a person specified in the corresponding entry in the third column of that 
schedule. 

(2) References to the returning officer in these regulations shall, unless a contrary 
intention appears, be deemed to include any person when performing any duty or func¬ 
tion which he is authorised to perform under sub-regulation (1). 


Vreparation of electoral roll. 

i. The electoral roll of each constituency shall be prepared by such officer (herein¬ 
after referred to as the registering authority) as the Local Government may, by notification 
in the local official Gazette, appoint. 

!). For the purpose of preparing the electoral roll the registering authority may 
employ such agency as he thinks fit. 

6. The electoral roll of each constituency shall bi prepared in such form and in 
Buoh language as may be prescribed by the Local Government. 
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7. The rejfistering authority may divide a constituency into electoral areas for the 
purpose of facilitating the preparation of the electoral roll, and so much of the roll as 
relates to an electoral area may be separately prepared. 

8. The electoral roil of every constituency speciiied below shall be published by the 
registering authority in the manner ntded uniier each :— 

(1) A Muhammadan or non-Muhammadan constituency :— 

(al BO much of the roll as relates’ to each district at the office of the Magistrate 
of the district; 

(6) so much of the roll as relates to Calcutta at the oHice of the Chairman, 
Calcutta Corporation ; 

(c) a complete copy of the roll at the office of the registering authority and the 
returning officer. 

(2) The Bengal Cliatiiber of C(»mmerco co.'Stituency :— 

a complete copy of the roll at the oldoe of the registering authority and the 
returning officer. 

1). A notice shall be published, together with the electoral roll, when published 
under Regulation 8 specifying for each elector.:! area the revising authority to whom, 
the place at which, and the peric. I referred to in Kegulatioii 10 within which claims for 
being included in the electoral roll, or objections to any names entered in tlie roll, are 
to be preferred. 

10. All sucli claims and objections to the roll shall be made in writing within 
forty days from the date of the publication of the roll under Regulation 8 and where 
objection is made to the inclusion in the roil of any person wliosu name appears tlierein, 
shall give in respect of such person ail the particulars ent(!rel in the roll: Provided that 
if it appiuirs necesstiry lor the proper preparation of the roll, the Local (Tovernment may, 
by notilication in the local official (fa/.ette, prescribit a longer period within which claims 
and objections shall be preferred in ro.soect of the electoral roll of any constituency. 

11. The revising authority shall not entertain any claim or objection recci^ell by 
him after the time referred to in Regulation 10. 

12. Every ptirson whoso claim or oltjectlon is received in time shall be served with 
a notice by cbe revising authority specifying the place where an<i tlie time when Ids claim 
or objection will be heard, and directing him to be present witli such evidence as he may 
wish to adduce. 

13. When objection is made by any person whose name is on the roll to the inclu¬ 
sion of tlio name of any other person recorded therein, the revising authority shall serve 
on such other person a notice giving the grounds on which the inclusion of his name 
has been obj(;cied to and requiring him to attend with such evidence us he may wish to 
adduce at the place and time fixed for the hearing of the objection. 

14. Every notice issued by the revising authority shall, if pos.sible, be served 
personally, and, in default of personal service, shall be served by affixing a copy thereof 
at the residence within the constituency of the person concerned : Provided that a notice 
may be served by the revising autliority by sending it to ihe person concerned by 
registered post A certificate of service, either personal or otherwise, shall be deemed 
to 1)6 conclusive j)roof of the fact of such service. 

If). At the time fixed for the hearing, the revising authority shall hold a summary 
enquiry into the claim or objection preferred, and shall record his decision. He thall 
also decide on any applieatiou made by the registering authority for corrections to the 
roll. For the purpose of the enquiry the roll as published under Regulation 8 shall be 
presumed to be correct and complete until the contrary has been proved. 

16. The decision of the revising authority shall be communicated by him to the 
registering authority, who shall cause the roll to bo altered in accordance ilierewith. 

17. The electoral roll so altered shall be jiiiblished in the manner prescribed in 
Regulation 8 and provision may be made for the sale of copies of the roll b) the public. 

18. Applications under snb-rule (fl) of rule 9 for amendment of any electoral roll 
published under Regulation 17 may be made to the registering authority for the consti¬ 
tuency concerned. The registering authority shall forward them to the Local Govern¬ 
ment and in cases where the Local Government direct the preparation of a li4 of amend¬ 
ments shall deal with such applications in the manner prescribed in the Regulations 12 
to 17 for thi treatment of claims and objections : Provided that where any such applica¬ 
tion is made for the correction of any existing entry in the electoral roll and the register¬ 
ing authority is satisfied after personally hearing the applicant that the entry relating to 
him is erroneous or defective in any particular he may amend the roll or cause it to be 
amended accordingly. 


Scrutiny of nominations. 

19. On the date appointed by the Local Government for the scrutiny of nominations 
under sub-rule {^3) of rule 11 the candidates, their election agents, one proposer and one 
seconder of each candidate, and one other person duly authorised in writing b^ ^ftoh 
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candidate, bnt no other peraon, may attend at snoh time and place aa the returning officer 
may appoint, and the returning officer shall gire them all reasonable facilities for 
examining the nomination papers of ail candidates which have been delivered within the 
time and in the manner prescribed in rule 11. 

20. (1) The returning officer shall then examine the nomination papers and shall 
decide all objections which may be made to any nomination, and may, either on such 
objection or on his own motion, after such summary inquiry, if any, as he thinks 
necessary, refuse any nomination on any of the following grounds :— 

(i) that the candidate is ineligible for election under rule 5 or rule 6 ; or 

(fi) that a proposer or seconder is disqualified from subscribing a nomination paper 
under sub-rule (4) of rule J1 ; or 

(m) that there has been any failure to comply with any of tho provisions of rule 11 
or rule 12 ; or 

(/<)) that tho candidate or any proposer or seconder is not Identical with the person 
whoso electoral number is given in the nomination pa]ter aa the number of 
such candidate, proposer or seconder, as the case may be ; or 

(u) that the signature of tho candidate or any proposer or seconder, is not genuine 
or has been obtained by fraud. 

(2) For the purposes of this regulation :— 

(a) the production of any certified copy of an entry made in the electoral roll of 
any constituency shall be conclusive evidence of the right ol any elector 
named in that entry to stand for election or to subsetibo a nomination paper, 
as the case may bo, unless it is proved that tho candidate is disqualified 
under rule 5 or rule 6 or that the proposer or seconder, as tlio case may be, 
is disqualified under sub-rule (4) of rule 11, and 

(/») whore a person has subscribed whether as proposer or seconder a larger number 
of nomination papers than there are vacancies to be filled, those of the 
papers so subscribed which have been first received, up to the number of 
vacancies to be filled, shall be deemed to be valid. 


(3) Nothing contained in clause* (*t), clause («0, clause (iv) or clause (v) of sub- 
rogulaliou (1) shall be deemed to authorise the refusal of the nomination of any candidate 
on the ground of any irregularity in respect of a nomination paper, if the candidate has 
been duly nominated by means of another nomination paper in respect of which no 
irregularity has been committed. 

21. (1) The returning officer shall endorse on each nomination paper his decision 
accepting or rejecting the same and, if the nomination paper is rejected, shall record in 
writing a brief statement of his reasons for such rejection. 

(2) The scrutiny shall be completed on tho day appointed in this behalf under clause 
(b) of sub-rule (2; of rule 11 and no adjournment of the proceedings shall be allowed. 

22. On completion of the scrutiny of nominations and after the exjiiry of tho period 
within which candidatures may be withdrawn under sub-rule (8) of rule 11, tho returning 
officer shall forthwith prepare a list of valid nominations and cause it In be affixed in 
some conspicuous place iu his office. 

23. If the number of duly nominated candidates is greater than the number of 
vacancies the rotuniing officer shall forthwith publish in tho local official Gazotte, and in 
such other manner as the Local Government may prescribe, and in such places in the 
constituency as he may consider necessary, the names of the candidates us given in tho 
nomination papers in alphabetical order. 


VOTIKO. 

24. The Local Qovernment shall appoint and shall notify iu the local official Gazette 
the date before which the votes in any general constituency shall be recorded. 

25. On or before such date as may ho appointed by tho Local Government in this 
behalf, the returning officer shall send by registered post to each elector a ballot paper in 
Form L annexed to these regulations, together with an intimation ol the date appointed by 
him for the counting of votes, and shall enter on the counterfoil of each ballot paper, the 
name of the elector to whom the ballot paper is sent. The ballot paper, together with 
such intimation, shall be sent to the address of tho elector as shown In the electoral roll. 

26. On or before such date as may be appointed by the Local Government in this 
behalf, but not later than 5 P,lf. on that date, each elector desirous of recording his vote 
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shall sign the declaration on the back of the ballot paper in the presence and at the office 
of an attesiing officer, and the attesting officer shall thereupon attest his signature. 

27. The elector shall then proceed to a place set apart that purpose by the attesting 
officer, and screened from observation, and there shall record his vote on the ballot paper 
in accurdauco with the instructions contained ther.jin, and after placing the ballot paper 
in an envelope, and closing the same, shall deliver it to the attesting officer. 

28. If an elector is unable to read or write, or liy reason of some physical defect is 
incapacitated from recording Ids vote, the attesting officer shall assist him in such manner 
as may be necessary to murk the Oallot paper and to sign the declaration thereon. 

29. The attesting officer shall, us soon as possible after 5 P.M. of the day appointed 
as the latest date for the attestation of ballot papers, despatch all the envelopes so deliver¬ 
ed to him to the returning officer by registered post In a packet securely sealed with his 
official seal, and shall also enclose a list in Forin II annexed to these regulations, of the 
electors whose ballot papers he has attested. 

80. A ballot paper that is not duly attested, or marked, or on whicli more than one 
mark is placed against any candidate’s name or on which votes are given to more candi¬ 
dates than there are members to be elected or on which a mark is placed in such a 
manner as to render it doubtful to which candidate it has been given, shall be invalid. 

31. (/) The returning officer shall appoint a date, time atul place for the counting of 
votes, and shall give notice there^^f in writing to the. candidates. 

(2) On the day appointed the returning officer shall fold the lower portion of every 
ballot paper along the dotted line on the back so as to cuiiceal the names of the elector 
and of the attesting officer and should seal down the portion thus folded svith the official 
seal and thereafter shall— 

(а) after scrutiny, separate or cause to be 8eparat*-d the ballot paners which he 

deems valid from those which he rejects, endorsing on the latter the word 
"rejected ’’ and the ground of rejection ; 

(б) count, or cause to be counted, the voti's given to each candidate and declare 

the candidate, or candidates, with the largest number of votes to he elected ; 

(c) upon the completion of the counting, prepare and certify a return setting 
forth— 

(t) the number of valid votes given for each candidate ; 

(a) the number of votes declared invalid and rejected ; 

(lit) the names of the persons declared elected ; 

(t/) permit any candidate or his agent duly authorised by him in writing to take a 
copy of, or an extract from, the return ; 

(e) seal up in separate packets the counted and rejected biallot papers, and record 
on each such packet a description of its coutenfas and the name of the con¬ 
stituency and the date of the election to which it refers. 


32. The Local Goverumeut shall appoint and notify in snch manner as it thinks fit 
the date referred to in regulation 25 for sending ballot papers to electors and the date 
referred to in Regulation 20 for the attestation of ballot papers. 

83. The returning officer shall, after reporting the result of the election under 
rule 14, forward the retain and All the packets relating to the election in his posBessioii 
to the Secretary to the Bengal Legislative Council. 

84. While in the custody of the Secretary to the Bengal Legislative Council, the 
packets of ballot papers whether counted, rejected or tendered, and of the counterfoils 
thereof, shall nut be opened and their contents shall not be inspected or produced except 
under the order of a competent Court or of Commissioners appointed to bold an enquiry 
in respect of an election but all other documents relating to the electiou shall be open 
to public inspection subject to such conditions and to the payment of such fee, if any, ‘ 
as tlie Local Government may impose. 

85. The packets aforesaid shall be retained for a period of one year and shall there¬ 
after be destroyed subject to any direction to the contrary made by tho Local Government, 
or by a competent Court or by CommiaaionerB appointed to hold an enquiry in respect 
of an election. 


Special Regulations applicable to the Bengal Chamber of Commerce Constituency, 

8<). In the case of an election for the Bengal Chamber of Commerce constitaency 
the Regulations 24 to 32 inclusive shall not be applicable and the following Regula^ons 
37 to 41 inclusive shall be sabstitnted tiherefor and shall apply. 
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37. On or before the date fixed In thfa behalf by the Local Government the returning 
officer Bhall send by registered post to each elector a ballot paper, together with an 
intimation of the date appointed by him for the counting of votes and shall, enter on the 
counterfoil of each ballot paper the name of the elector to whom the ballot paper 
is sent. 

The ballot paper, together with such intimation, shall be sent to the latest known 
address of tlie elector as registered in the office of the Bengal Chamber of Coramorce. 

The form of the ballot paper shall he in Form III annexed to these regulations. 

38. Any elector may send his ballot paper to the returning officer after recording 
his vote thereon in accordance with the instructions on the ballot paper ; provided that 
voting papers which are not received by the returning officer before the date fixed for the 
counting of the votos shall be rejected. 

39. Any ballot paper which is not duly marked, or on which more than one mark 

is placed against any candidate’s name, or on which vote.s arc given to more than one 
candidate or on which a mark is placed in such a manner as )o make it doubtful to 
which candidate it has been given sh.tll be invalid. ’ 

40. (3) The returning officer shall appoint a date, time and place for the counting of 
votes, and shall give notice thereof in writing to the candidates. 

(2) On the day appointed the returning officer shall— 

(a) after scrutiny, separate, or cause to be separated, the ballot papers which he 
deems valid from those which he rejects, endorsing on tlie latter the word 
“rejected ’’ and the ground of rejection ; 

(/;) count, or cause to be counted, the votes given to each candidate, and declare the 
candidate, or candidates, with the largest number of valid votes to be 
elected ; 

(c) upon the completion of counting, prepare and certify a return setting forth— 

(t) the number of valid votes given for each candidate ; 

(it) the number of votes declared invalid or rejected ; 

(tt'i) tiio name of the person declared elected; 

(cl) permit any candidate or representative duly authorised under sub-rule (S) of 
rule 14 to take a copy of, or an extract from, the return ; and 

(«) seal np in separate packets the counted and- rejected ballot papers, and rncord 
on each such packet a description of its contents and the name of the con¬ 
stituency and the date of the election to which it refers. 

41. The Local Government shall appoint and notify in such manner as it thinks fit 
the date referred to in Regulation 37. 


Cmtody and preservation of election papers. 

42. (1) The following rules shall be observed for the custody and preservation of 
the election papers enumerated below ;— 

(t) Claims and objections with reference to the preliminary electoral rolls. 

(it) Final electoral rolls. 

(fit) Nomination papers of candidates. 

(iv) 'Withdrawals from candidature. 

(o) Appuiiitmcnt letters of agents of candidates. 

(vi) Lists of candidate or candidates nominated. 

(vii) Lists of ballot p'lpors attested. 

(viii) Election petitions and proceedings and reports of election Commissioners 
thereon. 

(ix) Returns of election expenses. 

(2) Papers relating to items (i) and (ii) of the above list shall, in the case of general 
Oonstituencies, be kept in the office of the returning officers concerned and in respect of 
the Bengal Chamber of Commerce constituency, in the rtcord-rooni r)f the Bengal Secre¬ 
tariat. Papers relating to claims and objections decided by ntvisiug authorities shall be 
kept until the next revision of the electoral roll of the constituency to which they pertain 
has been completed, and shall then be destroyed. Papers relating to items (Hi), (iv), (v) 
and (vi) shall in the case of the general oonstiluencies be kept in the office of the return¬ 
ing officer and for the Bengal Chamber of Commerce constituency in the record-room of 
the Bengal Secretarkt. They shall he preserved for a period of on’ year and shall 
then b» destroyed, unless their retention for a longer period is otherwise ordered by 
competent authority. 
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(3) la the general constitpieQCies two oomplete copies of the final electoral rolls for 
areas comprised within each district shall be deposited in the Collectorate, Two copies 
of all final electoral rolls for areas comprised within each division shall be kept, in the 
office of the (Jommissiouer and five copies of all final rolls in the office of the registering 
authority concerned. One complete copy of the electoral roll for each constituency shall 
also be kept for record in the Appointment Department of the Mengal Secretariat. In the 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce constituency two copies of the final electoral roll shall be 
preserved in the office of the registering authority, and one such copy shall be kept in the 
Appointmeni Department of the Bengal Secretariat. 

(4) Copies of electoral rolls so deposited shall be preserved permanently and shall, 
before deposit, be duly authenticated by tho registering authority. 

(5) Printed copies of electoral rolls in excess of the number required for permanent 
record shall bo deposited in the offices of the registering authorities concerned in the ca^e 
of general constituencies. Similar copies of rolls for the Bengal Chamber of Commerce 
constituency shall be preserved in the record-room of the Bengal Secretariat. Spare 
copies of electoral rolls so deposited shall be available for sale to the public for a period 
of three years from the date of publication, after which they will be destroyed under the 
orders of the authority with whom they are deposited. 

(0) The. election petitions and proceedings and reports of election Commissioners 
thereon, shall be kept in the Legislative Department of the Government of Imlia and shall 
lie destroyed after three years unless their retention for a longer period is ordered by the 
Secretary in the said Department. 

(7) The returns of election expenses lodged with the returning officers shall be kept 
by them for three years and shall then bo destroyed, unless their retention for a longer 
period is otherwise ordered by conipetont authority. 

(8) The public shall have aright to inspect the election papers enumerated above and 
to get attested copies thereof on payment of the fees prescribed in the Bengal Records 
Manual, iyi7, and in the rules for the management of the Secretariat record-room. As 
an exception to this rule returns of the election expanses shall be available for inspection 
at the offices of the returning officers of the constituencies concerned on payment of a fee 
of Re. 1 each, and copies of such returns shall be furniahed on payment of a fee of Us. 2 
each. 


Special provision. 

43. If any question arises as to the interpretation of these regulations otherwise than 
in connection with an election enquiry held under the electoral rules, tho question shall 
be referred for tho decision of the Governor General, and his decision shall be final.

THE CALCUTTA SUPPRESSION OF 
IMMORAL TRAFFIC ACT, 1923. 

An Act for the suppression of Immoral Traffic in 
the town and suburbs of Calcutta and in the 
Port of Calcutta. 

Whereas it is expedient to make better provision 
fertile suppression of brothels, of tlie trallie in woiueii 
and f^irls and for other purposes of a like nature in 
the town and suburbs of Calcutta and in the Port of 
Calcutta;

An Act further to amend the Calcutta Improvement

Draft by«lawa under section 71 i#} of the Caloutta Haokney-oarriage Aoti 
1919 (Bengal Act I of 1919)( for the Rajahahl Muniolpalltyi in the dietriot 
of Rajahahl. 


Appolntmant and dutlaa of the RadlataHna Oflionr. 

1. Every hackney-carriage in the Rajshahi Municipality shall be annually 
registered by a Registering Officer to be appointed for the purpose by the Municipal 
Commissioners at a meeting. The Registering Officer shall keep a register in which he 
shall enter the class and number assigned to every hackney-carriage. 

Rwaliflontiona of dnlvara. 

2. Every jierson applying for a driver’s license shall be required to satisfy the 
Registering Officer— 

(a) that he knows how to drive and control horses and is in all respects a fit 
person for such employment ; 

(0) that hb is well acquainted with the principal streets, offices and places of 
interest in and around Rajshahi, 

(c) that he has a thorough knowledge of the list of fares and tables of distances 

prepared by the Commissioners of the Rajshahi Municipality, and 

* 

(d) that he knows the rules of the roads and the signals used by drivers and by 

the traffic police. 

3. Licenses for hackney-carriage drivers and bearers of palanquins and rickshaws 
will be in ditforent forms. There shall bo attacheii to each license in such manner as the 
Commissioners of the Municipality prescribe— 

(t) the thnmb-niark of the driver, and 

(**) table of fares and distances to be prepared an.i printed under the authority of 
the (h^mmissiuners of the Rajshahi .Municipality, and 

(ui) a book prescribed by the Commissioners to be presented and delivered to the 
passengers or police or municipal officers on demand for record of remarks. 


This book and the table of fare shall be supplied at the scheduled rate of fees. 

3A. Every driver of a hackney-carriage must carry a whistle with him which must 
be blown at <!very sharp corner or bend of roads and must stop his carriage when so 
ordered by officor.s of municipality or police. 

4. Every driver of a hackney-carriage or bearer of a palanquin or a rickshaw shall 
carry with him and protlnee, when called upon to do so by any Police officer or by his 
fare or by the Chairman, Vico-(.)hairmau or License-Inspector ot the municipality, his 
license with his thumb impression and table of fares and distances and the book for 
reconl of remarks. 

5. No hackney-carriage driver shall drive with his feet in any other position than 
on the foot board of the vehicle nor shall he muffle up his face and head in such a 
manner as might endanger the proper driving of his vehicle. 

C. No hackney-carriage driver shall be allowed to drive any licensed haokney- 
oarriage or carriages other than those specified on his license without the permission of 
the Registering Officer. 


Unlfarms. 

7. The uniform of drivers and attendants shall be clean and the drivers and attend¬ 
ants of ls% 2nd and 3rd class hackney-carriages and tnmtums (ekkas) shall wear a 
coat.

3. ^0 horse shall be used to draw a hackuey^carriage unleBS it has been passed by 
the Registering Officer and no horse shall be passed unless it is— 

(a) not leas than 14 hands high if intended to be used in a pair in a Ist class 

hackney-carria?e, 

(b) not less than 14'2 hands high if intended to be used singly in a 1st class 

hackney-carriage, 

(c) not less than 13 hands high if intended to be used in a pair in a 2nd class 

hackney-carriage, 

(d) not less than 14 hands high if intended to be used singly in a 2nd class 

hackney-carriage, 

(e) not less than 12 hands high if intended to be used in a pair in a 3rd class 

hackney-carriage or singly in a tumtum or ekka, 

(/) not less than 13-2 hands high if intended to bo used singly in a Srd class 
hackney-carriage, 

(ff) thoroughly broken to harness, 

(A) free from infections and contagious disease, 

(i) suQiciontly sound and strong for constant hard work. 


9. The harness shall bo black in colour, of a decent appearance, strong and in good 
repair ; ropu or iron chain trac es may be used, provided they be covered with leather. 
No string fastenings will be allowed. 

10. First class hackney-carriages shall conform to the following dimensions and be

11. Second class-hackney carriage (phaeton type).—The same measurements as 
those prescribed for 1st class hackney-carriages but of lighter make: Provided that 
hackney-carriages registered before the issue of these by-laws may, at the discretion of, 
and on such conditions as m ly be fixed by, the Commissioners at a meeting, be exempted 
from oonfunning to these dimensions. 

The wheels shall be strong and sound so as to run true and without rattling, or 
shaking. 

The spring and axles shall be in perfect order and all iron-work mast Ira strongly 
pat together. 

The lining and enshions shall be clean and in good condition and the inside of tiie 
carriage perfectly clean. 

The hood and apron shall be made of strong leather and shall be so fitted as to make 
the carriage water-tight. 

The body, wheels and shafts of the carriage shall be painted dark blue with plain 
red lining. 

The hood and iipron shall be painted black.

The wheels shall be iron-tyred, strong and sound, so as to rtin true and without 
rattling and shaking. ' 

The springs and axles shall be in perfect order. 

The shafts and steps shall be in good order. 

The cushions shall be clean and must have a clean khaki sheet as covering or 0117 
dnrri.

The wheels shall be rubber-tyred, strong and sound, so as to run true and without 
rattling and shaking and shall be protected by properly fitted splash boards. 

The springs and axles shall be made of good metal, strong and properly rivetted and 
free from rust.* 

The iron supports at the back shall be properly carved and securely fixed at each 
side, strong and of sound metal and free from rust. 

The shafts shall be of sound wood, strong, security fixed and furnished at the fore¬ 
ends with the ring shaped metal supports and connected by a collision guard. 

The hood, apron and cnshions shall be made of and covered with good c,loth, canvas 
or other material approved of by the Commissioners. The hood and apron shall be so 
fitted as to make the vehicle water-tight. 

The body, wheels and shafts of all rickshaws shall be painted dark blue with thin 
red lining. All iron-work shall be painted black. 

Every rickshaw must have a good pair of lamps. Each lamp shall have a red glass 
window in the back and shall be so placed that the light from the window is visible from 
a point ten yards in rear of the centre of the vehicle. 

I.*). There shall be one class of palanquins of a pattern fixed by the Commissioners 
of the municipality. 

The body of the palanquin shall be sound and clean, properly secured. The doors 
shall close well, work easily and shall not rattle, and shall have proper catches to open 
and shut them. • 

The body and pole shall be painted dark blue with thin rod lining. All iron-work 
shall be painted black. 

Every palanquin must have a good pair of lamps. Each lamp shall have a red 
glass window in the back and shall be so placed that the light from the window is visible 
from a point ten yards in rear of the centre of the vehicle.

16. Every horse passed by the '‘Registering Officer” may be branded on both fore- 
> hoofs in the following manner :— 

(1) The registered number as shown in the ” Register of horse " on the off fore 
hoof. 

{2) The year of registration on the near fore-hoof. 


17. It shall be compulsory for the owner to' produce the horse when taking ont 
license before the Registering Officer at the end of every three months to be rebranded 
wichodt being sent for. 

13. Liesnses for horses will be in different forms aocordlng te< the class In which 
they are registered.

19. Hackney-carriages shall be of fonr classes inolading tnmtnm and of patterns 
fixed by the Commissioners of the inanicipality and of the dimensions and colour 
prescribed by by-laws Nos. 10 to 14. 

20. There shall be one clas^ of rickshaws and of palanquins of a pattern fixed by tbe 
Commissioners of the municipality and of the pattern and coloars prescribed by by-laws 
Nos. 15 and 16. 

21. Every licensed hackney-carriage, planquin or rickshaw shall be distinctly 
marked on its panels and tumtums on the right side and on the inside with the registered 
number an 1 the number of the class to which it belongs, the figures to be not less than 
six inches in length, the colour of which shall be changed every year. 

22. The lamps of every licensed hackney-carriage, palanquin or rickshaw shall have 
the registered number painted on them, the figures to be not loss than one inch in length, 
the colour of which shall be changed every year.

25. No hackney-carriage shall carry more than four adult persons altogether in 
addition to the driver and attendant. 

20. (1) No rickshaw shall carry more than two adult passengers. 

(2) No palanquin shall be allowed to carry more than two adult passengers. 

For the purpost' of this by-law two children under twelve years of age shall be 
reckoned asaniie adult. 

27. The driver of every hackney carriage shall carry in or upon such carriage a 
quantity of luggage not exceeding two maunds together with one additional maund for 
every person below four carried in the carriage, without any charge over and above 
the fare. 

A charge not exceeding two annas may be levied for every ten seers or part thereof 
in excess of the above free allowance. 

28. No baggage shall be carried on any rickshaws except a small box or hand bag 
(not exceeding 24 x 15 x 9 inches). 


y Inapeotlon of haofcn«3r>oai>HM«a, palanquins and plokahawa. 

29. It shall be lawful for any Health OflBcer or Sanitary Inspector of the Municipa¬ 
lity or any person authorised by the Chairman at any time between sunrise aiid sunset 
to enter any promises on which any licensed hackney-carriage, palanquin or rickshaw or 
the horses or other animals, harness or other things used therewith are kept, in order to 
carry out any provision of this Act or these by-laws and the owner, occupier or his 
agent shall afford every facility for such officers’ inspection. 


Ppptaotlon of wdPk and lam* heraaa. 

30. It shall be lawful for the Registering Officer at any time to cause any animal 
used in a hackney-carriage to be produced before him for the purpose of inspection and 
it shall be compulsory upon the owner to produce any such animal within 24 hours after 
the receipt of such notice. 

31. The owner of any animal declared under section 30 to be unfit for use in a 
hackney-carriage shall, if he disposes of it, or removes it from the premises on which it is 
stabled, give notice of the fact to the Registering Officer within one week of such disposal 
or removal' intimating at the same time the name and address of the person to whom he 
has disposed of it and the place to which it has been removed.

(it) any person convicted of an offence punishable under Chapter XYref the 
Indian Penal Code, whose previons conviction or convictions, taken in 
conjunction with the facts of the present case, show that he liabituany 
commits offences against the person; 

(in) any person committed to or detained in prison nnder section 123 (read with 
section 109 or section 110) of the Code of Criminal ProceMnre , 

(it)} any person convicted of any of the offences specified in (i) above when it 
appears from the facts of the case, even although no previous conviction has 
been proved, that he is by habit a member of a gang of dacoits, or of thieves 
or a dealer in slaves or in stolen property ; 

(n) any member of a criminal tribe, subject to the discretion of the local Oovern* 
ment concerned ; 

(vi) any person convioted of any offence and seiitenoud to ^imprisonment under the 
corresponding sections of the Indian Penal Code and the Code of Criminal 
Procedure as applied by order under the Indian (Foreign .Jurisdiction) Order 
in Council, 1902, or by the authority of any Prince or State in India ;

Jtule 1 .—Goods purporting to he the property of the Afghanistan State shall, on 
arrival at the port of entry in India, be entered and cleared in the manner prescrilted 
under the Sea Gustoms Act, but such goods shall be exempted from payment of the duty 
chargeable under the tariff on production of a request in the attached Form A (in 
quadruplicate) signed by the Gonsul for Afghanistan or other agent of the Afghanistan 
Government, certifying that tin* goods are the property of the Governme^>t of Afghanis- 
tar., are required for the pnbli«! services of Afghanistan and not for the purposes of any 
State monov>oly or State trade ami are being sent to Afghanistan under the orders of 
that Govornmoiit. 'I'lie recjiieHt shall include a description of the nature and quantity of 
the goods and their value and shall also s|>ecify by which of the three aulhoristxl routes 
the go(xls are intended to bo transported, viz.— 

(1) Peshawar-Kliyber-Torkham. 

(2) Thal-Parachinar-Peiwar.

Rule 2 .—In all cases in which free entry is allowed on the strength of such reijuest 
the goixis shall bo brought to the (Custom House (or to any place specified by the Gollector 
of Customs) for verification and shall, unless of a clearly distinguishable nature, be sealed 
with the Cnstoms Beal in the presence of a Custom House otlicer before transmission. 

JtuU 3 .—The Collector of Customs shall tlien forward to the British Frontier Customs 
officer concerned two copies, and to the Government of India, Commerce Dupartiueiit, one 
copy of the prescribed Form A duly filled in by the Customs.

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APPENDIX B. 

Rules for the refund of Indian Import duties on trade goods transmitting India 

to Afghanistan. 

1.~Proobdurr at the Custom House, 

Rule 1 .—When goods are imported for re-export to Afghanistan, the importer or his 
agent shall, at the time of entering them at the Cast oni House,— 

(a) declare that the goods are intended fur such re-export ; 

{b) furnish, in quadruplicate, an invoice of the goods so declared in Form B 
annexed, specifying therein by which of the three authorised routes the 
goods are intended to be truns])ortKl, viz.— 

(1) Peshawar—Khyber—Torkhain, 

(2) Thai—Parachinar—J’eiwar,— 

(3) Chaman—Kala-i-Jadid ; 

(c) the duty chargeable under the tariff ; 

(d) stale whether he wishes the refund to be paid at the Custom House or at the 

nearest frunlier-Treasury. 

Rule 2 .—On compliance with the provisions of Rule 1, the goods shall be sealed with 
the Customs seal and deliM-red to the owner together with the original copy of the invoice 
duly checked and completed. At the same time the duplicate and triplicate copies of the 
invoice shall be forwarded by the tk)llector of Customs to the Frontier Customs OUicer 
at railhead. 

Rule 3 ,—In order to secure refund of the duty ]mid under Rule 1 (c), the importer 
or his agent must produce before tiie Collector of Customs or Officer iu charge of the 
frontier Treasury named by him under Rule 1 (d) the original invoice duly endorsed— 

(a) by the Frontier Customs Ollicer or Border Examiner to the effect that the goods 
have crossed the frontier in the presence of an Afghan (loverument official; 

(/;) by an Afghan Government official to the effect that the goods have been 
received for registration and levy of Afghan Customs duty. 

Rule 4.—rTbe details of the goods covered by such invoices shall be entered by the 
Collector of Customs in a separate Register to be maintained for the purpose. 

II. —Phuuudurb at the Frontier (Railhead). 

Rule 5 .—On receipt of the invoices from the Collector of ('ustoms, the Frontier 
Customs Officer shall retain the du])licute and forward thu triplicate copy to the Border 
Examiner. 

Rule 6 .—Goods which require repacking after arrival at railhead must be brought 
by the owner or his agent to one of the repacking depots established at IV^shawar, Thai or 
Chaman, where the Frontier Customs Officer or his subordinate appointed for the purpose 
shall check them with the original copy of the invoice and com])are the latter with the 
duplicate copy received Irom the port of entry. If the seals are intact and the goods 
correspond with the description in the invoice, the Frontier Customs Otficcr shall allow 
the goods to be re-packed and re-sealed under his supervision, shall endorse on each copy 
of the invoice details of any changes in the number or description of the packages 
involved by such re-packing, shall return the goods to the owner together with the 
original copy of the invoice so endorsed, and shall forward the duplicate copy to the 
Border E.\amiuer after noting the re-])acking particulars in a Register to be maintained 
for the purpose. Uu receipt of the duplicate, the Border Examiner shall note the 
re-packing particulars on the reverse of the tri])licate copy and return the duplicate. 

III. —rROCBDURB AT THE FRONTIER (BORDER). 

Rule 7 .—Goods which do not require ro-packitig and goods which have been 
re-packed in accordance with Rule 0, must bo i)re8ented for inspection, and examination 
if necessary, at the time of crossing the Frontier, before the Border Examiner and the 
official appointed for this purpose by the Afghan Governmenl. If uu such inspection the 
seals affixed at the Custom House or re-packing depot are intact and the packages 
correspond with the particulars given in the original and triplicate copies of the invoice, 
the Border Examiner and the Afghan Government official shall sign the appropriate 
certificates printed on the face of each copy of the invoice. The original copy of the 
invoice shall be returned to the owner and the triplicate to the Frontier Customs Officer 
at railhead. The Frontier Customs Officer shall sign the export certificate on the face of 
the duplicate invoice and transmit (1) the duplicate copy to the Collector of Customs or 
the Treasury Officer as the case may be, and (2) the triplicate copy to the Secretary, 
British Legation, Kabul, or other officer named by the Minister at Kabul in this behalf. 

Rules. —The OfiQcer in charge of the Treasury concerned shall, before making pay¬ 
ment of the refund, compare the original copy of the invoice prpduced by the owner 
with the duplicate copy received from the Frontier Custpms OfllOHr. After payment, he 
shall retain the original copy and transmit the duplicate to the Collector of Onstoms, 
with an endorsement to thu effect that payment has been made.

1. Short title, extent and commencement—(a) These regulations may be culled the 
Indian Koiler Regiilutions, 1921.

' the material is of good quality, a higher strength than that allowed for iron may be 
permitted but the strength of the shell pistes shall not, in general, be assnmed to be more 
than 26 tons. In such oases S and S in equations 1, 3 and 4 of Chapter III may be 
respectively 26 and 21 tor steel and 21 and 18 for iron. For iron across the grain S may 
be 18. 

(ut) Where end plates, furnaoes, flat plates, girders, gusset and other stays, etc., are 
made of s^teel or iron for which no test certificates are produced, the working pressure as 
found from the formuls, in which S is to be taken at the lowest, limit prescribed for the 
part,' reduced- by 15 per cent, shall, except where such iaatari.<il is specifically provided 
for in any formula, be the working pressure permitted. For flat plates of copper, the 
working pretisare as found from the formula), reduced by 50 per cent, shall be the 
working pressure permitted. 

9. Standard apecifloationi for material.— Standard spooifimtions for steel 
wrought iron and copper plates and bars, and for oast steel are prescribed in Chapter II 
but certificates of tests of material for wrought iron (except for special wrought iron for 
screw stays), cqpper and cast steel need not be produced unless special allowances are 
required. Such special allowances shall be in the discretion of the Chief Inspector. 

7. WeldOd Oteel platei. —No steel plates subject to a direct tensile stress shall bo 
welded, except where the* wold, is corered by a bntt strap or straps or except where 
specifically permitted in the Standard Conditions. 

8. Annaating after working In fire.— All steel plates which are welded, dished, 
flanged or locally heated shall be afterwards efficiently annealed. 

I. Rivet holee. —All rivet holes must be drilled fair" and as far as possible they 
should be drilled in place. After drilling the plates the burrs shall be removed, the faying 
surfaces of the {date cleaned and the sharp outer edges of the holes removed. 

Ao<e.—Whore sizes of rivets are mentioned in the Standard Conditions the sizes 
refer to the djaiueters of the rivet holes, not to the diameters of the rivets used before 
closing. 

10. End plates In steam spaee.— The end plates of large boilers, such as the 
Scutch type of marine boiler, in the sttiam space in way of uptakes shall be shielded from 
contact with the hot gases. 

11. Hydraulic tests of new boilers.— in ail new boilers working at pressures up 
to 100 lbs. per square inch the hydraulic tost shall be twice the working pressure. For 
boilers working at pressures greater than 100 lbs. per square inch the hydraulic test 
presBore shall be Ij times the working pressure plus 50 lbs. per square inch. 


CHAPTER II. 

Material* of Conetruotlon. 

StBKL FliATES, RIVETS AND BARS. 

(Based on British Standards.) 

12. Process of manufacture. —structural steel for boilers shall be made by the Open 
Hearth process, acid or basic. 

13. Freedom from defects. —The finished material shall be free from cracks, surface 
flaws, and lamination. It shall also have a workmanlike finish, and must not have been 
hammer dressed. 

14. Testing and inspecting. —The following tests and inspections shall be made at 
the place of manufacture prior to despatch ; but, in the event of any of the material 
proving unsatisfactory in the course of being workeil into boilers, Bueh material shall be 
rejected, notwithstanding any previous certificate of satisfactory testing, and such further 
tqpts of the material from the same charge shall be made as the Inspector in attendance 
may consider desirable. 

16. (a) Tensile test pisoes. —The tensile strength and ductility shall be determined 
from Standard test pieces cut lengthwise or crosswise from the rolled material. When 
material is annealed or otherwine treated before duspatcli, tlic test pieces shall be similarly 
and simultaneously treated with the material boforo testing. 

(5) (0 Plates. —Whfrever practicable the rolled surfaces sliall be retained on two 
opposite sides of the tost piece. The elongation shall bo measured on a Standard test piece 
having a gauge length of 8 inches. 

(ti) F^ material moie than | inch in thickness the width of tbo test piece between 
the gauge points shall not exceed inches ; for material j loch to f inch in thickness 
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inclaaiTu, th« width shall uot exceed 2 inches ; for material les^ than f inek.in thickness 
the width shall not bo'more than 2^ inches. In other respects the test >pieces sfasiI 
confirm generally lo the Standard Test Piece A of the British Engineering!6taadards 
Committee. 

(c) («) Round bars. —Bars may bo tested fnll sise as rolled, or they may be tnrned 
down to a oCuvenieut size, and if tested 1 inch in diameter or under, the test piece shall 
have a gauge length of 8 times the diameter. When enlarged ends are used, the length 
of the parallel portion shall be D times the reduced diameter (Standard Test Piece B of 
the British Engineering Standards Committee). The sectional area of the test piece shall 
be not less than 1 square inch. Where bars are above 1 inch in diameter, and are tested 
full size as rolled, or have been tnrned down and the resulting test piece is above 1 inch 
in diameter, a gauge length of 4 times the diameter may be used if preferred by the 
Manufacturer, in which case an increased elongation will be required, as specified in 
Regulation 17. When enlarged ends are used, the length of the parallel portion shall be 
not less than 4^ times the reduced diameter (Standard Test Piece P of the British 
Eugineeriitg Stamlards Cominiltee). 

(c) (it) Any straightening of test pieces which may be required shall ho done oold. 

16. Mechunlcal tests, end ssleetisn Sf test pisses.— Plates and bars for boilers 
shall comply willi the following mecbanical tests. All lest pieces shall bo seloctod by 
tho Inspecting Oilicer and tested in his presence, and lie shall satisfy himself that the 
conditions herein described are fulfilled. 

17. Tensile tests.—Plates. —The tensile breaking strength of steel plates for 
shells, gusset stays and girders, determined from Standard Test Pieces, shall bo between 
tlie limits of 2ti and 32 tons per square inch, but a range of not more than 4 tons per 
square inch shall be permitted in any one case. For jilates intended for tlanging or 
welding, and for combustion chambers and furnaces, the tensile breaking strength shall 
be between the limits of 24 tons ami 30 tons per square inch. The elongation, measured 
on a standard test piece having a gauge length of 8 inches, shall bo not less than 20 per 
cent, for material of g inch in thickness and upwards required to have a tensile breaking 
strength between the limits of 26 tons and 32 tons per square inch ; and not less than 23 
per cent, fur material of | inch in thicknoss and upwards required to have a tensile 
breaking strength between the limits of 24 tons and 30 tons per square inch. 

(^) StSiy tars. —(0 Tho tensilo breaking strength of longitudinal stays shall be 
between (he limits of 26 tons and 32 tons per square inch, with an elongatiou of not 
less than 20 per cent, measured on the biandanl Test Piece B, but a range of uot more 
than 4 tons per square inch shall be permitted in any one case. For steel bars for fire-box 
and combustion chamber stays the tensile breaking strength shall be between the limits 
of 24 tons and 30 tons per square inch, with an elongation of not less than 23 per cent, 
measured on the Standard Test Piece B. 

(a) Where Stay Bars are tested on a gauge length of 4 times the diameter (Test 
Piece F) the elongation shall be 24 per cent, and 28 per cent, respectively. 

(tti) The tensile breaking strength of angle and tee bars shall be between the limits 
of 26 and 32 tons per square inch, with an elongation of nut less than 20 per cent, 
measnreil ou the Standard Test Piece A. 

(fn) For material under | inch in thickness the elongation may be 3 per cent., but 
not more than 3 per cent, below the above-named elongations. 

(v) Wherever practicable the rolled surfaces shall be retained on two opposite sides 
of the test piece. , 

(c) Rivet here. — T1|o tensile, breaking strength of rivet bars shall be between the 
limits of 24 tons and 28 tons ])er square inch of suction, with an elongation of not leas 
than 2!) per cent, measured on the Standard Test Piece B or .30 per cent, measured on the 
Star.dard Test Piece F. The bars may be tested the full size as rolled. 

18. Number of tensile teste.— (n) Plates.— Une tensile test shall be taken from each 
plate as rolled. For plates exceeding 2^ tons in weight one tensile test shall be taken from 
each end. 

(b) Angle, tee, rivet and stay bars.— (0 One tensile test shall be made from each 
15 or part of l.l bars rolled of each section or diameter from the same charge, but not 
less than two tensile tests shall be made unless the total number of bars rolled from*the 
same charge is 8 or loss than 8 and the bars are of the same s<iotion or diameter, in whioh 
citse one tensile test shall suffice.. For round bars of 1} inches diameter and under, the 
numbers 50 and 20 shall be substituted for 15 and 8 respectively for determhiing tbe 
number of tests required. 

(it) Should a tensile test piece-break outside the middle half of its gauge length, 
the test ma.v, at the maker’s option, be discarded and anotlver test be made of the same 
plate or bar. 

19. Rud Tuts.— (h) Cold Ruds. —Test pieces shall be sheared lengthwise nr oross- 
wise from plates or bars, and shall not l>e less than 1| inches wide, bat for small bars 
the whole section may be used. For rivet bars bend testa are not required. 
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c&) Ttmpar —(«) Tbe t«st pleoes Hball be •imilar to those used for oold bend 

tests. For temper bend tests the samples shall be heated to a blood-red oolonr and 
quenohed in ■water at a temperatnre not exceeding 80 degrees Fahr. The oolonr shall be 
judged indoors in the shade. 

(it) In all oold bend tests, and in temper bend tests on samples 0*5 inch in thickness 
and above, the rough edge or arris caused by shearing may be removed by filing or 
grinding, and samples 1 inch in thickness and above may have the edges machined, but 
the test pieces shali receive no other .preparation. The test pieces shall not be annealed 
unless the material from which they are cut is similariy annealed, in which case the 
test pieces shali bo similarly and simultaneously treated with the material before 
testing. 

^c) For both cold and temper bends the test piece shall withstand, wHhoat fraotnre, 
being doubled over until the internal radius is equal to I j times the thtekness of the 
test piece and the sides are paraliei. 

(d) For small sectional material these bond tests may be made from the flattened 

bar. 

(s) Bend tests may be made either by pressure or by blows. 

20. Number If Bend Tests.— (a) Plates.— a. bend test shall be taken from each 
plate as rolled. Fur plates oxuueding 2^ tons in weight one bend test shall be taken 
from each end. The bead tests from shell plates, butt straps and other plates which have 
not to bo Hanged or worked in the fire or which when in use are not to be exposed 
to flame shall be cold bend tests. The bend tests from plates which have to be flanged 
or worked in the lire or which when in use will be exposed to flame shall be temper bend 
tests. 

{b) Angle Bars.— A cold or a temper bend test shall be rau<le from each angle bar 
rolled. 

(c) Stay Barst —A cold and a temper bend test shall be made from every 15 stay 
burs us rolled from ouch charge. 

21. lasts far manufaotured rivets.— Riyots selected by the inspecting Oflioer 
from the bulk shall withstand the following tests:— 

(a) The rivet shanks shall be bent cold, and hammered until two parts of the 
shank touch, without fracture on the outside of the bend, 
fh) The rivet lieads shall be flattened, while hot, in the usual manner, without 
cracking at the edges. The heads shall be flattened until their diameter 
is Hi times tho diameter of ihe shank. 

• 

22. Additional Tests before rejection.— Bbonid the- test pieces flrst selected by 
the Inspector or Inspecting Otiicer not fultil the test requirements, two further tests 
of the same kind may be made, but should either of these fail, the plates or bars from 
which test pieces were cut shall be rejected. In all such cases further tests shall be made 
before any material from the same charge cun be accepted. 

23. Branding. —Fvery pluUi and bar shall be clearly and distinctly marked by the 
maker in two places witli an approved quality brand indicating that the material bus 
complied with the required tests ; and also with the number' or identitioation marks 
by which they can be traced to the charge from which the material was made. 

24. Defacing of rejected nMterial.— lu the event of the material failing in any 
case to withstand ihe prescribed tests, the Inspector or Inspecting Ofifleer shall see that 
the quality brand stamped on the material bus been defaced by punch marks oxtendkig 
beyond the brand in the form of a cross, denoting that the material has been rejected. 

26. Faeilitiee far inspection. —The maker shall adopt a system of marking the 
ingots, billots, slabs, plates, bars, etc., whicli will enable all finished material to be traced 
to the original charge, and tli) Inspector or Inspeoting Ollicer must be given every 
facility fur tracing all plates and bars to their respective charges, and for witnessing the 
required tests. Wlian he is satisfied with fhe material and with the results of the tests, 
he shall be furnished with two copies of the advice notes of the material for his 
uignsture. : 

26. Steel not produoed where relied.— Where steel is not produced in the works 
at which it is rolled, a oertlfioate in form IV shali be supplied to the Inspecting Officer 
depnted to witness the testing of the material, staling the Open Hearth Process by which 
it was made, the name of tiio Steel Maker who supplied ft, also the numbers of the 
charges for reference to the books of tho Stool Maker. The number of the charge shall 
be marked on each plate or bur for the purpose of ideiitiljcatiun. 

27. Maker’s eertifloate. —Before the mill sheets are signed, the maker shall 
furnish' the Inspecting Otiicer with a certificate in Form lY guaranteeing that the 
RMtorial has been made by the Open Hearth l^rocess acid or basic and that it has been 
Siibjected to, and has withstood satisfactorily, the tests above described in the presence 
ut the Inspecting Officer. The following form of certificate will be accepted if printed 
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on each mill sheet, with ihe name of the firm, and initialled hy the Test House 
Manager:—

28. SpeolfioatiMI and Tests. —Wrought iro!i plates, stay and rivet bars shall comply 
with the British Standard Specification for Wrought Iron, Report No. 51. (Revised 
August, 1913). 

The tensile and elongation tests are as follows ;— 

29. Plates. —The tensile breaking strength shall be between 90 and 24 tons with 
the grain, with elongations of not less than 12 per cent, for plates up to | inch thick 
and 10 per cent, for plates over | inch thick. The tensile breaking strength of the 
plates across the grain shall be between 17 and 21 tons with an elongation of not less 
than 4 per cent, measured on the Standard Test Piece A. 

50. Hvet Bare.— The tensile breaking strength shall l)o between 21 and 25 tons with 
an elongation of not less than 25 per cent, measured on the Standard Test Piece B (as 
rolled) or 30 per cent, measured on the Standard Test Piece F (as rolled). 

51. Teats for mnufaeturod rivots. —To be the sums, as for steel. (See Regula¬ 
tion 21). 

52. Ofay Bars. —The tensile breaking strength shall be between 21 and 25 tons with 
an elongation of not less than 22 per cent, measured on the Standard^ Test Piece B (as 
rolled) or 27 per cent, measured on the Standard Piece F (as rolled). 

55. Spoolal Iron for Sorow Btays for FIroboxos and Combustion Cliambm.~ln 

order that iron screw stays may be approved of the same siso as would ,bn ^required tor 
mild Steel, the iron must withstand the following tests:— 

(i) Tonsils Tests. —The tensile breaking strength shall not be less than 211 tons 
per square inch, with an elongation of not less than 25 per cent, measured 
on the Standard Teat Piece B or 30 per cent, measured on the Standard Test 
. Piece F. 

(») Bond Toots. —Test pieces either of the bar as rolled, or turned dowp, to 1 inch 
diameter, shall stand bending cold until the sides are parallel and the space 
between the two sides is not greater than the diameter of the test piece.

(v) In all cases the selection of the test pieces shall be made by the Inspecting

54. TenillU Tnts.—(«) Plutus. —The tensile breaking strength of copper plates 
for fire-boxes determined from Standard test pieces shall not be less than 14 tons per 
square inch with an elongation of not less than 35 per cent. 

(5) B»ay and Rivut Bart.— The tensile breaking strength of copper stay and rivet 
bore for fire-boxes shall not be less than 14^ tons per square inch of section with an 
elongation of not less than 40 per cent, measured on the Standard Test Piece B. 

B6i Band Tdats.—Btataa. —For either cold or red hot tests the test piece shall with 
stand Mng doubled over without fracture until the sides are touching and parallel. 

51b Nananar Taata fdr Rada. —a piece of rod or bar l inch in length shall 
withstand, without cracking at the edges, being hammered endwise until the length is- 
reduced to | inch. 
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Cast Stbbl. 

57. Steel CettlnSe.— steel for caEtlnga may be made by any reliable process, acid 
or basic. All such castings shall be thoroughly annealed at a uniform temperature and 
he allowed to cool down prior to removal from the annealing furnace. If subsequently 
heated with the Inspector’s approval, they shall again be similarly annealed if required 
by the Inspector. 

58. Tantllfl and Bend Teete.— The tensile, elongation and bend tests for cast steel 
are as specified below. If full allowance for steel castings for fire-bor or combustion 
chamber roof girders is required, they shall be tested as follows. . 

59. Number of Teats. —At least one tensile and one bend test shall be made from 
the casting from each charge, and when more than one casting is made from one charge, 
at least one tensile and one bend test shall bo made from the castings run from one 
common pouring head; but separate tests shall be made from each casting or set of 
castings run from each separate pouring head. 

Test pieces shall not be cut off until they have been stamped by the Inspecting Otlioer 
after the annealing has been completed. 

40. Toniile.ToitS. —The tensile breaking strength of steel castings shall bo between 
the limits of 26'and 40 tons per square inch, with an elongation of not less than 15 per 
cent, measured on the Standard Test piece C, D or E (see Forms of British Standard 
Tensile Test Pieces). 

41. Bend Tests. —Cold bend‘tests‘shall be made upon tost pieces having a rectan* 
gulur section of 1 inch wide by H inch thick. The test pieces shall bo maohined and the 
edges rounded to a radius of j elh inch. The test pieces shall bo bent over the thinner 
section. 

Bend tests may bo made by pressure or by blows. 

The test pieces shall withstand, without fracture, being bent through an angle of 
60 degrees if the tensile breaking strength is between 35 and 40 tons per square inch, and 
in the case of other castings through an angle of 90 degrees, the internal radius of the 
bend being not greater than 1 inch. 

42. If full allowance for steel castings is nut required, only bend te.4ts as above 
shall be taken. 

45. No tests shall be made from unimportant steel castings or from steel castings 
which are used for articles usually made of oast iron, if the scantlings are not materially 
reduced below what would be required if cast iron were used.

An addition of 10 per cent, shall be made to the appropriate co-efficient for shells of 
boilers in which Aie longitudinal '<^ams are lap jointed and arc not accessible to close 
visual inspection aixl for shell plates of externally fired boilers exposed to tho direct 
impact of furnace flame ; provided that this addition shall not apply to the steam and 
water drams of water tube boilers where the dmms are not close ^to the fire-grate and 
there are tabes between the fire-grate and the drum. 

(&) The above co-efficients are standard and shall be used only for boilers open to 
inspection by an Inspecting Officer during the whole period of construction and which 
are certified by him as having been constructed in accordance with the Standard Condi¬ 
tions laid down in these rules. 
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46. Mlar thaliff not’in aoeordanen with otandard oonditions. —When the standard 

oonditions are not oomplied with, additions to the appropriate co-efficient as defined in 
the preceding regulation, shall bo made as follows :— 

(a) 15 per cent, of the standard co-efficient when there are no proofs of tests of 
steel. 

(5) 10 per cent, of the standard co-efficient when a boiler has not been inspected 
during construction by an Inspecting Officer and certified by him. 

(c) Such percentage of tho standard co-efficient when the workmanship is in any 
way doubtful and the Inspector is not satisfied that any of the foregoing 
additions to the co-efficient would be snfficient to meet the circamstances as 
tho Chief Inspector deems fit. 

47 .CyllndrlOAl Shslls. — (a) Shell plates shall not be leas than 1 inch in thickness. 

(b) Cylindrical sholls shall be as truly cylindrical as practicable. 

(c) Welded end, or other circumferential seams, shall not be accepted, but in small 
wagon boilers and the like the fire-hole mouthpiece may be '.valdod to the shell. 

48. Position of Longitudinal SMUnS.— Each ring of plate forming the shell, barrel 
or drum shall, where practicable, be one piece and have its longitudinal seam well out 
of line with those^f the adjoining rings. In Lancashire, Cornish, and other types of 
boilers, where parts of the shell are exposed to flame, the longitudinal seams shall be 
in the steam space, arranged alternately on each side of the crown and clear of the 
brick work. 

49. Riveting of End Seams.— The riveting of the seams joining the end plates to 
the cylindrical shell shall he not less in strength than the 38 per cent, of the solid plate. 

50. Other Circumferential Seams.— The circumferential seams joining the rings of 
shell plates shall have strength of joint not less than 50 per cent, of that of the longitu¬ 
dinal seam, but never less than that required of the end seams.

Manholea, Doors and Stand Blocks. 

115. Means for Examination and Cieaning.— Wherever the size of the boiler 

permits, all such boilers sh»ll hav.e means for ingress whereby examination and cleaning 
of llie inner surfaces of plates and tubes exposed <0 flame may be thoroughly effected. 
When boilers are too small to permit of this, and the construction is such that they 

cannot readily be taken apart, there shall be manholes and sightholes sufficiently large 

and nunieious to permit of the inside being satisfactorily cleaned. 

116. Manholes and Sightholes In Vortioal Boilers. —Where large cross tubes are 
fitted there shall be a sighthole in the shell opposite at least one ead of each tube snffi* 
ciently lifrge to examine and clean it. The doors of these sightholes shall be in positions 
accessible for that ]>urpo8e. In addition to the cross tube sightholes there shall be at 
least three murlholes round the base of the boiler. 

117. Manhdies, Mudholos and Sightholes in Locomotive Type Boilers.— Wherever 

the size of the boiler permits there shall be a manhole in the barrel. Barrels of 3 feet 
and upwards in diameter shall have a manhole not less than 14 inches by 10 inches in 
the clear. Barrels between 2 feet and 3 feet in internal diameter shall have a manhole 

not less than 13 inches by 10 inches in the clear. Barrels below 2 feet in internal 

diameter shall have either a manhole or a sighthole as largo as ])racticuble. The opening 
shall not be less than 'J inches by t! inches. There shall also be a sighthole or handhole at 
the bottojD of each corner of the tire-box casing. Wherever practicable the holes shall be 
in the rounded corner and shall be oval in shape with the major axis vertical. The holes 
shall not be less than 3^ inches by 2^ inches in the clear, wherever the size of the boiler 
permits. • 

118. Elliptical. —Manholes in cylindrical shells shall have tlieir shorter axes 
arranged longitudinally in all large hollers, but in the barrels of locotype boilers the axes * 
may bo arranged either way. 

119. Mudholos and BIghtholes.— i» all cases ,in which the covers are inlornally 
tilted, mudholes and sightholes shall be elliptical in shape. 

120. Compensation Rings to Manholes.— («) Compensation shall be provided in 
every case fur the part cut out of a cyliudricul shell for a manhole. Tb* strength of 
the net section of compensating ring and of the rivets securing it to shell compHfed with 
that of the part of shell cut out shall not be less than the strength of the longitudinal 
seams. 

The spacing of the rivets shall be such as not to reduce the strength qf the shell plate 
below that of the longitudinal seams.

120. Compensation for Cutting Large Heles in Shells.— where holes are cut in 

cylindrical sheila for mountings, the diameters of the holes being greater than 2^.'imes 
the thickness of the shell plate 2} inches, uompensation shall he fitted as in the case 
of manholes. Where ordinary sized steel stand blocks or pad pieces are fitted and are 
securely riveted to tb*‘ sbell, no additional compensation for the hole cut in the shell is 
needed. If, however, the net section of the stand block or pad within four inches of 
the shell is less than the section of the shell plate cut away a compensation ring shall 
be fitted. Where a lurge opening is cut in a cylindrical shell to receive another part of 
the structure, the sides wliero out away shall bo efficiently cross stayed or streiiglluuied in 
some other*effeclive manner. ^ 

121. Manholes and Mudholes In iFlat Plates .—Where a flat plate is flanged to 

Btiflfen it at a manhole or sighthole, to jiermit the same working jjressure as would be 
allowed upon an nnpierced plate, the clepth of the flange measured from the outer surface 
is to bo <at least equal to—

122. Stand Blocks and Pads. — stand blcK'ks and jiad pieces for carrying mountings 
shall be of cast steel, wrougiii iron or mild sioei, cither piossed or welded, and of suhsian- 
tial proportions. They shall he carefully bedded on tlie shell and the riveting sliiill lie 
pitched to ensure a tight joint. The jointing faces to wliich the mountings are to be bolted 
shall be machined and be level when iho lioilor Ls in its working position. 

125. Doors, Mouthpieces and Cross Bars.— (n) All internally,, fitted -doiu-s of 

manholes, mudholes and sightholes shall bo of wrought iron or steel built up or pressi-d to 
shape and annealed, or made from one thickness of plate with a mueliined ree.fss for the 
jointing material. Their spigot part or the recess sh'ill not have a greater clearance iluiii 
y\,th inch all round, i.e., the axes shall not be loss than j^th incli siii.iller than the holes in 
which they are fitted. 

(b) The studs or bolts of large doors shall bo screwed through the plates. In the 
case of small doors the studs may bo forged solid with the doors or, if screwed, he 
efficiently riveted to the doors. 

(c) Covers of raised circular manhole mouthpieces of L »nca.shire type boilers nnd 
others shall be of mild steid ; whether dished or flat, the cover at its tliitviest jiart 
shall not be of le.ss thickness thtiti that required hy flat plate rules under liegtilation 73 for 
the intended pressure. The bolts or stmls securing tlie cover to the frame or mouthpiece 
shall also satisfy the holt rule undef Kegulation 91. 

(d) Manhole mouthpieces for cylindrie.al shells tiiid end plates shall be made of steel 
or wrought iron either presscil rnit of the solitl or welded, ('ircular manhole mouth|)icccB 
of Lancashire tyi)c boilers should not be less than 10 inches in liiternsl <liumeter and 
J inch in thicknes.s, and when welded the position of the weld shall he at right angles to 
the longitudinal line. Cro.ss bars shall he of substantial proportions and either solid 
forgings of steel or iron or of cast steel. 


Boiler Moxtntingt and FiiUngs. 

124. The Requisite- Mountings and Fittings.— Erery boiler shall be fitted with the 
following :— 

Two safety valves; 

Two independent means of indicating the water leTel; 

A steam pressure gauge ; 

A steam stop valve ; 

A feed check valve ,- 

A blow down cook or valve ; 

An attachment for Inspector’s test gauge ; 

A manhole, where the size and construction permit, and such mudholes or 
sightholes as are necessary fur effectively cleaning the boiler. 

125. Bafatjf Valves ,—(o) Safety valves shall not bo leas than I inch in diameter 
except in the caso of every small boilers, for which valves of } inch diameter are 
permitted. 
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. (6) The minimuni aggregate area of safety valves of ordinary type in each boiler, 
whether coal fired or oil fired, and whether working under natural, forced or induced 
draught, shall bo found by the following formula ;—

(c) All the safely valves of a boiler may be fitted in one chest, but such chest shall 
bo separate from any other valve chest, and shall be connected direct to the boiler 
or stand block or ])ad by a strung and Stitt' nock, tho passage through which should have 
across sectional area at least equal to one-half the aggregate area of the safety valves in 
thechost; • 

Provide<l that the safety valves of small locomqtive type boilers with overhead 
engines may, on account of cramped space, be attached to the engine jcylinder casting, 
jirovicled tliere is a clear short jjassage way of ample sectional area and structional 
strength between the \ alvos and the boiler. 

(,(/) The openings in tlie boiler shell for safety valves shall be left clear and 
uncovered on the inside and shall not be connected to an internal pi])e of any 
description. 

(ai Each safety valve shall bo capable of being lifted a distance at least equal to one- 
fourth of its olFective diam"ter and there shall be a free outlet for the waste steam. 

(/) Where a.wasto steam pipe is fitted, tho pipe and the passages leading to it shall 
have a cross sectiomil area not less in square inches than the combined areas of the safety 
valves a,-', given by sub-regulation (6) of this regulation. 

(ff) Each large enclosed safety valve chest shall have a means of draining it, and the 
drain pipe shall lie led clear of the boiler, 

(A) Means shall he jirovided in every case to jirevent the valves being lifted out of 
their seats when working. Large valve scats shall he secured by studs and nuts. 

(i) In the case of lever valves, if the holes in the lever are not bushed with brass, the 
pins shnll be of brass ; iron and iron working tog.dhor shall not be*permitted. 

(j) The weight of a lever and weight safi'ty valve shall be in one piece and be 
secured at the end of the lever against a change of position. In the case of spring loaded 
Hifety vtflves, wusliors or ferrules shall be fitted under the adjusting screws so that the 
valves eamiot be overloaded when under steam. 

(A) Safety valves shall be accessible and so arranged that they can be eased off their 
seats at any time. In the case of dead weight and spring loaded aafety valves a substan¬ 
tial test lever for the purpose shall be provided. 

(/) The size of the steel of which tho springs of direct loaded safety valves are made ■ 
shall be found by the following formula :—

(m) The springs shall have a sufficient number of coils with a range of compression 
equal to at least one-half of the diameter of the valve. When loaded to the working 
pressure the amount of compn esion shall not be less than one quarter of the diameter of 
the valve. 

126. Wftter gftujos.—( a) Every boiler shall have two means of indicating the water 
level in it. and have nrirked on it, when applicable, in a contiguous position easily seen, 
the level of the highest part of (he furnaces, fire-box or combustion chamber as the case 
may be. 

(A) All large boilers shall be fitted with two glass water gauges. For small boilers 
where there is difficulty in fitting two glass water gauges, two test cocks may be fitted in 
place of the second class water gauge. 

(c'' The lowest visible part of the glasis water gauge and lower test cock shall be fixed 
at a safe working level. For locomotive typo and vertical boilers this shall not be less 
than 2 inches above the highest part of the lire-box ’•oof plate. 

(d) Glass water gauges shall be so placed as to be easily seen and reached by the 
boiler attendant. The fittings of glass watef gauges and teat cocks shall be of snbstautial 
make with 1 arge!passage ways through them, and so constructed that an instrument 
can be passed through the opening. The gauge cocks when open shall have their' handle! 
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in a vertical direction and each handle at its junction with the 'plu^ shall be plainly 
marked with a deep line to indicate the direction of the passage way through the plug. 
A drain cock and pipe must be fitted to each glass water gauge. A guai'd to prevent 
injury to the attendant and a pointer to show the ordinary working water level shall also 
be fitted to each glass water gauge. 

127. Steam preeeure S^uge, —Each boiler shall have a separate steam pressure 
gauge placed where it can be easily seen. It shall bo marked in pounds per square inch 
and shall have a range of not less than doable the working pressure of the boiler. A red 
line shall mark the working pressure and a syphon pipe shall be fitted between the 
pressure gauge and the boiler. 

128. Steam atop valve, —(a) A steam stop valve shall be fitted between the boiler 
and tlte steam pipe and, except in the case in which a super-heater forms an integral part 
of the boiler itself {e.g., in the Babcock and Wilcox water tube boiler) betwben the 
boiler and the super-heater. Where two or more boilers are connected with a steam 
receiver or any other vessel, a steam stop valve shall be fitted between the boiler and such 
receiver or vessel. 

(6) Steam stop valve shall bo attached direct to the boiler shell or to suitable pads or 
stand blocks riveted to the shell, and the neck of the valve chest shall be reasonably short 
and of strong construction ; Provided that in the case of a large boiler in which it is 
proposed, fur the purpose of drainage or owing to obstruction, to connect the steam pipes 
to the steam stop valve at a higher level than would be obtained under this regulation, a 
vertical stand pipe not exceeding 5' diameters in height will be permitted between the 
stop valve and the boiler. Such stand pipes shall be of strung construction, and of 
wrought iron, mild steel or cast steel. The flanges of wrought iron or mild steel pipes 
shall be riveted to the pipes, and there shall be no branch on the stand pipe for any other 
connection. 

Provided also that in the case of a largo boiler in which it is desired to fit a tee piece 
for the purpose of providing a branch connection between the stop valve and the boiler, 
such a tee piece may be so fitted. The tee piece shall be of stropg construction, of 
wrought iron, mild steel, or cast steel and not exceed 2*" diameters in height. A stop 
valve shall be fitted direct to each tee piece branch. 

129. Fflfld ehSOk valvot, —The feed check valve shall ho attached direct to the boiler 
or to a BuitOkble pad and be of combined non-return and shut-down type. The valve 
opening in boiler or end qf internal feed pipe shall be above the low-water level and 
below the working level, 

130. Blow-down ooek or YOIvO and pipes.— («) The hlow-down c.>ck or valve shall 

be of substantial construction. The waste pipe attached to the cock or valve shall not be 
connected to a pipe common to another boiler. The pipe shall not be bound fust in earth 
or brickwork. ^ 

(b) (t) For locomotive type, vertical and marine type boilers the cock or valve shall 
be attached direct to the boiler or to a suitable pad or stand block. For water tube 
boilers the cock or valve shall be outside the brickwork with a substantial steel pipe 
between it and the mudliox. 

(it) For Cornish and Lancashire boilers the cock or valve may he attached to a cast 
steel elbow pipe of substantial section Imlted to a suitable stand block riveted to the 
boiler. But cast iron elbow pipes shall not be permitted. 

131. Inspector's pressure gauge attaohment.— (a) Every boiler shall be fitted 

with a valve or cock carrying in a verticil position a ’■eceiving screw for the attachment 
of the Inspector’s pressure gauge. ' 

(b) Except when tjie valve, or cock forms part of the pipe carrying the boiler 
pressure gauge, it shall he attached to the top of the shell near the pressure gauge. 

(c) The receiving socket shall be tapped } inch British Standaid Whitworth screw 
thread, and shall be fitted with an easily removable cap. 

(d) In the case of small boilers which cannot be entered by an Inspector and which 
are hydraulically tested at each inspection a ping hole tapped | inch British Standard 
Whitworth screw thread shall be provided in a handy position for the attachment of the 
Inspectors’ test pump hose nipple, 

132. Manholet, mudholet and alghtholes.— Bee Regniations 11.5 to 123. 

133. Fusibla plugs. —Plugs, where fitted, shall be over the hottest part of the 
furnace or firebox. The outside and inside of the plug shall be kept clean and the fusible 
metal shall be periodically renewed. 

134. Design of boiler mountings.— All boiler-moanting valves over 2 inches 
diameter shall have untside screws, their covers shall be Secured by bolts or studs, and all 
shall be arranged to be shat with a right hand motion of the wheels. 

135. Material of valve ehoots. —Esed valve ohests and all stop and safety valve 
ohests when subjected to saturated steam only, for working pressures up to 160 lbs. per 
square inch, may be made of oast iron, bnt such valve chests when snbjected to super¬ 
heated steam shall, whatever the working pressure, be of oast steel or other approved 
material. - 
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138. Cocks and valses to be easily seen whether epen or shut.— The conetmction 

of all important cocks unci valves connected to the boiler shall bo such as to show without 
difficulty whether they are open or shut. 

157. Studs and bolts securing mountings.— (a) When boiler mountings are secured 
by studs, the studs shall have a full thread holding in the plate for a length of at least 
one diameter. If the stud holes penetrate the whole thickness of the plate, the stud 
shall be screwed right through the plate and be riveted or fitted with a nut inside the 
boiler wherever the construction of the boiler permits. 

(6) Whore boiler mountings are H«cure<l by bolts, the bolts shall be screwed right 
through the plate with their IhmkIs inside llie boiler. 

138. Bronie boiler mountings. —The chests of blow dowti cocks and valves, water 
gauge valves and cocks, aiul similar fittings, sluill be made of good and suitable bronze. 
All cocks used with boilers working at 11)0 lbs. pre.ssure or above .‘.hall bo asbestos jtacked 
and of substantial design and make. 

139. Chests and parts of mountings and fittings.— Subject to the limitntionB of 
Kegulations 130, 13.'> and 138 the above mentioned chests and parts of mountings and 
fittings may be made of ca.st steel, cast iron, or bronze. 

140. Cast steel chests, etc. —steel-castings, when macliinwd and ready for 
fitting in place, shall ho subjected lo a hydraulic test eijual to twice the working pressure 
whicli they may liave to lujar. 

(6) Sloel-oastings wliich will be subject to the action of feed water shall he made of 
steel of v’hich the manganese content does not exceed '4 per cent. 

141. Chests, etc. in general.— All chests and fittings shall he smooth, sound and 
free from flaws, cracks or other injurious defocla. After completion they shall withstand 
satisfactorily a hydraulic test lo at least twice the working pressure of the boiler for 
which they are inteuded. 

The working pressure and thickness of the chests or pipes shall be determined by the

Steam Pipes. 

142. Steam pipes may be of wrought iron, wrought steel, cast steel and in some cases 
of co])per. The requirements for jiipos and (lunges are given below. 

143. Copper Pipes. —(a) Ho pipe made from the eloctro-doposition of cupper on a 
mandril shall bo used for steam delivery. All copper pipes shall he properly annealed 
before putting in place. All copper steam pipes subject to a pressure over 75 lbs. per 
square inch shall he solid drawn. 

(l>) No steam pipe intended for a working pressure over 180 lbs. pur square inch 
shall be made of copper when the internal diameter exceeds 5 inches. No copper pipe 
shall he used for super-heated steam. 
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(c) All copper steam pipes on completion and prior to being fitted in place shall be 
sabjectcd to hydraulic test to at least twice the working presanre. 

(f/) The working pressure of copper pipes shall be determined by the following 
formula :—

D is the intorual diameter of the pipe in inches,

(f) When copper pipes are bent they shall be made thicker to provide for thinning 
at the bend. In no case shall the radius of curvature at the centre lino of the pip^ be 
less than twice the external diameter of the pipe. 

144. Wrought Iron and Steel Plpoo.— (o) These pipes may ke solid drawn, lap- 

welded or riveted. 

(t) The process of welding the seams shall be by hammering or rolling the j<iint. 

(c) On completioii of any work which involves heating, whether for weUIing the 
joint, welding on tiauges, hot bending the pipe, or for any other pnrpo.se, the pipe shall 
be carefully annealed. 

(d) Mild steel for lap-weldod steam pipes and tubes shall have a tensile breaking 
strength not excelling 2H tons per B(|uare inch, with a minimum elongation of 2!) per 
cent, on the standard test piece. 

(e) All iron or steel steam pipes and tubes prior to being fitted in place shall be 
subjected to hydraulic test to at least 3 times the working pressure. 

(/) The maximum working pressure allowed on pipes shall bfi determined by the 
following formula::—

145. Cast Steel Pipes —Pipes, bends, tee pieces, etc., of oast steel shall comply with 
the requirements of Regulations 140 and 141. The working pressure and thickness shall 
be determined by the formulas under Regulation 141. 

146. Flanges of Copper Pipes. —Flanges of copper pipes may be made of the usual 
brass or bronze or of wrought iron or of wrought or cast steel. 

147. ' Fisnges of Iron and Stael Pipot. —Flanges of iron and steel pipes may be 
made of cast steel, wrought iron or wrought steel made without a weld. The pipes may 
be expanded by rollers into flanges having a series of recesses formed witJiin them or 
they may be screwed into the flanges with a disappearing thread. Flanges may be 
riveted, when practicable, to pipes of any size. 

148. Welded and brazed flangea.— Flanges made of iron or steel may be welded by 
any suitable process to pipes made of wrought iron, ingot iron or tube steel, and if the 
'flanges are made of iron or tube steel they may be welded to mild steel pipes. When 
flanges are attached to copper pipes by brazing or to iron or steel pipes by welding they 
shall also be secured In such additional way (e.^., by riveting the ends or forming a 
conical end so as to fit into a conical bore in the flange) that the resistance to withdrawal 
from the flange does not depend wholly on the brasing or welding.

CHArTER I. ' 

Regulations for the Reglstrstlon and inspeotlon of Boilers, 

149. When an application 1 h made for the registration of a boiler and when a boiler 
requires to he inspected under this Act, the following Regulations shall apply. 

150. PreparatlOfl for Inspection. — (n) At overy inspection of a boiler for the grant 
or renewal of a ccrtilicatc, the lioiler shall l)o empty and thoroughly clean in all its parts. 
All doors of niiinhnles, handholes and sightholes and cleaning plugs and all caps in the 
headers and mud drums of water-tubo boilers, all firoltara, bearers, front plates, bridge 
plates, fire-l)ridgeH, brick arches, oil fuel burners and mechanical stoker fittings shall 
lie removed. All valves and cocks comprising the boiler mountings shall be opened 
up and taken apart and Ihe valvos or cocks ground, when neoessary, before the 
Inspector’s visit. 

{fj) Provision shall be made for the removal of lagging or brick-work or other 
(uinceaiing part and for tho drilling of plates, if reqnii'ed by the Inspector, and for verify¬ 
ing the pressure gauge and safety valve dimensions and weights. 

{(•■) All smoko tubes, exterior of water tubes, siiioke boxes, and external flues shall be 
swept clean. 

(fl) Provision shall bo made for tho effective disconnection of all steam and hot 
water coinmnnication with any otlier boiler under steam us prescribed in Part 111 of 
these Regulations. This shall be effected either l)y the removal of a length of pipe from 
tlie steam and food piping or by the insertion of .snbstautial blank flanges. Where blank 
liangcH are enqiloyed, they shall be inserted between the flange of the chest and the pipe 
attaclied to it, *No blank flange sliall be inserted ])etween a safety valve chest anil 
the boihir, 

151. Hydr&UllO tests.— Every new boiler shall he hydraulically tested in the 
presence of an Inspector. 

152. PreparatlOP for hydraulic test.— The chests of all mountings subject to 
steam pressure shall he in place and shut tight or blank flanged. The safety valves shall 
either he jammed down or removed and the cliest-opcning blank flanged. 'J'he attach- 
inotit for tlie Inspector’s pressure gauge and tho nipple for connecting the Inspector’s test 
pump ly)se shall he in order. All doors shall he jiroperly jointed and tightened up. The 
boiler stmll be (iompletely filled with water, ciire being taken to allow all air to escape 
aiul, if possilde, a preliminary lest not exci^eding the working pressure of the boiler shall 
he taken before tlie Inspector’s visit, to test the tightness of the joints. When a boiler is 
liydraiilically tested for the first time, it shall he entirely cleared of lagging or brickwork; 
at siihsequent tests tho lugging or brickwork, or iiortious thereof, shall be removed if 
required by tlie Inspector. 

153. Procedure of hydraulic tests. — («) Every new boiler shall be hydraulically 
tested in the iir.jseiico of an Insiiec.tor to not less than twice the approved working 
Itressiire, when sueh working jiressure does not exeeiul KHi lbs. per square inch ; when 
the approved working pressure is above 100 lbs. per stjuaro inch, tlie hydraulic test 
pressure shall he 1 1 times the working pressure/i/ux .'iO Ihs. jier square inch. 

{f/) The lioiler shall salisfactonly withstand such pressuro without appreciable 
leakage or undue detleutiou or distpration of its parts for at least ten consocutive miuules. 

If the test is riot satisfactory the working pressure allowalde liy calculation shall he suit¬ 
ably reduced, unless tho owner desiies to make such alterations as will enable the boiler 
to wiihstand satisfactorily the hydrunlic test ; in this case after the alterations have 
been made the lioiler shali again he oxamiiied, tlio pressure recalculated, if necessary, 
and the boiler tested to the satisfaction of th« Inspeotor. 

(c) At tliH first liydraiilio test of a boiler prior to the issue of an original certificate 
dellectidn iiieasuroments shall he made before, * during and after tost of each furnace 
length, tire box ar' l Hat end or other plates. 

{(i) After tile aiiplicatiuii of the hyiiraiilic test tho Inspoctor shall carefully examine 
the boiler inside and outside and satisfy himself that it has satisfactorily withstood the 
test, 

(e) In any case in which tho safe working pressure to ho allowed for a boiler cannot, 
owing to peculiar construction of any of its parts, he determinod by calculation in the 
ordinary way, tlie Inspector sliall, under tho diroction of the Chief Inspector, subject 
the boiler to hydranlio test for tho jiiirpose of doterniining tlie fitness of such parts. 
The iimouuts of tho test pressure to he applied iti Hiuh a case shall not exceed tho test 
pressure prescribed for tlie least working jiressure found by calculation for other parts 
of tlie boiler or the intended working pressure, whiehever is loss, Hhoitld auy part of 
llio lioiler show undue detloctiou or indication of ]iermanent set during the progress of 
the test, the pressure shali be released immediately such indiuulions are observixl. The 
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working prosRurn for the part shall be 40 por cent, of the test pressnre applied when the 
point of permanent set was reached. This procedure shall apply to any boiler at any 
test. 

(/) Hy<Iraulia tests of boilers at Bubso.jnent inspections shall, except when the 
Iiispeetor expressly requires otlierwise, be made after the inspection. The test pressure 
to be applied to old boilers shall bo from one and a quarter to one and a half times the 
working pressure of tho boiler. 

{g) When the internal construction or size of a boiler does not permit of the Inspector 
getting inside it or of examining closely all its parts, he shall see it tested by hydraulic 
pressure to one and a half times tho working pressure at each certificate inspection. 

(h) Warer tube, locbinotive type and all tubular boilers shall be hydraulically tested 
at each certificate inspection, iiuloss such tes' is waived under the orders of the Chief 
Inspector. 

(*) The Inspector may, if lie considers it necessary, apply a hydraulic test to any 
boiler at any iu8|>ection. 

(j) Except in the case of small, jiortahle and vehicular boilers which do not require 
re-erection or bnihling in brickwork, tJie hydraulic test of all boilers shall be conducteo 
only after tho erection of the boiler in xiiii, and all boilers shall after re-eroction in a 
position different from that in which they were last examined be hydruulically testeit. 
A hydraulic test shall also be taken before granting an increased pressure certificate 
and after repairing a boiler, unless the Chief Inspector authori/us the Inspector to waive 
such test. 

(k) When carrying out hydraulic test. Inspector shall ii'so pre.ssuro gauges supplied 
by the Chief Inspector. 

154. StBftni t68tS. —(rt) Every newly resriatered boiler and every other boiler of which 
the working pressure has been altered shall, before the issue of an origin.-il or renewal 
certificate for such boiler, be tested under steam to the satisfaction of the Inspector. 

{b) At tho time of the tost the safety valves shall lie left free ami capable of being 
adjusted to the approved working pressure. 

(c) After ailjiistmont of the valves to the correct blowing pressure the boiler shall 
be tried under full steam and firing for at least ten minutes with the feed water shut off 
and the stop valve closed, during which time the Inspector shall note tlfc accumulation 
of pressure and other details of the test as well as the loading and adjustment of the 
safety valvdS. 

(</) Oil completion bf the safety valve test the Insiiector shall satisfy himself that 
the water gauges are in working order and that the feed apparatus is capable of supplying 
the boiler with suflicient water. Where tlio Local Oovernineut does not require a 
persou-in-charge of a hoilcr to hold a certilicale of (;omptd,cucy, th(‘ Inspector may when 
he thinks fit satisfy himself hy questioning or by practical test whether the persou-in- 
charge of the boiler nndt'rstunds the use and purpose of the water gauges, the pressure 
gauge, the safety valves, the feed water-supjily ami blow-down. 

(tf) When witnessing safety valve tests, Insiiectors shall use f.lie standard pressure 
gauges supplied hy the Chief Inspector unless tlie boiler pressure gauge has, since the 
time of inspection, been tested and found correct with an authorize<l testing machine. 

(/) No steam gauge shall he used without a syphon filled wiih water between it and 
the boiler. 

(y) When the accumulation of ]»reBsiire at a steam test exceeds ten per cent, of the 
maximum working pressure, the area of the safety valves shall be cotisidore<l insutficieiit, 
and a certificate sliall be refused until the safety valve urea is inc.reased. 

(A) An Inspector may, wlien visiting a factory for any purpose, verify the correct- 
ne.ss of the safety valves ami ]>rossure gauge id‘ any holler umh'r steam hy cuinparison 
with his standard pressure gauge: 

155. Procedure for re|l 8 trati 0 n.— (a) On receipt of an application for registration 

under section 7 (I) of the Act, the Inspector shall, when the holkr lias l»oen properly 
prepared for inspection, proceed to measure in complete detail all its parts, ascertain 
the working pressure allowed hy the Regulations by making a series of eaicuialiotis of 
the strength of the various parts, such calculations being based on his measurement 
and on the dimensions and other jiarticulars relating to the material and oonstruction 
stated in the maker’s certificate, if satisfied with the correctness (ntde section 14 ^7) (r) 
of the Act and Uegnlation 4). In making Ids calculations he shall, after examination 
of the material, take due account of the workmanship and details of the construction of 
each part. In his examination tlie Inspector may, if ho deems necessary, boro the plates 
or other parts to ascertain their fitness and in making his calculations he shall he guided 
by the requiremeuts of Chapters I, II and III of Part 1 of these Rogulutioiis. , 

(A) If no formula or co-ellicient a])plicuble to any part is contained in Part I, 
Chapter III, of the Regulations, the Chief Inspector shall in his discretion determine the 
fitness of such part. 

(e) The strength of the weakest part so calculated or determined, subject to any 
discretionary power exercised by the Chief Inspector, shall determine the permissible 
v^orkinft pressnre of the boiler. After inspecting the boiler and ascertaining )>y the 

f irescribed calculations the maximum pressure at which the boiler may hi* worked, the 
uspeotor shall hydraulically test an<l steam-test It in accordutioe with the requiremeuts

of RegnUtions 153 and 154 and may imae « providonal order in Form V under seotiod 9 
of the Act. 

(d) The Inspector shall enter the above partionlars and dimensions of the boiler and 
calculations of strength of the various parts, together with details of the hydraulic and 
of the steam tests, in a “ Memorandum of Inspection ’* Book (vide Regulation 160) which, 
together with all the maker’s papers for the boiler, shall be submitted to the Chief 
luspoctor for approval of pressure before the issue of an original certificate under sec¬ 
tion 7 (5) and («) of the Act. 

(e) On completion of the first thorough inspection, measurement, hydraulic and 
steam test of the boiler, the Chief Inspector shall, if satisfied with the result, allot a 
registry number under section 7 (4) (o) of the Act and issue his orders under section 7 (5) 
of (be Act (mde Hegulation 162) ; but the registration and examination under section 7 
of the Act shall not be complete until the engraving of th'. registry number of the boiler 
under suction 7 (6) of the Act has been verified by the Inspector. 

15& Engraving of registry number.— (ol The registry number of erery boiler shall 
be cut in the front plate thereof in such position as shall be pointed out by the Inspector.

The distiyguishing lettors shall bp engraved above a number and separated therefrom 
by a horiKontal lino two and half indies in length. The letters and figures shall be one 
inch in height and of suitable breadtli, provided that in the ca-io of small boilers the 
letters and figures of the device may, in the discretion of the Chief Inspector, l>e reduced 
to I' in lieight. The whole shall be enclosed in a rectangle, the upper and lower sides 

of which shall be three inches apart and one (piarter inch dear of the top of the letters 

and tlie bottom of the figures respectively as indicateil below :—

The aide lines shall he equal distance dear from the figures. The engraving shall not bt» 
less than r.'^th inch in depth. 

(6) Tlie engraving shall be complete and ready for verification within thirty days of 
the first itispoctioii of the boiler. 

(fi) Boilers having registry devices difiTering from those prescribed herein shall, on 
the8<3 regulntions coming into force, have such devices obliterated, altered or cut anew in 
conformity with those prescril.ud above. The original nuinhers of siidi boilers shall he 
retained in the now device. A number once alJotted to a boiler shall not be used again 
for another boilor. 

167, MMSUrsmsUt of hootinj surfuoo. —(a) For the purpose of regulating the area 
of the safety valves and tho amount of registration and iiispection feus the “ heating 
surface” ol a boiler shall be tho total surface of all plates and lubes exposed to bed on 
one side and in contact with water on the other, measured on tho water side or the tire 
side, whicliover is larger. • 

(6) For Laucusliiro and Cornish boilers the total heating surface shall include the 
wetted surface of the furnaces between tho end plates, tho fire space, the fire space of 
cross tubes where fitted, and the part of the extoraul shell below the side fine covers. In 
estimating tho areas furnaces shall bo considered as plain cylinders; the area of their 
wetted surface shall be taken as tlioir mean external circumference x the length of the 
lioiler between end plates. For the shell tho width of that part of the circumference 
below the fine covers shall be taken as = 21), and this width x the length between end 
plates shall be taken as the area of shell heating surface. Tho part of the surface of the 
back end plate exposed to heat shall be omitted from the calculation. . 
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Eaeample.-^’y!he formula for tbe total heating surface of a Tjanoashire boiler having 
plain fnrnuceH -without cross tubes is as follows :— 

H.S. in square feet ss 2L (3'14d-l;-D). L is the length of the boiler between end 
plates in feet, d is the mean external diameter of the furnaces in feet and D 
is the internal diameter of the largest belt of shell in feel. 


((!) For steam and water drums of water tnbe boilers the heating surface of the drum 
shall be taken as half the external mean circumference hiiiltiplied by the clear length of 
liruin between the outer brick walls or centres of cross boxes, us the case may be. The 
heating surfuce of the tubes shall be taken as the external surface of the inclined tubes 
between tube plates or headers. The healing surface of the headers shall he omitted from 
the calculation. 

(d) For marine bt)ilc!r8 of the fire-tube type the heating surface shall include ihe 
wetted surface of the furiiuees between the tube plates (considered in the same way as fur 
lunicashire boilers), the wetted surface of the combustion chambers (bw the are.i of tlie 
tube holes) and the wetted surfuce of the tubes between tube plates. 'I'he jrarts of the 
front tube plate exposed to beat shall be omitted from the calculation. 

(s) For locomotive type boilers tlie lieating surface sliall ;iuclode the wetted surface 
of the fire-box above the fouudation ring (less the area of the tnVes ami the fire-hole and 
ring) and the wetted surface <tf the tubes lietw-een .tube |)lat(tH. The smoke box tube 
plate shall be omitted from tlie calculation. 

(/) For vertical boilers of ordinary type the heating surface shall include the w*ttU>d 
surface of the fire-box atiove the foundation ring (less the urea of tire-bole and ring and 
tube holes, if any) and tlie surface of any cross or other tulies ami uptake below the 
lowest water level shown in the gauge glass. 

(ff) For any other heating surface not provide<l for in the foregiiiiig iiistmetions the 
same general procedure shall he obstirvod. 

(A) No deduction shall he made for stays, etc., in calculating the heating surface. 

1SL BOikN* rating. —'PIiQ holier rating shall he the uiimher of square feet (to the 
nearest whole figure) in the hentitig surface of the boiler us deteruiiued under Hegiilatiou 
157. 

159. Rtgistnition fee.- ■The fee for tlie regislralion of each boiler shall be ;—

The registration fee shall cover tho thorough inspection, hydraulic test, verification of 


registry number and steain test, subject to the provisions ol section 14 (4’) of the Act. In 
cases where the boiler has not lH>eii properly prepared, the Chief Inspector shall tiave the 
puwi‘r to remit the whole or part of liie additiiuiul fees required umler the above section. 

186. MMIOnyidlllll of hltpoetioil look.— a memorandum of inspection book shall 
be prepared for each lioiler in Form I. lii this book t|^e Inspector shall enter iu nik all 
particulars and dimensions of the boiler with the caloulatious for the various parts iu 
detail, particulars of bydruiilic test, and steam test and his inspection notes. At subse¬ 
quent inspections Inspectors shall enter tlie dates of the inspections, hydraulic tests aud 
steam teste, when such are made, with their notes thereon. 

111. IliiotniUM Book. — (a} A registration book containing all the purtionlars 
required for registration shall be luaintaiued in the office of the Chief litepextor iu Form 
I and any orders passed by him regarding the boiler shall be entered in the registration 
book under his initiate. 
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(6; The rogiatration book, on a boiler paaaing from one part of India tu another, 
shall, on the request of the Chief Inspector of the Provinoe to which the boiler has been 
transferred: be forwarded to that officer who shall take over its Custody and maintain it 
as prescribed above. 

162. Brent of cortificate. —A certificate for the use of a boiler shall be granted in 
Form VI. In the cortificiAe shall be entered the maximum pressure at which the boiler 
shall be worked, the load to be placed on the safety valves or the thickness of washers on 
ferrules required as a safeguard against overloading, the date and pressure of the last 
hydraulic test of the boiler and, when applicable, of the main dteam pipes attached 
to it. 


185. Praoadura at Mbsaquent inspeotiona.— (a) At subsequent inspections of a 
boiler, the lns])eotor shall gauge and rucord the circularity of furiiaftes of boilers having 
cylindrical furnaces. In Adamson type furnaces he shall take a vortical and horizontal 
gauging of at least the three first furnace rings and record the result in the Memorandum 
of Inspection Hook. He shall sound gusset stay rivets to detect slack or broken rivets and 
shall examine gusset angles for fracture. He shall examine the water-side of the end 
plates around thta shell lines, furnace flanges, and at tho toes of gusset stays, and the 
bends of furnace flanges, and shall test screw stays and smoke tubes. Ho shall test the 
fit of all internally fitted manh(de and other doors. He shall examine all mountings 
internally and oxteraaily. When aiiy i>art is wasted and he is doubtful of its fitness for 
the pressure, he shall cause one or more small holes to be bored and from them ascertain 
the average thickness of the parts from which he can satisfy himself by calculation in 
accordance with the formula applicable to the ])art. Uncli gaugings and calculations ho 
shall enter in tho Memorandum of Inspection Hook. 

{b} In making calculations for a wasted part of a boiler shell, e.g., along the line of 
seating blocks of a Lancashire boiler, tho Inspector shall use the ordinary sholl pressure 
formula wit|;|uut*j, the percentage strength of joint. 

• 

164. Repairs to boilers. —(n) Knpairs to boiler shells shall be effected either by 
patching or by removing a strip of worn or damaged plate and inserting the new strip 
with covering slrapa over the longitudinal butt ends, the strength of the riveted joints 
to be nut less than that of the longitudinal shell. 

(b) Patches fur lire-ex|)()sed plates shall be fitted metal to metal without joint of any 
description. The affected part shall be cut out, leaving the corners of the hole well- 
rounded. Patches shall be secured, wherever possible, hy pruptirly spaced riveui with at 
least a width of plate equal to the diainetnr of rivet between the edge of the rivet hole 
and the edge of the plate. Where riveting is impraetioable, the plate shall be secured by 
well fitting countersunk headed sorew pins. 

(c) Thc^ thickness of a patch plate shall nut be leas than the original thickness of tho 
plate which it is used to patch. 

(d) Htays cut out with an affected part of a plate shall be renewed and shall be fitted 
through the patch. 

(e) Bulged or distorted furnaces of circular section may, if the bulge or distortion is 
not too great, be heated and pressed hack to shape. 

(/) Circular fiiruaces of horizontal boilers that have become distorted under ordi¬ 
nary, working conditions to a greater extent than the thickness of the furnace plate, i.e., 
when the difference between two cress gaugings oxce(HlH the tliickucss of tho plate, may 
he strengthened by fitting auti-eolla]>Be rings round the furnace at tho middle of the 
length of the fiirnace. 

(ff) Anti-colla|)so rings shall be of substantial sectiou either nf single or double angles 
belted back to back with screw stays not leas than Jth inch in diameter and about 7 
inches in pitii passed Ihrougli fiat of angle and screwed into the furnace, the ends being 
either rounded or riveted over on lire side and fitted with nuts at the other. The stay 
bolt*} shall be fitted wiili ferrules not less than 1 inch in depth between furnace and angel 
ring. 

(A) Welding shall not be accepted for the repair of any part of a boiler for which 
welding is furbidd*ni for a now b .iter under the Regulations. Kniler shells shall not be 
repaired by welding boyoml the filling up of a small isolated corroded or pitted part or 
the making up of wasted edges of openings. 

_Cracks or gm.iving is dished or flat end plates of cylindrical sliolls or In the 

bonds of furnroe llanges in a circumferential direction may be filled up by welding to 
render them steam-tight, but such welding shall be reinforced by patch or other suitable 
means. 

(*) Wasted parts of circular turuacos and fire-boxes and fire exposed flat plates as in 
•rociangular fire-boxes and combustion chambers may be cut out and be replaced by new 
pieces welded in or they may bo built up by welding. Longitudinal cracks in circular 
furnaces and fire-boxes and cracks in rectangular fire-boxes and combustion chambers 
may be welded. 

(J) Whore a part of a stayed flat plato is renewed, the stays affected shall also be 
renewed and be screwed from the now part as in the original. ^ No stay shall be welded. 

(Hr) The renewed parts shall be treated as parts of new boiler and must comply with 
Ihe Regulations in force for the intended pressure. 
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165. SubmiulOn of <plUI8 of boilors. —(«) I" the case of laud boilere made in India 
or outside India for use in British India the Chief Inspector may, on receipt of a Treasury 
acknowledgment of the prescribed fee, receive for examination plans and particulars of 
materials, design and construction of boilers beforehand so as to avoid questions arising 
at the examination of the finished boilers. 

(h) The Chief lns|)ector shall, after examiuation of the plans and particulars, furnish 
the proposers with his opinion as to whether he is satisfied Riith the design and iltness of 
the parts for the intended pressure or, if not, what modification may bo necessary tlieroin. 
When plans and particulars of boilers have been approved, the Inspector in making his 
exainination shall see that the designs as approved have been carefully followed out and 
that the material corresponds with the approved particulars. 

(c) The above procedure shall be followed in the ca.“e of extensive repairs or altera¬ 
tions to boilers, but no fee shall be leviable for the examination of such plan# and 
particulars. 


CHAPTER II. 

Steam pipes. 

166. Inspection of steam pipes.- (a) Steam jiipes shall be inspected and hydrauli¬ 
cally tesletl before erection in place, the test pressun' to l)e that iirescriiied in the Ktamlard 
Conditions for steam pipes. A certificate from an lusfiecting Authority or a r<!Cogiii/.ed 
maker stating that this has been done may be accepknl. If the Tnspe.ctor is satisfied with 
the test, the pipes may he erected in position ; at the steam test of the holier he shall 
examine them under steam pressure. No He])arat.e cortiticate for the steam pipes shall be 
issued, nor shall a separate fee be charged for their insjiection. 

(ft) At subse([iient inspections of the boiler or at any other time, the Insjiector may 
make an external inspection of the steam pipes and for this jmrposo may require a part of 
the lagging at the flangits to be removed, and the pipe mad(' iiare. If als a result of this 
inspection the Inspector is of opinion that the pipes or any portbtu of them are in an un¬ 
satisfactory condition, he shall report the matter to the (iliief Inspisilor, who may require 
the whole of the lagging to he removeil and may require any pi|>e <ir pipes to bt' hydrauli 
cally teste*!. The test pressure at such hydraulic test shall ho no. loss than twice the 
working pressure of the boiler. 

(c) The date and hydraulic pressure to which steam pi[)es were siibjeoted shall be 
entered in the certificate for the boiler and such entries sliall be continued from lime to 
time in the renewal certificates for the holler. 

(d) Hteam ])ipeB shall he fitted with suitable means of drainage. I'ockets or Inw- 
lying bends, in which condensed steam is likely to collect, shall he proliil)ited Efficient 
means for draining steam pipes shall be provided in every case. All drain cocks or valves 
sliall be accessible and he so placed as to render'it practicable to drain the wuti>r from 
any part of the steam pipes or chests connected with tliem. Drain jiipes shall be fitted to 
drain cocks or valves when the latter are in such a position that the water or steam dis¬ 
charge from them is likely to cause personal liijiiry. 

(fl) Huitable provision shall he made for expansion either by nii'ans of huge fiends or, 
in the case of long lengths of straight pipes, by expansion joints. 'I'lie expansion joints 
of socket type shall he so fitted that the emi of the pipe cannot he forced out by the 
action of the steam pressure or movement of the jiipe. 

167. Material .—The material tost and working prossiires of steam pipes are pres¬ 
cribed in Regulations 142 to 14S, bat tlie C'liief Inspector may permit the use of cast iron 
steam pipes in exceptional circumstances us a tomporery measure only <for such period 
and subject to such conditions as he may direct. 

168. Submission of'plans of steam pipes. Plans of steam Iilpes shall he Huhmitted 
to the Chief Inspector before construction or at the time of registration of the boiler for 
his opinion whether the pipes and the arraiigoment will comply with the Regulations. 

PART III. 

safety of persons inside boilers. 

168. Safety of persons working inside boilers-— (a) No person shall be sent nr, 

with the assent of the owner or jiersoii in charge, go inside a steam boiler for any ]iiirpose 
whatsoever unless the boiler is effectively discoiinectod in the manner hereinafter 
prescribed from any steam or hot water communication with any other boiler. 

(ft) Effective disconnection shall bo made either by the removal oi the boiler stoji 
valve or of a length of piping from all steam and hot water connections with any other 
boiler, vessel or pipe oontaiiiing steam or but water or by the insertion of subsbmtial - 
blank flanges between the boiler stop valves and piping. The shattiug of a sto}) valve, 
stop cook or automatic isolating valve alone shall not bn deemed to be compliance with 
this regnlation. 

(c) The owner of a boiler to which this regulation is applicable shall obtain the 
approval oMhe Chief Inspector in writing to the method of disoohuootinn which ho 
proposes to use and shall be responsible that the method so approved is followed 
in practioe.

Ni vorl hi'lnsK 
a considorahlo amount of fjood work has hocn dono as will prositiitly ho 
apparont as tint year’s work is pasHod undor rovittw 

3. Tint (Ihitd and Assistant Inspoctors made 9,8,'ifi sniokc* oliscrvatidiis 
as a.i;ainst. H,2r)4, and tho numhor of visits to factories, etc., for inrttnu'.tion 
and tost was 3,ljri2 :i}raiiirtl .3,122 for I ho previous yi'ar. 

4. Tho co-oporation of owuors is ossontial to soouro a rodnolion of tho 
smoko nuisanco. This was tritnorally cor lially jrivitn and their assistamto is 
appntciatod. Durinj^ the yoar 1,678 olhtnoits wore roportod to tlioin for thoir 
departmental action, attainst 1,107 for tint previous yoar, and 707 for the yoar 
before that, and the Oommissioiiors i^ratofully acknowledire that this was 
almdst always takon at oncni. Ihit with some owiutrs it was found to ho 
impossihlo to make any improvomont uni ‘ss liy o,\(‘roisinf; the powers oon- 
lerretl under the Act. Statutory warnin;;H were served in 27 cases as against 
8, and proHocutions in 7 cases comprising 4 factories, 1 hlacksmilh shop and 
2 hhunja shops were institntitd as against 9 in tho previous yoar. • 

5. In iloaliug with the dostructivo smoke caused hy I ho illicit inanu- 
faclure of coke hy the ]>artial huruing of raw cojil in open heaps, the 
Commissioners took what action was pessilile under the Act. Warnings were 
served on 17 landowners upon whose ground the coke was made. Tlio 
jiolico were authorized to tako action under the Act in 8 cases, ainl tho land¬ 
owners in 2 cases. 

6. Tho puhlic continue to apply, freely for relief to the Cominissiouors. 
During the year under review 50 complaints were received and relief was 
givep where poSBible. In addition to these, many reforencoH wore received 
from the various municipalities which in many cases nooussitatod careful 
tests. 

In a complaint regarding tho smoke, sool and ashes from tho chimneys 
of tho Central Power Station owned hy the Calcutta Kleciric Supply 
Corporation, Limited, no immediate action could he takon as regards the 
smoko from the heavily over-loaded boilers which, as tho owners state, will lui 
brought within the tiormal limits when the additional boilers now being 
installed aro hrouglit into commission. But, as regards the discharge of grit 
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and cindoM the matter was taken up with the owners, who are voluntarily 
fitting grit and cinder catchers, the general principles of which have been 
approved hy the Oommissionors, at a cost of about Rs. 60,OIK) to 8 new cliim- 
noys Serving over 30,000 horse. Tt is estimated that tliesc catchers should 
reduce the daily discharge of grit and ashes from the chimneys l)y over 5 
tons. 

7. 'I' wo stokers were granted certificates of competency, as against one 
for the previous year. The highest number of certificates granted was 4.3 
in 19J9. In smoke abatement ami fuel econoiiy qualified stokers are of 
gr(!at importance, but unfortunately the shortage of the stafi* prevented 
examination of more stokers iu the year under nwiew, though tlie Inspectors 
continued to train as many stokers in the mills as belore. 

8. Hfihiient smoke abatement and fuel eco!iomy are synonymous. But 
in some of the local (d«l fasliioned plants, for obvious reasons, smoke abate¬ 
ment and fuel economy ap|»ear to be impossible to acdiieve. During the year 
a large firm replaced several wasteful installations, in which it was practi¬ 
cally impossilde to prevent excessive smoke, with a modern central station 
fitted with fuel and water meters. The result has been the abolition of 
smoko, a groat reduction in fuel and a general financial justification for the 
scheme. 

Another large firm has a power station in whitdi it was not possible to 
keep within the smoke limits and invit(«l inspection and suggestions. The 
Hues, chimney, etc., proved to be ample for reasonable requirements. But a 
test under working conditions revealed that the steam ])lant was using more 
sti'am than the b(»ilers could reasonably supply. After comph'ting the over¬ 
haul of the steam plant the smoke was reduced to reasonable limits, with a 
saving of 20 per cent, in fue,l. 

9. In unsuitable or badly proportioned jilants it is practically ini- 
])ossiblo,' with reasonable tdTorts, to prevmit excessive black smoke. Supreme 
efforts may for a time Secure eompliane(^ with tin' ordinary smoko regulations. 
Su(di efforts Ix’ing associattnl with imn-e.ased fuel eoiisumpfion and endhtss 
worry, smoke abatement is looked upon as an unreasonable interference with 
b'gitimate industrial endeavour. But it is oftmi forgotten that the more 
far-sight(ul vi('.w is to make suitable and properly proportioned plants a basic 
[a« tor of the general policy, for this makes enicient smoke ababuuent j)ro- 
litable fo th(' owners. 

During (ho year the (.-ommissioners examined, ajiproved or rejt'cted 
Si) plans of installations, 'riiis is tln^ greatest number d(vdt with so far and 
imtiudes practically every class v)f industrial furnace. In addition to this 
(he advice and assistance of the (Jommission were sought by owners outside 
the conlrolled arcia and from other province's. 

10. llefm'enco was made last yciar to the fad that, owing to economic 
circumstances, paddy husks, wlnhdi hitherto had ■be('n useh'ss and difficult to 
get rid of, had to be used as fuel in place of coal in the lioilor furnaces of the 
rice mills. There; was nothing in the actual luirning of tht; paddy husk, bui 
unless means could bo j)rovided for stopping the discharge of clouds of light 
charred husk from the chimneys the surrounding IcKuilities would be ruined 
for residential purposes. The t’ommissioners were in a tlifficult position, as 
the penalties under the Act wi're not sufficient tfi prevent the use of fbe 
liusk. They <locided to permit its use provided the public interests were 
safeguarded as far as practicabh;. 

The pa*ldy husk produced in the mills is iliflicult (o deal with as, in the 
process of milling, the husk is broken up and has a large j>ro|Ku-tion of fine 
powder. The joint endeavours of the owners and the department has 
produced an apparatus, which, in the latest and improved types, works 
satisfactorily. About half the rice mills have been provided with this 
apparatus. The Commissioners are devoting cart;ful attention to this ques¬ 
tion and every endeavour is being made to induce the remaining owners to 
introduce this apparatus. The local resources were insufficient to supply in 
time all the furnace requirements, particularly in some of ih(‘accessories, 
witlmut which the results are adversely aflocted. Rico milling being a 
seasonal trade, some of the older types of furnaces wore permitted to work 
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fortliis se.'ison. Tho ComruiKsionnrs hope to have mattors improved at the 
stoppage preceding th(i next season. 

In tlie controlled urea 10 mills have Inum fitted with i)addy husk 
arrangvnieiits, !ind outside the area 10 mills have been so fitted. 'I'he 
general results show the smoke from paddy husk will be very much loss 
and tilt! outturn I'roin tint boilers mu(!h more than from coal burners. In a 
few of tile lator type the chimneys have been free from smoko for some 
months. 

The matter was primarily taken up to prott'ct tho public from tint smoke 
nuisance, but, apart from this, it etfects far-reaching economic results. 
Assuming that .‘ill rice mills list! p.'iddy husk—which is a likely prospect — 
amongst otlii'r advantages, then! should be an annual saving of abtiut 
100,000 tons of coal reprt!senting almiit 15 lakhs of rupees. The pulilit!, 
who ust! m.'ichiiit! ithiaiied rita;, ultimately get tho benefit of the riiduced cost 
of rice, and in a family of 10 me.mbers the annual rico bill should be reduced 
by about lls. 1 piir annum. 

11. Klectric and gas installations should be encouraged as permanent 
remedies for atmospheric pollution (!au8t!d by smoke. During the year 
approximabdy 0,100 horse jiower were conmictod to the high and low 
tension systems of the! ik-ilciitta lOIeel ric Supply Corporation. They' st.-ite 
(hat by about the comiiiir .I line the iixtension to (heir power sl.ation will be 
so far completed as tomiable them to supply current to all appli(!ants. The 
(Commission have granted temporary permission for the use of a number of 
small smoky power cliimneys. Those will be abolished as current biicomes 
availiible. 

in the conservation of publii! healtfi :iinl property there is a wild field 
for the ap])Ircation of smokeless g.as appli.’inces for industrial eflbi ts and 
domestic fireplaces. As the us(! of raw coal insti-ad of coke in iloinestic 
fireplaces is.steailily increasing the installation of gas appliains's is becoming 
more inipitrtant. The •()ri<'n(al (las (^fompany state that during thi! ytiar 
1,1.31 gas apf»Iian<!e.s wort! connected totlu'irgas mains. y\s they also state 
.a very pleasing feature in (!ontn'ction with tin* work of the < bdrijiany has 
1 ) 01*11 the continued and st(<adily growing demand for gas heated appliances 
for cooking and water heating in :i large resifl(!ntiai buildings recently 
ercisted in the city. 'Phey mention 2 huge buildings in Park iSi,rei*t in whicli 
.'^2 gai* cooking rangi s and 7t) gas geysees have been instidled. 

d'ho (lomniissifiners are gratified at this, as if those! two large buildings 
had nsetl coal there wouhl every month have been a discharge of ovi'r half a 
ton of soot into the atniosphero. 'I’his shows that .as a whole the damage 
caused by domestic smoke is very great, ami that tin! controlling authorities, 
in tho public interests, should (!ncourage the introduction of gas applian(!es 
for such purposes, 

12. 'I’lie abatennmt of the smoke nuisance .ind tin! reduittion of atmo¬ 
spheric pollution vitally (!oncerris the (tity community. The 8nn)kelesB (lity 
(l!>22), by Simon and Fit/gerald, with a preface by Lprd Newton, gives an 
account of the damage, caused by smoko to hc.alfh and to jimperty. They 
state that in the city of .Manchester it is estimated that the annual damage 
due (,o smoke amounts to over one million pounds sterling, and a certificate, 
in 1911), from a leading firm of a(!countants shows tlnit, on a very consorvativc 
basis, fill! cost of bouseliold washing couM be reduiud by aiiout a quarter of a 
million sterling if Manchester had the afmospherc of a clean itity. 

13. in (lulciitta, ge.nerally, tin; atmosphere is comparatively cleaner 
than that nsiially associated with an industrial and shipping centre. Hut 
it should he reniemhered what it was 17 years ago when preventive work was 
initiated and when every (!hinin(!y could ])ollute the atmosphere without let or 
hindrance. Ainl that since then the nuniher of mills have doubled, and most 
likely the future will bring a further ineri'ase. The following extract from 
a recent complaint r»!gardingan area containing over 100 mills —tho iiumher 
of which is rapidly incroasiug and regarding wliich every endeavour i8l)i!ing 
made to imiirove matters—shows what the e.onditions would he throughout 
tho cent rolled area were it not for tho beneficent, preventive powers exercised 
by tho Commissioners :—“ They are projecting largo quantities of dense 
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black smoke daily which is a soaroe of much annoyance to myself and the 
members of this club * * * * new chimneys 

have boon erected recently which contribute to the volume of smoke and 
conditions are becoming unbearable. 1 would strongly urge upon you th(^ 
neciOBsity for immediate action.”

ANNUAL REPORT OP THE ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN AND THE GARDENS IN 
CALCUTTA AND OP THE LLOYD BOTANIC GARDEN, DARJEELING, POR

ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN. 

1. fieneral.—'For botanicul operations the season was favourable. The early rains in 
June preventeil serious results from the prolonged period of drought experienced during 
the latter part Of the hot weather. Rainfall during the year was in excess of the average, 
80 t.hai>, with the garden lakes well filled towards the end of the rainy season, very little 
pumping was necessary throughout the dry cold weather months. A certain much- 
needed relief to garden finances resulted in the shape of diminished pumpiug charges. 

Works of a special nature int he garden include the erection of twenty-six new cooly 
huts, thirteen of which were completed within the year. For years past the condition of 
accommodation for the labour iorce has In (>a far from satisfactory, the huts in use being 
old, dilapidated and ramshackle. No labour force could possibly he expected to remain 
healthy, let alone contented, in the conditions which existed, and as, with retrenchment, 
the most pressing need—help from sources other than garden funds proper—could not be 
anticipated, the only course left was to divert part of the grant available for ganlen upkeep 
to this very necessary item of housing improvement. The scheme as planned could not 
be completed within the year, but will gradually be pushed on as funds permit. 

On tho western side a new gate has been opened near the Banyan tree, intended to 
give easy access to the garden to residents living in that quarter. 
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The Oreodoxa Avenue and the Orchid Honse were selected for special renovation andi 
a new vista opened out with the intention of providing a view into the garden from the 
riverside. Very little work could be done on the river Itonk, and nothing beyond trivial 
patching given to the roads. These are now in such a state of disrepair that a special 
grant will be necessary sooner or later to bring them into a condition in keeping with the 
rest of the garden. Fast and incessant motor traffic sufch as the roads were never built 
to carry is responsible for their wear. To set a limit of speed in the garden is just as 
difficult as it may be to do so in Chowringheo, bat the exclusion of motor traffic cannot 
now reasonably be suggested, and the only course; left is to equip the roads to suit the 
changed conditions. 1 1 is hoped that means'to recondition them will be available ere 
they get bej'ond repair. 

The display of annuals though, somewhat late, was q^ite up to standard, as was also 
the Orchid House at the end of the o<dd and beginning of the hot weather, 

2. Plant and seed exchange.—Over 5.'),0U0 plants were distributed, of which some 
28,000 were trees for roadside and other planting. Nearly 9,000 shrubs and 2,8(H) palms 
were sent out to Government institircious, district boards and manici)>alities, the balance 
of the total distribution being made up of climbers, ferns and surplus annuals. Three 
hundred packets and <St5 lbs. of seeds were tlistributed as was also the recurring supply of 
barrels of mahogany seed received from Kew. Over .'i.OlK) plants were received by the 
garden, the bulk consisting of Gladiolus bulbs and orchids. 

3. Hnrbariiim and Library.— Work has been carried out along the usual lines, aid 
in the herbarium being given 1. v .Messrs. Debbarman and Narayanswami of the Botanical 
Survey of India Department. Over .'5,000 specimens have been incorporated in the 
herbarium, the chief addition being duplicate.^ of South Indian plants provided by 
Mr. C. E. C. Fischer of the Ma<lriis Forest Department. His gift of these plants is the 
more welcome that it helps to replace a loss of South Indian plants incurred at sea during 
the war. Many of the lierharium cabinets aro now getting overstocked and some 
rearrangement and atiditioual cabinet provision will become neces.sary in the near future. 
Sheets on loan for scientific work to the number of 1,21K) were sen! out during the year, 
while about 3,()0b specimens, nio.sily duplicates of Malayan species, were distributed to. 
herbaria iu-Europe and-elsewhere. 

Work in progress in the herbarium includes the preparation hy Lieutenant-Colonel 
A. T. Gage and Mr. Debbarman of a catalogue intended to provide information regarding 
the introduction, dowering and fruiting times and economic uses of the nondierbaceous 
phanerogams in the garden : also the preparation by the writer and Mr. Narayanswami 
of a catalogue of Indian plants hot included in Hooker's Flora of British India. The 
more important collections dealt with include that made by Colonel Gage and Mr. P. T. 
Russel in the Tavoy cinchona area. A preliminary examination indicates the pre.8ence 
in this collection of several nndescrihed species, hut examination at Kew with authentic 
material—especially recently acquired Siainoso plants—is advisable before deciding on 
what is new to science. Descriptions in English and drawings of “possibles” have, 
however, been prepared by Mr. Narayanswami to aid more critical examination when this 
can be done. 

Library work has gone on as usual, 142 books, .'53 periodicals and 234 irregular 
publications being received. As with other departments, the Library has had to stand its 
share of retrenchment. 

4. PublieatiOliS.—The distribnticn of Part II of Volume XII of the Annals of 

the Garden us well as of the appendix to Voiume XI, which has long been in suspension 
on account of'insufficiency of funds, is slowly going on as conditions allow. A fairly 
large consignment has recently gone out, and it is hoped to get the distribution completed 
in the course of tho current year. • 

5. FinMICifii.—Dut of a total allotment of Rs. 73,880 for staff and permanent 
establishment, Us. 6t5,244 were kpont, the balance being savings due to officers on leave. 
There were compulsory savings of Us. 2,800 and Ks. 2,(M)0 under “Temporary 
establishment” and “ Contraci contingencies” respectively, and Rs, 5,484 reserved 
for purchase and freight on Europe stores remained an.-<pent due to the non-arrival of 
these stores. Revenue being sale-proceeds of surplus plants and foreshore rent amonpted 
to Rs. 5,017. 

6. Staff. —Lieutenant-Colonel A. T. Gage, C.I.E., I.M.s., held charge as Superinteu| 
dent till 2n(l January 1923, when he went on leave preparatory to retirement. Frotp.. 
this date till the end of the year the writer held charge. .Mr. P. .M. Debbarman officiated.' 
as Curator of the herbarium from the let iSprii till the 2(>th June 1923 and again from, 
the 3rd January 1923 till the end of the year. Between these periods the writer held 
charge of this, his substantive post. 

Mr, G, T. Lane was Curator of the garden from let April till 6th May 1922, whed he 
went on leave preparatory to retin’ment. With his retirement on the 2nd February 1923 
Government loses an officer of long and faithful service. Mr. Lane first joined the garden 
staff some thirty-two years ago under the then Superintendent Sir George King, who 
early formed a high opinion of his character and abilities. Mr. Lane saw service under 
several Superintendents and acting Superintendents, and it is sufficient to say that r II 
have left records endorsing the high opinion of him wliich Sir George King was first in a; 
position to form. His relations with garden laiiour were particularly happy. Firmnesa 
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combined with sympathy and tact were amongst Mr. Lane’s nataral gifts enabling him 
to command as loyal service from those placed in his charge" as he himself never failed 
to give. 

Mr. W. V. North was Assistant Curator from 1st April till 6th May 1922, thereafter 
officiating Curator till Mr. Lane’s retirement, Vhen he occupied the post substantively. 
Mr. S. N. Basil was overseer from Ist April till 6th May 1922 and thereafter officiating 
Assistant Curator. Mr. Merlin Jones was oversee^ and Babu Santosh Kumar Mitra head 
clerk throughout the year. All officers and the clerical staff have performed their duties 
satisfactorily.

CALCUTTA GARDENS. 

Work in these gardens was mostly of. a routine nature, but considerable additional 
expenditure over the normal was incurred by the renovation of the roads in Daiheusie 
Square. Some 30 unrepresented plants were planted out and about 200 »jew plants put 
into Dalhousie Square, while the widening ,of Uaihousie Square (West) necessitated the 
cutting out of several trees and shrubs. The annuals made quite a good show under the 
careful attention of Messrs. Mitra and Quasitii Ali, the Assistant Curator and overseer. 
Qut of a total allotment of Ks. 46,.‘)02, Ha. 4,51.7 were saved mainly on salaries, house-rent 
and other allowances. Thd revenue, being fishing fees'from Dalhousie tank, amounted- 
to Rs. 130. 


LLOYD botanic GARDEN, DARJEELING. 

To do justice to the work so ably carried on by Mr. Cave in this model little, garden 
would require a vuluiniiioiis report in itself. Besides routine garden work, which in 
itself takes constant supervision, the Curator ^iiids time for many of the more technical 
problems associated with the science of Horticulture and Botany. His work in the 
distribution of plants and seeds especially calls for commendation. The distributions 
(luring the year under review are the highest in the history of thi? garden. In spite of 
pressing financiardifficulties the injury to the garden referred to in last yeaiv’s report is 
gradually being made good, and a sjiecial feature, of the year,, was a successful attempt 
to arrest the sulisidenco of the south-west corner of the garden where the nurseries are 
situated. Out of a total allotment of Rs. 21,.572 there was.a small net saving of Rs. 420.
